A. macaroni and pasta synonymous? Yes. Macaroni is the 
generic name in the United States for the whole family of 
doughs which includes macaroni, spaghetti, and egg-noodle prod- 
ucts. In Italy, the family is known as pasta. There are two main 
distinctions to be made with regard to macaroni (or pasta). 
There are homemade and factory-made. Manufactured macaroni 
is sometimes made with eggs (a U.S. Government regulation 
specifies that all noodles, to bear the name, must be made with 
eggs) ; homemade always is. Contrary to popular opinion, mac- 
aroni or pasta, whatever the type, is distinguished not by its 
taste but by its texture—determined by the special kind of 
durum wheat (semolina) used in making it. 

Pastas are made in a bewildering number of shapes. The 
official estimate of the National Macaroni Institute is 150, al- 
though it’s possible to make more than 300 in this country. Some 
of the more fanciful—stars, bow knots, shells. snails, ete-—are 
used primarily to garnish soups. To most Americans, the most 
familiar are macaroni (this is the group with the hole in the 
middle, smooth or ribbed; there are innumerable sizes); spa- 
ghetti (the rod type), meaning little string from spago, string, 
ranging all the way from fidellini, the smallest, up to spaghet- 
toni, the largest; the flat types, familiarly known as noodles, 
which include lasagne, meaning broad-leafed, with either flat 
or ruffled edges, and fettucine, meaning ribbons. Actually, all 
pastas fit into four basic groups: tubes, cords or rods, ribbons, 
and fancy shapes. 

All are made with the same kind of flour and all should, seem- 
ingly, taste the same, but the facts are that the variations in 
texture and thickness and the ways the various shapes absorb 
liquid, retain heat, and hold sauces produce different taste sen- 
sations. 


Ss do you cook macaroni or pasta? It needs plenty of water 
in a deep kettle. About six quarts to one pound (any type). 
Bring water to a rolling boil, add one teaspoon of salt per quart 
of water. Add the macaroni gradually in order to keep the water 
boiling. The long pastas, such as spaghetti, should never be 
broken. Take handfuls at a time and lower the ends into the 
boiling water. They will soften and curl into the kettle as the 
water softens them. Cook, uncovered, stirring occasionally, until 
tender but firm. “Al dente,” as the Italians say, or firm to the 
bite. Cooking time will vary with the size and the thickness 
of the macaroni product used, but the average time is eight to 
ten minutes. If to be used in a casserole, which means further 
cooking, cook for a shorter time. Drain immediately through a 
colander and serve immediately. Do not rinse under cold water. 
This accomplishes nothing except to cool the pasta. For cold 
dishes, such as salad, you would, naturally, rinse under cold 
water and drain a second time. 


ie Chicken Tetrazzini an Italian dish? No. It was invented in 
1904 in San Francisco to honor the American debut of the great 
coloratura Luisa Tetrazzini. The dish is a combination of cooked 
chicken cut in julienne, mushrooms, spaghetti, truffles, the whole

HOW TO LEAVE HOME AND LIKE IT

THE SOPHISTICATED TOUR 


Led by literate guides, a look beyond. the 


Denmark, Finland, Norway, Sweden—these four countries 
hold the palm for a kind of imaginative practicality that 
colors all their works, from furniture design to the ombuds- 
man. Tourism is no exception. Veteran travelers who’ve- had 
their fill of stereotype guided tours discover with delight 
that once again the Scandinavians have got to the core of 
things—this time to the very meaning of modern travel. 

On the sound assumption that most travelers these days 
are a pretty sophisticated lot, looking for a much deeper travel

THE WATER-LILY HOUSE 


Deep in this snowy wood outside Stockholm is an intriguing 
answer to a problem that has preoccupied contemporary de- 
signers the world over—how to bring the outdoors inside. In a 
land where such a thought would send less hearty souls diving 
for their downy comforters. Architect Bengt Warne has created 
a solution that could be adapted almost anywhere. By taking 
the ancient Roman atrium house and roofing it over with glass 
panels that open like the petals of a water lily hence its name— 
he has made a year-round. indoor-outdoor environment that 
is not only comtortable and fun, but also specifically suited 
to its climate. 

In the rugged winter months, the hermetically sealed windows 
bring in the warmth of solar radiation. The usually heavy snow 
cover on the flat part of the roof provides additional insulation 
1@ainst the cold. In really severe weather. there are auxiliary 


electric heaters in the roof to counter the cold.

The version seen here even 
includes an L-shape indoor pool, allowing a quick plunge fol- 
lowing a day of skiing. 

Not incidentally, the house solves another nagging con- 
temporary problem—the need for more housing, instantly. 
Architect Warne designed the house in prefabricated units: 
four boxes (each one side of the atrium), and the roof struc- 
ture. The prototype shown here was constructed in a Swedish 
shipyard, crated, shipped to the site by rail, and lifted onto 
the foundation walls by a portable crane in a few hours one 
wintry day. With the bathrooms and kitchen already in 
place and the walls predecorated, the house was ready to be

Finnish architect, and an exceptional client, Mrs. Maire Gullich- 
sen, produced The Villa Mairea. one of the architectural land- 
marks of the 20th Century. The house stands in a clearing hewn 
in the dense forest of fir. and one looks directly from it into the 


tall undergrowth of the forest floor. The house displays Aalto’s

In The Villa Mairea, Aalto created a house as important as those three other great 
contemporary masterpieces: Wright’s Fallingwater, Le Corbusier's Villa Savoye. 
and Mies’s Tugendhat House. Mrs. Gullichsen, for whom and with whom it was 
built. had studied painting and had traveled widely. Her great accomplishment. 
however. lay in the creation of the Artek Company, best known for its manufacture 
of Aalto’s birch plywood furniture, but equally a unique cultural force in Finland 
through its introduction of the world’s finest design and craftsmanship. 

The Villa Mairea is carefully zoned into living and service areas, and in this 
lies much of its wonderful sense of privacy. Although the living areas are a single 
continuous open space, the dining area is visually separate. The large living room 
is further subdivided into a relatively secluded area surrounding the traditional

A_ glass-enclosed garden room, left, pre- 
dating the contemporary indoor-outdoor 
room, sits at one corner of the U-shape plan.

Floor here 
is natural stone, one of many interesting 
textures underfoot throughout the house. 
Behind the wall at the right is a separate 
stair leading to Mrs. Gullichsen’s studio.

In studying the plan of The Villa Mairea, 
right, it would be well to discard our nor- 
mal notion of a “living room.”

It seemed characteristic of the Swedes, this autumn, when they 
made the change from driving on the left side of the road to the 
right, that they turned the occasion into something like a na- 
tional celebration. What might have been merely a shift in the 
rules became a re-evaluation of the place of the automobile in 
Swedish life, an opportunity to beautify their cities, and a 
general affirmation of what it means to be Scandinavian. 

For weeks everyone, in the remotest village, had been made 
aware of the impending change. In Stockholm workmen were 
busy redesigning the city’s smaller squares with fresh flowers 
and new paving to take the altered traffic flow. An extremely 
strict system of pedestrian control was introduced, partly for 
safety reasons, but partly (as I was told) to suggest to the city 
dweller that it would be perhaps easier in the end to create 
pedestrian malls than to wait at the street crossings. 

Then. when the time of the change drew near, all automo- 
bile traffic was stopped for 24 hours. The people of Stockholm 
had one glorious, unforgettable opportunity to see what life 
would be like without cars: the air clean, the streets silent, the 


walker in the city free. 


I, Copenhagen a few days before, I had seen what could be 
done in closing off a principal shopping street. The storekeepers 
had been apprehensive at first, fearing their trade might suffer. 
It had turned out quite otherwise, and now the experiment was 
being made permanent as the narrow way was reconstructed 
without curbs and with new planting and street furniture. The 
enjoyment of the townspeople and visitors alike was obvious. 
lt seemed to me then that the Scandinavians might just con- 
ceivably be on the way to solving the problem of the automo- 
bile. That would certainly be an ultimate triumph, not un- 
worthy of a people who have come so close to solving the 
problems of poverty, unemployment, health care, education. 

I had visited the Scandinavians before to discuss problems of 
sociology and economics; but this time I was on the agreeable 
mission of studying their parks. One of the good things about 
parks (as I have discovered in my own city of New York) is — 
that you cannot become involved without asking what goes on 
inside them, which brings you into questions of recreation and 
culture; or without asking what goes on around them—and 
that brings you into the heart of the modern city with all its 
complexities and troubles. In the end, these green spaces, so 
precious and often so menaced, seem to contain the secret of 
city life and of civilization itself. 

The Scandinavian parks are, to begin with, absolutely clean. 
That-says something about the importance people attach to the 
public sphere and to outdoor spaces. These spaces seem to be 
as much cared for as anything that exists within closed walls. 


(One thinks, by contrast, of our own elaborately decorated 





apartment houses—and the incredibly sordid subways into 
which people pass without seeming even to note the incongru- 
ity.) The parks are also places for children to play. 

Of course cur children play, too: but it seemed to me either 
that Scandinavian children are different, or are differently 
brought up. Is it that their home life is more structured? Are 
they more accustomed from the start to being surrounded by 


bright colors and clear forms? 
oO 














ie 
_ Play, rightly understood, has always meant something more 


than idleness or escape; it is « sort of rehearsal for experiences 
the child will later undergo, a first, tentative taking up of roles 
and responsibilities. In Scandinavia, where much of the work 
of the world is still done in open and comprehensible ways— 
where building and craftsmanship and all the trades of the sea 
are carried on before the children’s eyes—it seems easier to de- 
velop play that can be seriously entered into by the child. 

I say “seriously entered into,” for the essence of play is that 
it should be serious; or perhaps the essence of life is that it 
should have about it something of the sense of illusion and 
underlying detachment that the child at his best exhibits. 


In Stockholm I went out one day with the distinguished di- 


rector of playgrounds, Mrs. Stina Wretlind-Larsson. She is 


modest in what she expects even the best system of play to ac- 
complish. “To live in a modern city,” she has said, “is an arti- 
ficial existence, and yet, as it is what it is, we have to make the 
best of it, so the inhabitants may be happy and feel that life 
is worth living.” The playgrounds | visited were not noticeably 
more elaborate or better designed than ours—at least than our 
better ones. But what care was lavished on those children by 
the young recreation workers! And for children and grown-ups 
alike, how strongly one sensed that life is worth living. 

A modest expectation is part of Scandinavian good taste. the 
good taste that informs its architecture and ultimately all the 
objects of daily life. In this country we still speak of “good 
design” as if it were a little empire carved out (as indeed it 
usually is )from a vast chaos; or as if it were something hap- 
pily distinct from bad design. In Scandinavia good design melts 
into the environment. In Sweden, especially, the standards of 
simple excellence seem universal, from the largest constructions 
down to the smallest details. Danish or Finnish architectural 


brilliance may be missing, but the general level is high. 


Were the objects of daily life are sold, in a stationery or 
hardware store, for example, one is impressed by how far this 
excellence has penetrated. One does not need to look for crafts 
or special collections of well-designed objects. The evidences 
of a harmonious, exquisitely tuned and relatively stable civiliza- 
tion are all about. 

Stockholm is essentially the great city of modernity; it is not 
in rural retreats that the Swedes have found their particular 
form of happiness. Yet for the Scandinavians nature provides 
an essential counterpoint to urban living, and in surprising 
ways they keep a balance between the two worlds of natural 
and man-made things. The sea is at the doorstep of all the 
principal Scandinavian cities. And it is a sea—not like ours, cut 
off by elevated highways or commercial facilities—accessible 
te the city dweller and in various ways impinging on his con- 
sciousness. 

Perhaps the most beautiful of all objects ever made by man 
is the great Viking ship lovingly preserved at Oslo, dug from 
the clay after centuries and still vibrant with grace. Today’s 
small “double enders” at the harborside have a beauty more 
modest but all their own. The estuaries at Stockholm, the fjords 
at Oslo and Bergen speak of a wildness that is akin to man, and 


that can yet be mastered by man for his delight. 


The mountains provide for such cities as Oslo and Bergen 
both a sense of containment and also an ever-ready escape 
from structure and pavement. At Bergen they are now tunnel- 
ing through one of these mountains, so that the growing pop- 
ulation can expand into a new suburb. But a funicular takes one 
up to the top of the mountain—a height to be enjoyed for its 
own sake. The city dweller can move in a few minutes from the 
center of town to spaces made for walking and skiing. In Oslo 
there is a great forest within the city limits. 

Stockholm, of course, lacks surrounding hills. But as one 
who has struggled with the problem of how to use solid wastes 
effectively in our park system, I was fascinated to discover 
south of the city a man-made mountain under construction— 
a mountain made out of garbage. In the center of the oval 
mound was a concealed incinerator; the heat from this was 
eventually to warm an outdoor swimming pool. Skiers will soon 


be disporting themselves on the slopes. 


i is tempting, in writing about the Scandinavians. to talk 
only about the bright things—the flowers on every window sill, 
the little boats, the skiers in the streets of the city, and every- 
where the lovely Scandinavian girls. But what about reports 
of a darker side? So many of the old enemies of man have 
been conquered—poverty and superstition and ugliness and 
prudishness. Is it possible that something evil remains, or that 
some new enemy has arisen from the very fires of victory? 
Boredom may be its name. If not boredom precisely, then a 
sense of emptiness born of a life too well ordered. 

The winter nights set in early; the year dwindles to a close 
in days that must be much too brief. Perhaps there has al- 
ways been for the Scandinavians an awareness of fears waiting 
in the dark: perhaps long before the coming of the welfare 
state, men and women sought escape in one way or another from 
the somber apprehensions of the north. In Norway today. three 
days in jail await anyone who is caught driving a car after 
more than one drink, and couples take turns at being sobev, or 
both indulge in the luxury of a taxi home. It is not that the 
Norwegians drink regularly or even too much, one is told, but 
that they drink deep when the mood is on them. 

Somehow the question will have to be plumbed before one 
passes final judgment on all that the Scandinavian countries 
have achieved. Can man endure happiness? Can he plan ration- 
ally without undermining a basic need for wayward challenges 
and unexpected confrontations? Being briefed by the head of 
the Department of Planning in Stockholm, | thought to my- 
self: “We Americans do not do things like this: we do not 
premeditate vast cities and suburbs and know what everything 
will be like in 1980 or in the year 2000.” Then I realized that 
somewhere in our society men do think this way—they are the 
ones who in secret places plan colonies on the moon. Perhaps 
they, too, go mad sometimes, and seek an exit from all they 
prepare and foretell. . . . 

Outside, meanwhile, the sun of early September was falling 
on the incredible blue of the Stockholm canal. The people pass- 
ing along the waterside were drinking in the last warm days, 
blissfully at home in a city as perfect as art and history and

Norwegian finesse with wood and the ex- 
cellence of its cabinetwork—an honored 
craft in which each piece is joined and 
fitted to the millimeter—is reflected in 
an ordinary 50-year-old house in Oslo, 
brightly redesigned by a young architect- 
couple, Molle and Per Cappelen. 

In the dining room, shown here, pine- 
covered walls and ceiling are unpainted. 
unvarnished. Storage cabinets and furni- 
ture are also pine. Removable benches— 
one has a shelf underneath for magazine 
storage—provide extra seating. Chairs 
with rush seats are typical of Scandi- 
navia. The floor, highly polished oak, 
was retained from the original house. 
Fabrics. simple: the curtains, orange 
and yellow burlap; pillows covered in 
striped cottons from Greece. 

Uncharacteristic, however, of the often 
dimly lit Norwegian house are the new 
ceiling fixtures, designed by the Cap- 
pelens, hung to light the table directly;

THE ROW HOUSE PERFECTED 


Herewith an enlightening hint of suburbia. Swedish style, 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Sigvard Bahrke and their three 
small children. The locale, Saltsj6-Duvnas on Stockhelm’s 
inlet-laced archipelago, where on the lands of a former 
manor 17 young families live in what might be construed 
as a young-family Utopia. It is essentially two strips of 
row houses—private, two-story houses sharing party walls, 
but so conceived that each house enjoys its own ample, 
secluded garden and garden house. All families share a 
common garage and, evincing the usual Scandinavian con- 
cern for the younger generation, a walking street forbidden 
to trafic and embellished with a playground runs through 
this little enclave. On the Bahrkes’ side of the development, 
the houses face the water where the inevitable family boats 
are neatly aligned, like parked cars. 


The row-house concept in less imaginative planning would 
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suggest cliché. pea-pod living. The Bahrke house is a splendid 
disclaimer. Once beyond the threshold of this look-alike 
exterior, the home within is as highly individual as its 
owners themselves. Like all Swedes, they seem to have per- 
fected the knack of bringing their own personal heirlooms 
into focus with modern design, mixing inherited Gustavian 
chairs. grandfather clocks, and family portraits with their 
more recent acquisitions—steel-and-leather settees and gran- 
ite-tcp tables. The finished composition has a decided 
character of its own. 


In point of layout, the utilitarian rooms—kitchen down- 





stairs. bedrooms upstairs—face the street. Thus the glass- 
walled living areas open to the garden, a vast and lovely 
opportunity for self-expression in color and planting—a sort 
of built-in provision that life in a row house never need 


be a rubber-stamp affair.

A visit to the home near Copenhagen 


where Bjorn Wiinblad lived. worked

An exquisite garden breathes an aura of Japanese quiet. For din- 
ner parties, the ceramic-topped table is laid with antique glass, and 


paper lanterns sway gently between the graceful willow branches. 


The Danish ceramic artist and painter Bjorn Wiinblad has a 
style unquestionably his own. It makes his prolific output 
of work as easily recognizable as it is widely appreciated 
and distributed. In Denmark he is perhaps best known for 
his posters for the Danish ballet and theatre, and for a wealth 
of ceramic fantasies—flower girls, fountains, fauns, trouba- 
dours, and onion pots. In Europe, however, he is probably 
better known through his work for Rosenthal, the German 
china manufacturer. His delicate porcelain designs are as 
likely bought in Madrid or London as in Bonn. Now designs

Those who try to trace derivations or traditions in Bjorn 
Wiinblad’s work are inevitably baffled by the bizarre diver-

This is the year-round holiday hideaway of Mr. 
and Mrs. Anders Ehrstrom. In summer it is reached 
through a leafy enchantment of birch and fir trees;

Mrs. Ehrstrom is Uhra Simberg-Ehrstrom, F'in- 
land’s distinguished artist-weaver, known for her 
imaginative rya rugs. While the little indigo cot- 
tage with the red roof is a retreat from workaday 
affairs, it is also a cache of the Ehrstroms’ mosf 
loved possessions in a place they prize with the 
Finn’s peculiar passion for his quicksilver rural 
landscape of lake and forest.

AMERICANIZATION 
OF Tae 
SAUNA 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


America has learned in the last ten years what Finland, that 
most northern of Scandinavian influentials, has known for ten 
centuries. Bathing from the inside out can cleanse and refresh 
the body as well as the skin. It has made the sun-hot sauna, or 
Finnish bath, the most popular unwinder of our time. 

Baking in the dry heat of 175° or more—a kind of heavenly 
hell that seems blessed with powers to make us lithe, alive, 
and new again—has now become an accepted addition to our 
bathing ritual. By speeding circulation and actually raising 
the body temperature, it can relieve aches and pains and give 
some of the benefits of exercise without our moving a muscle. 
But of prime importance, to most of us, it can calm, soothe, 
and relax. 

As an art imported from the Scandinavian scene, the sauna 
has undergone some modification in its American orbit. Our 
modern technology has given it a new look and an apple-pie 
appeal. As an American institution, the sauna (now more 
often pronounced “‘sawna” bath than the purist “sowna” ) has 
invaded the home, the club, the executive suite, and the beau- 
ty salon. In American translation, the traditional switching of 
the skin with birch twigs during a sauna is seldom encoun- 
tered. Neither is rolling in snow after the bath. A cold shower 
usually suffices. Our sauna has become more luxurious in- 
dulgence than Spartan endurance. 

The sauna may, in its essence, reflect the memory of the 
glacier which descended on Northern Europe 10,000 years 
ago. That event attached to light and heat the adoration of a 
deity, and early saunas may indeed have been fire-worship- 
ping shrines. 

That tile. masonry, and stainless steel might be used as 
walls in a sauna might shock the tradition-minded Finn, to 
whom sauna and wood are absolutely inseparable. Rebel- 
liously, the American uses these unorthodox materials and 
easily solves the problem of their being scorching to the touch 
by using wood slats in vulnerable areas. Innovating further, 
by mounting heater and all controls within a door, the Amer- 
ican quickly converts almost any closet into a sauna-for-one. 
And again, stealing the controls from a kitchen oven, he now 
makes it possible to pre-set the sauna so that it will automat- 
ically come on at any hour, and be warm and ready on his 
arising or when arriving home from work. 

That isn’t all. Aware that on an average he moves once in 
five years, the American has made his sauna room easy to 
disassemble and take along. And. for the American-in-a- 
hurry, saunas have been prepackaged so that they go to- 
gether almost instantly, sans hammer. sans nails. Just use the

RENOVATION OF A GARRET 


In the enchanting city where Hans Christian Andersen wrote 
his tales of make-believe—in which the untended and un- 
loved blossomed into the beautiful—it is not surprising to 
see a plain garret become a debonair studio-apartment. Not 
by Old World sorcery in this very down-to-earth 20th 
Century, but by the imaginative vision (a kind of latter-day 
magic) of its new tenant, Designer Bard Henriksen. The 
potion: sharp patches of color against spare contemporary

Even 
then, a herring tidbit may go along with 
the breakfast egg, and some kind of 
pickled or marinated herring will usu- 
ally start both lunch and dinner. With 
the North. Atlantic, and Baltic seas in 
their front and back yards, where her- 
ring, cod, mackerel, halibut, haddock, 
whiting, sole, salmon, and eel are avail- 
able almost at the drop of a line. this is 
not surprising. In addition. the wealth of 
shellfish includes shrimp. crab, lobster. 
and oysters. Finland and Sweden, blessed 
with marvelous lakes and streams. give 
the natives such delicacies as brook and 
rainbow trout, pike. and, perhaps the 
loveliest of all shellfish, the handsome 
crawfish, also known as crayfish.

sugar, and water. Invariably accom- 
panied by the ubiquitous boiled potato. 

Since salt herring is difficult to track 
down in most American markets (it is 
generally available in Swedish and Jew- 
ish delicatessens) the alternative. for the 
dedicated aficionado, is canned matjes 
herring (spiced and sugar-cured) pre- 
sented as a first course with chopped 
chives, sour cream. and hot boiled 
potatoes, dressed with chopped fresh 
dill feathers.

Norwegian Fish Mousse 


with Lobster Sauce 


114 pounds fresh or frozen fish fillets 
(haddock, cod or pike) or thawed

Dry the fish fillets very thoroughly with 
paper towels. Cut into chunks, pulling 
out any lurking bones. Put through the 
finest blade of the meat grinder once.

Now put the mixture through 
the grinder two more times. Place in 
the bowl of the electric mixer and work, 
at low speed, for ten minutes. Gradually 
add the milk. then the cream. with mixer 
still at low speed. Work for 30 minutes. 
At this point the mixture should be 
fluffy and have enough body to almost 
hold a shape. 

Butter a 114-quart soufflé dish or 
ring mold, then coat with breadcrumbs. 
Spoon the mousse into the mold. (The 
mousse can be prepared to this point 
early in the day and refrigerated. Bring 
to room temperature two hours before 
baking.) Cover tightly with double-duty 
foil and place in a generous. deep, bak- 
ing pan. Fill the pan two-thirds full with 
boiling water. Place in a preheated 375° 
oven and bake for 45 to 60 minutes or 
until firm. If the water boils away, add 
more to maintain the same level. Un- 
mold on a hot serving platter, spoon 
some of the sauce around the mold or, 
if using a ring mold, in its center. 
Serve the remainder on the side. Garnish 
with a bouquet of parsley or fresh dill. 
Serves 6. Piping-hot boiled potatoes are 
customarily served with Norwegian Fish 
Mousse.

Aquavit, or snaps in the vernacular, is Scandinavia’s unique 
claim to fame and special contribution to the joy of nations. 
For years | had some aberrated notion that Aquavit was as 
strong as fury and twice as inebriating. Nonsense. It is mostly 
bottled at 86 proof, the same as Scotch whisky and less than 
some of the most popular gins. Perhaps the tiny glasses in 
which it is uniformly served have created the lethal illusion. 
Fortunately I discovered my error in time to enjoy many a 
sparkling, frigid, pungent, delicious thimbleful.

Aqua Vitae, or “water of life.” is the Latin name. and the 
word becomes Aquavit, Akvavit, Aquavita, Akevitt. depend- 
ing on where you are. In Sweden, it’s often called Brannvin; 
in Finland, Dry Vodka or Koskenkorva. Basically, it is all 
pretty much the same stuff—a strong distillate of grain or 
potatoes, and during the Winter War (1939-40) the Finns are 
reported to have resorted even to wood pulp. The basic flavor 
of all Aquavits stems from caraway, sometimes with orange 
rind. Often other flavorings are infused—raspberry, currant, 
cumin, coriander. and the like. 

The Swedish government stores list no less than 19 Aqua- 
vits, all but one bottled at 86 proof (that one at 100). Most 
Aquavits are clear white, though some flavored ones are tinted 
and Denmark’s Jubilaeums, an Aalborg product, is a lovely 
golden shade. It’s milder, thanks to its longer aging (several 
years). All Aquavits are aged to some extent—six months at 
the least. In the United States, regular Aalborg (not their 
Jubilaeums) is the one you see most. 

Another famous one available here is Linje Akevitt from 
Norway. It costs a little more (about $7) because it is sent 
in Sherry casks across the Equator (e.g. the Linje or “line” ) 
to Australia and back, just as Uncle Jasper in Medford, 
Massachusetts. once sent his rum swishing around the Horn. 

Finland is the land of Koskenkorva or Dry Vodka, as 
they call their Aquavit. Even though it’s no stronger than 
other Aquavits. | found some of the sophisticates there mix- 
ing it with sweetened lime juice to soften the blow. What 
are we coming to? The good old-fashioned snaps drinker 
only asked for a glass of beer as a chaser, or sometimes a 
nice, warm boiled potato! Beer is the proverbial hand- 
maiden to Aquavit, and follows it as the night the day. 

All Aquavits must be served icy cold, and in very tiny 
glasses. To insure the first, the bottles are kept in, or on, the 
ice. It’s beautiful. And it’s easy—you can be the first on your 
block to do it. 

Start with a large tin, the kind restaurants buy their ap- 
plesauce or tomato juice in. A small wine cooler will do 
nicely. You fill the tin or cooler with water, immerse the 
Aquavit bottle up to the neck. stand the whole thing in the 
freezer section of the refrig, and keep it there. The ice forms. 
Remove the contraption—bottle, ice, and all—and by letting 
hot water run around the tin or cooler a moment, you will 
free the bottle with its ice sheath. Keep this in the freezer in- 
definitely, except when serving; the ice will remain. Refill the 
frozen bottle from another as it gets low, instead of going 
through the whole freezing process over again each time. 

Regular Aquavits cost about $6 or $6.50 a fifth, but a little 
goes a long way in those tiny three- or four-ounce glasses. The 
glasses. by the way, are readily available—as elaborate or 
simple as you please—at such shops as Jensen, Baccarat, Bon- 
niers, D/R, and others. (Continued on page 131)

ee YEARS ago as I scouted for 
new plants through the extensive 
trial gardens at the George W.

A favored feature of the sauna 
ritual, usually as the bath period 
nears its end, is to dash water on 
the fist-size rocks contained within 
the heater. The sudden addition 
of humidity to the desert-dry air 
is a relaxing and pleasurable sen- 
sation. 

Closet-style saunas are not de- 
signed for moist-air interludes, 
and so may be constructed some- 
what differently. No vapor bar- 
rier is necessary. Walls may he 
covered with redwood boards 
nailed directly over plaster walls. 
The wood alone is the insulation.

nailed to one-by-two 
wood strips so that there is an 
air space between the boards and 
the wall. 

Besides providing for mois- 
ture, a room-size sauna has one 
other important advantage over 
the closet sauna. It offers the 
option of either sitting up or ly- 
ing down. Lying down is usually 
the preferred posture. It is not 
only more relaxing, but with a 
10-to-20-degree difference _ be- 
tween the heat at the floor and 
that at the ceiling, it means all 
of the body receives equal heat. 

Taking a sauna is a fun expe- 
rience and entertainment. Though 
its therapy assets may be impor-

Aquavit itself is one thing—the

Every Scandinavian takes his 
skoaling (or skaling or skaaling) 
varying degrees. 
Sweden probably makes the most 
fuss—Finland. the least. In fact, 
the Finns are proverbially a la- 
conic race and want to waste no 
time on conventions. They tell the 
story of a Finn who went to Amer- 
ica and made his fortune. He 
returned to his hometown and 
looked up Paavo, his old friend. 
Paavo poured the snaps. Raising 
his glass, our Americanized Finn 
said “Skoal!” Paavo glared and 
said irritably, “Did you come here 
to talk or to drink?” 


Wirn Swedes, a more ausiere, 
formal race, the fine art of skoal- 
ing is sometimes carried to bor- 
ing lengths. Fortunately, the trend 
seems to be going the other way. 

You know, of course. that you 
must never “skoal’’ the hostess. 
Good reason, too. If she had to 


return every toast by drinking a 


potion in return, she'd soon need 
a replacement. But the 
guests at the table are fair game. 


other 


The man goes first, of course. He 
raises his glass, looks you square 
in the eye and bellows “skoal.” 
You must do the same. Then you 
both bottoms-up, lower the empty 
glass to half-mast over the heart, 
and nod warmly to each other. 
Refills are immediately in order, 
and you seek out your next victim 
—or vice versa. Until a lady is 
properly “skoaled” at table— 
which means asking her “May I 
‘skoal’ with you?” and then do- 
ing so—she may not drink a thing. 

If Aquavit is Scandinavia’s most 
unique drink, beer is its most 
popular. It is seen everywhere 
and is still delivered in style. 
Clop! Clop! and along come the 
great teams of dray horses in 
twos and eyen 
their picturesque wagons laden 
with barrels of brew. Probably

the two Scandinavian beers you 
already know are Tuborg and 
Carlsberg, both of Denmark. They 
are the best known in Denmark 
too. I am told the Danes drink 
three million bottles a day—in a 
nation of less than five million. 

Both of these great breweries 
are over a century old. It might 
just interest you to know that 120- 
year-old Carlsberg is today oper- 
ated as a national foundation, 
administered by five college pro- 
fessors elected from the faculty

of the Academy of Science and 
Letters. Many splendid projects 
and public enterprises are under- 
written by the breweries. even to 
the replacement of the truncated 


head of Copenhagen’s famous 
Little Mermaid. 
There are, of course, many 


other good beers made in the 
Scandinavias. Some can be found 
here—such as Ringnes from Nor- 
way—and at a very fair price, too. 
The Hansa brand from Bergen is 
not widely available, but should 
you see it, latch on. It’s one of 
the very best. For that matter. 
almost any Scandinavian beer is 
worth your while. They just don’t 
know how to make poor beer. 
There'd be no point; no Scandi- 
navian would drink it. 

Usually, beer is beer, and served 
as such, but the Swedes occasion- 
ally put them together (as the 
English do ale and beer for ‘alf 
and ’alf). They make something 
called by the improbable name of 
Mumma. Here’s how to make it: 


Mumma 
(Serves 3, generously) 


1 bottle porter (or stout) 

1 bottle beer 

1 bottle Christmas ale 
(this is a special sweetish 
brew—you could use bock 
beer or Canadian ale) 

4 cup gin (Geneva or Holland, 
but ours will do, though 


it’s not as pungent) 


Keep all brews cold and mix only 
at the last minute when ready to 
serve. Pour gently into a chilled 
pitcher. Pour down the side of 
the glasses to avoid too much 
“head.” Use a shell glass or beer 
glass. Warning: more potent than 
beer—one or two is enough. 
Aquavit and beer—yes. but 
there are other Scandinavian spe- 
cialties that must have their just 
desserts (and mostly, they are 
exactly that—desserts). For in- 
stance—famous Cherry Heering, 
the time-honored liqueur made 
from the tiny, little sharp cherries 
that give the drink its special 
flavor (and its 49-percent proof). 
Delicious as it is, sometimes the 
Danes add one part sweet and one 
part dry vermouth to one part 
Cherry Heering. A maraschino 
cherry compietes the drink. 
Kijafa is another cherry deriva- 
tive, this one a wine, albeit a rela-

But no recital of Scandinavian 
bottled bonbons would be com- 
plete without a word about two 
rather special Finnish liqueurs. 
They're unique, delicious, differ- 
ent—and, to a degree, available. 
(“Available” means that a very 
first-rate wine and liquor store 
might have one or the other, but 
any store can get them for you 
on order, as they are shipped here 


_in small supply. There just isn’t 


much made.) One is called Lakka, 
a somewhat sweet infusion of 
orangey-col- 
berries that 


cloudberries—those 
ored, raspberryish 
grow in the Arctic, in a narrow 
band across Finland and Sweden. 
The sweet-tart flavor of the liqueur 
is unique not only as a drink but 
as a flavoring for a special soufHlé. 

The other is even stranger. 
Mesimarja is named for a berry, 
also found only in Finnish Lap- 
land and rare as all get out. Imag- 
ine—the entire little plant pro- 
duces only one berry. The liqueur 
is also a bit on the sweet side, 
but the flavor is special, lingering, 
delectable. Do search for it, or 
ask your store to order it for you, 

Aquavits are normally a year- 
icy-cold, beer-for-chaser 
drink, but comes the wintertime 
when the cold winds blow down 
from the Arctic and the trolls 
are huffing and puffing their 
frosty breath and winking their 
single eye—then it’s 
heart-warming Glogg.

Put everything in a chafing dish 
or the top of a double boiler 
and allow to blend for an hour 
or so. Then heat only enough so 
that the spirit will ignite easily. 
Flame the brew. Serve in small 


cups with an almond and a cou- 


ple of raisins in the bottom. 

A less potent Glogg is made by 
substituting a bottle of red wine 
for the spirits. If desired, a small 


amount of spirits may be heated 


and flamed and poured in. 

Another famous drink (but it 
used to be more famous than’ it 
is today) is Swedish Punsch. 
This can be found already bot- 
tled, in which case just follow 
label instructions. To make your 
own, here is a recipe. 


Swedish Punsch 
(Makes 2 quarts) 


1 bottle Aquavit 
1 pint water 
2 Ibs. sugar 
VY, cup brandy \ 
4 tablespoons Madeira 
or Sherry 
1 tablespoon honey 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 


Boil water and sugar to make a 
syrup. Cool. Add other ingredi- 
ents. Shake madly. Pour into bot- 
tles until needed. Then chill well. 
Serve in Old Fashioned glasses gar- 
nished with maraschino cherries. 

From these Scandinavian spe- 
cialties, choose your favorite. 
Chances are you'll like them all. 
Skoal!

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


(Ce wine be drunk with “hot” foods such as curry and chili? 
Broadly speaking, no, although there is one exception—Alsatian 
wines. These dry white wines, full-bodied, fresh and smooth, 
clean and fruity, go exceptionally well, the Alsace Wine Infor- 
mation Bureau tells us, “with fish, shellfish, and poultry, and 
are among the very few wines that go beautifully with ‘hot’ 
foods.”” Named after the variety of grape from which they are 
made (Sylvaner, Riesling, Gewiirztraminer), unique among 
French wines, they are never blends and, contrary to most other 
fine wines, are ready to drink from the time of bottling, al- 
though they will keep longer than other white wines of the 
same type. Easily identified by the green, long-necked ‘ “flute” 
bottle of the Moselle wine, which since 1955 has been legally 
designated as the Alsatian wine bottle. 


Wie is Liptauer cheese? Classically, a soft, rather oily Hun- 
garian cheese to which any number of condiments are added. 
A very good adaptation, made with cream cheese, butter, sour 
cream, chopped chives, chopped onions, and paprika, is served 
at one of New York’s newest restaurants, the Brochetteria, 222 
East 86th Street, where all the entrées are cooked on skewers. 


W,, bother pitting prunes when you can buy them without 
pits? The California Prune Advisory Board tells us that prunes 
with pits, like meat with bones, have more flavor. They recom- 
mend them for fruit dishes. In cooking, however, tender, sweet, 
pitted prunes simplify life greatly. 


Way does my gravy sometimes curdle? Probably because you 
have too much fat in the roasting pan. To make good, smooth 
gravy, pour off all but about a tablespoon of the pan drippings. 
Off the heat, stir in a tablespoon of flour, stirring until perfectly 
smooth. Put back over moderate heat and cook, stirring con- 
stantly, for two to three minutes to cook and brown the flour. 
Then add whatever liquids (about two cups) and seasonings 
you are using. Place over high heat and stir until gravy has 
thickened sufficiently. Strain through a fine sieve. For a thicker 
gravy. use more flour and fat at the beginning.

In Almaden’s News 
from the Vineyards, Mr. Frank Schoonmaker, the wine authority, 
says this: “You should choose a corkscrew that is at least 214” 
long but, better, 244” so that the worm will transpierce the en- 
tire length of the cork (corks vary from 134” to 2144” long). The 
worm, or screw, should be a perfectly regular wire helix (spiral) 
with a uniform hollow core about 144” across, extending from 
the shank all the way down to the point. You should, in other 
words, be able to insert an ordinary paper match into this core 
without difficulty, and the point of the worm, it is most im- 
portant to note, should not be centered but follow exactly the 
same spiral path as the rest of the worm. Two other dimensions, 
both of which can easily be checked with a pocket ruler, are 
also major contributing factors to a corkscrew’s effectiveness. 


Too narrow or slender a worm has an insufficient grip and a 
tendency to pull through, or rip out the center of the cork with- 
out pulling it; too wide or too broad a worm is likely to break 
an old cork, rather than bringing it out intact, as a good cork- 
screw should. The simplest of all is the waiters’ pocket cork- 
screw, but it is dificult for the novice to use. The one most liked 
by most women is probably the type that lifts its ‘wings’ as it 
penetrates the bottle. The cork is extracted by closing the 
wings.” Of the new cork extractors, greatly improved over the 
original models, Mr. Schoonmaker says, “Nothing nearly as sat- 
isfactory exists for tired old corks in distinguished old bottles.”

| hasn’t been until the past 18 months that the concept has moved seri- 


ously from drawing board to production. Big reason for the long stale- 


/mate was the fact that houses ordinarily could be built for less money 


at the site, using local materials and local labor. 

Today, however, field labor costs have climbed to dizzying heights. 
(nd simultaneously, new, more sophisticated plant machinery is 
bringing automated house production clearly into the picture. Woven 
together, these events have ignited what may turn out to be a revolu- 
tion in house construction. Houses are beginning to arrive at sites com- 
pletely built (the weekend hideaway delivered by helicopter, page 
50), or in two pre-built sections (above). Not many houses. The 


| sectional house, as the one above is called, won’t overturn conventional 


construction for years to come. But a genuine start has been made, 
and from those companies pioneering: in sectionals, you can conceiy- 
ably order a house on a Monday, and move in the following Monday. 

In all cases—so far—you must allow the normal amount of time 
for building the foundation, and bringing in utility lines. No one as 
yet has discovered a way to make instant basements or footings. To 
date, the movement has been confined to weekend or vacation homes 
and low-cost permanent houses. It won’t stop there. At least one major 
house manufacturer is experimenting now with production of a 2,500- 
square-foot atrium house in three sections. 

Here, briefly, is what some of the leaders are doing: 

e Alcan, an industrial giant in Canada, is now producing year- 
round homes (above) in the $12.000 to $15,000 range. excluding 
land, as are Capital Industries and National Homes in the U.S.

Residential architecture. as expressed in the model homes 
of merchant builders, probably has been on a high level in 
California more consistently than in any other area. This 
trim model in San Francisco by Galli Homes is a good ex- 
ample and, in fact, has already won two awards for its 
design. The architects are Hayes and Smith, AIA, also of 
San Francisco. 

Planned originally for a series of steep hillside lots, the 
house is easily adapted to level land or to variations in 
the contour of a hill. The enclosed garden you see above 
is ideal when the street level is higher than the house 
foundation. If the reverse is true, a waist-high-fenced deck 
can be substituted easily with no loss in the total appearance 
of the house.

time for the furnace installer to 
readjust the controls so that the 
blower operates only when there 
is substantial heat in the furnace. 
But in the process, he thoroughly 
spoils the potential indoor com- 
fort possible with C.A.C. 

Because air discharging from 
the supply openings will usually 
be at room temperature, the open- 
ings (registers) should be located 
so that the air stream will not 
strike a room occupant directly. 
This, of course, means care in 
the location of these registers and 
in the selection of the type of 
register used. 

Best location for the warm-air 
register is in the floor around the 
perimeter of the house, under the 
largest window areas. Preferably, 
these floor openings should be 
seven to nine inches in from the 
outside wall, so that window 
drapes can be closed without in- 
terfering with the air flow. 

By using a diffusing type of 
floor register, a fan-shape spread 
of upward-moving air furnishes a 
curtain of comfort over the out- 
side wall or window surface. This 
discharging air stream also in- 
ducts some recirculation within 
the inner portions of the room, 
which keeps floors beautifully 
warm, ceilings cool, and an even 
temperature from floor to ceil- 
ing. But

most experienced and most dedi- 
cated warm-air-heating installers 
select a supply register of a dif- 
fusing type that will regulate the 
velocity of the discharging air so 
that it will not cause drafts. 


I. A correctly adjusted warm- 
air system, the blower will run 
more slowly and quietly than usu- 
al in systems set for the common 
intermittent type of operation. 
Your furnace will be quieter and 
your house infinitely more com- 
fortable. 

It is comparatively simple for 
a contractor to adjust an existing 
warm-air system so the blower can 
run constantly. He might even 
advise the addition of some acous- 
tical insulation inside the return- 
air system to make the air flow 
still quieter. These changes are 
simple and quite inexpensive. 
But they do require the services 
of an experienced contractor.

NEW YORK TENEMENT 


“Instant” building—adaptable soon to your home. 


In the space of two days, could a contractor completely remodel your 
house: kitchen, bath, wiring, plumbing, walls, ceilings, and floors? 
Technically, yes. This rather stunning feat has already been achieved 
| in a six-story New York City tenement. It happened last April, on East 
5th Street—the area known as the Lower East Side. A 72-year-old de- 
caying building was transformed into a modern apartment structure 
during a period lasting 47 hours, 52 minutes, and 24 seconds. Con-

previously cut openings to the apartment for which it was assembled. 

Is the price less when a bath or kitchen is assembled in the factory ? 
“Yes,” says Joseph N. Newman, vice president, Tishman Research 
Corp., New York, consultants on the New 
| York project. He says that there is greater 
control over production in the factory and 
access to assembly-line methods—hboth lead- 
ing to savings over on-site construction. He 
| considers a very real possibility the fact 
that by 1970 you may be able to order com- 
plete kitchens and baths from a catalog, 


and, when the units are delivered, have them 
installed in a day. 

| Less dramatic, but just as_ meaningful 
were these innovations: 

® New windows to replace old ones in less 
time than it takes to fit a new pane of 
elass into a conventional window. Aluminum 
frames on these units are instantly adaptable 
to the small variations that normally occur 
from one same-sized window to the next. 
The window was designed specifically for 
this project, but the idea is valid for resi- 
dential construction. 

@ Gypsum-board walls with decorative, vinyl- 
coated surfacing applied in the factory. The 
advantage: Once the panels are installed, 
| the wall is finished and decorated. You can 
| buy these panels now. Nearly every major 
eypsum-board manufacturer produces them. 
@ To make a new ceiling: a grid of hang- 
|ing, metal “L’s” that carry cut-to-fit, pre- 
painted gypsum-board panels. This system is 
javailable for your home, but with acousti- 


cal panels (House BreautiruL, March, 1967).

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our Husband on Your Home? 


If a hostess wants to prevent bloodshed at her dinner parties, 
she bans talk of religion and politics. By the same token, 
husbands and wives, especially if they are over 35 and have 
school-age children, had better be careful to avoid another 
controversial subject—the home. 

That men and women think differently about almost every- 
thing is not news. But it would seem that if they could agree 
on anything, it might be the place in which they live. Not so. 
And for reasons deeply embedded in the male and female 
psyches. This is the major conclusion of a fascinating new 
study conducted by Raymond Loewy/William Snaith, Inc., 
a New York design, research, and planning organization. 
Twenty-eight manufacturers of products and materials for 
the home supported the study, which sampled a representa- 
tive portion of the 52.8 million households in the United 
States. The objective: to find out why and how people choose 
the kinds of homes in which they live. 


Whai the study showed 

The male/female drives reveal themselves in the words 
each uses to describe what a home is or should be. Yet 
even when the words and phrases are the same they do not 
necessarily have identical meanings for man and woman. 

Dig into a man’s deep consciousness, and he comes up 
with the magic word “privacy.” Yet, from the age of four, 
when a little girl starts to play with dolls, until her own 
children have left home, all her motives, all her best opinions 
of herself, all the conditions of life for which she fights 
most passionately are labeled “children.” 

This is the basic divergence of the sexes revealed by the 
study. The lists in the paragraph below show where and to 
what degree this and other differences asserted themselves. 
It shows the national averages, based on answers given by 
2.514 men and women. (Note: Where two “motivations” 
resulted in a tie, they are shown here as sharing the two 
positions. ) 

Women across the country ranked their motivating factors 
in the choice of a home as follows: 1. Children. 2-3. Privacy 
and Convenience (tied). 4. Individuality and Independence. 
5. Use of Time. 6-7. Investment and Possessions (tied). 8. 
Outdoors. 9. Socializing. Men put the list in this order: 1. 
Privacy. 2. Convenience. 3. Children. 4-5. Investment and 
Individuality-Independence (tied). 6. Use of Time. 7. Pos- 
sessions. 8. Outdoors. 9. Socializing. 

The national average of men-women differences ended up 
being 8. But an average is only that—an average—and 


while it can be used as a norm against which to measure 


your own difference, there were many other factors affecting 
this figure. Age, for example. 

The younger the couple, the more likely they are to agree 
completely on the selection of a home. But as they grow 
older and their children begin to grow up, interesting things 
start to happen. 

As revealed by the study, there are three critical stages 
of a couple’s life in relation to the home. They are related 
to what is called “the family cycle.” At these three stages 


the motivational pattern quite obviously shuffles itself around. 


When the couple selects the first home 


The first stage is the time when the couple selects its first 
home, when the expectation or arrival of children becomes 
real. Up to this time, marriage has been a joyride of getting 
acquainted, of discovering everything about one another, 
of living who-cares-where, as long as the rent is paid or 
the down payments can be made easily. (The bride and 
groom here show about similar motivational patterns. Every- 
thing that is going to be different in the woman’s pattern 
after there is a child is sublimated at first to the idea of 
pleasing only her husband.) 

After the first home, the next stage is the one in which 
the majority of families in this country now find themselves. 
Twenty-six million established households begin to reckon 
with the problems of housing growing children, their friends, 
their pack-rat activities, and the mountains of equipment 
they accumulate. 

Finally, there is the stage at which the couple faces retire- 
ment, from parenthood or employment or both. (In effect, 
the woman is unemployed when the children leave home. A 
man’s work may continue longer.) 

The report on the survey summarizes the essential charac- 
teristics of each stage. Of the first stage. it says: 

“The expectation or arrival of children is the real break- 
ing point between youth and adult responsibility. An increase 
in the number of people living in limited space produces 
unique pressures to move. It is here that the couple first has 
a pronounced shift in attitudes. But the husband and wife 
both shift in the same direction. Where formerly the main 
concern, being male-oriented, centered around privacy, inde- 
pendence, and socializing, these are now overridden by the 
concern for children. It is said at this point that the male 
first begins to experience the loss of importance insofar as 
his wife is concerned. The central position now tends to be 
held by the child. Convenience continues to play a strong 


role for the woman; privacy is (Continued on page 106)

Next step: Pour the contents of a can 
(1534-ounce size) of French vanilla 
cream into 4 ramekins or custard cups. 
Refrigerate. 

Make the cream sauce: Melt 2 table- 
spoons of butter in a saucepan. Add 1 
cup frozen, chopped onions and 14 cup 
water. Bring to a boil, then simmer until 
all the water has evaporated and the 
onions are limp and transparent. Add 3 


tablespoons white vinegar, 1 cup of 


heavy cream, salt, and freshly ground 
pepper to taste. Bring to a boil, then 
boil 2 to 3 minutes. Seal with Saran 
and set aside until dinnertime. 

Just before sautéing the steaks, open 
a can of petits pois. Pour into a sauce- 
pan and bring to a boil. Do not cook 
further. Drain into a heated vegetable 
dish, season with butter, salt, and freshly 
ground pepper. Keep warm. 

To sauté the veal: Heat 2 tablespoons 
of butter and 2 of vegetable oil in a 
large, heavy skillet. Take a pound pack- 
age of breaded veal steaks straight from 
your freezer. When the fat is hot, sauté 
the slices quickly until golden on both 
sides—2 to 3 minutes. Place immedi- 
ately on a heated platter. Bring the 
Cream Sauce to a boil, then strain over 
the veal. Garnish with parsley. 

To make the salad: Spoon about 4 
tablespoons commercial French dressing 
into the salad bowl. Add the washed, 
dry greens, and toss until lightly coated. 

Finally, sprinkle | tablespoon of sifted 
brown sugar over the surface of each 
of the ramekins, place on a cookie sheet, 
then in a preheated broiler two inches 
from the tip of flame, until the sugar 
melts and forms a hard crust. Do not 
even close the oven door, because the 
sugar caramelizes almost instantly. Take 
from the oven at once. Do not refrig- 
erate. Before going to the table, start 
the percolator, and dinner is ready.

Youth and Age 
in the 
Wine World 


When are wines ready to drink, and 
which ones are ready now? 


By WILLIAM CLIFFORD 


Like other living things, wines grow up, reach a plateau of 
maturity, grow old, and eventually die. It’s a mistake to 
think that wines improve indefinitely with age. This may 
be true of a few oddities, such as Madeira, but you will en- 
jOy most wines far more in their prime—when they are 
fully mature but haven’t yet begun to show their age—

trol or eliminate bacteria, to reduce or increase the amount 
of tannin or natural sugar. Of course, there is danger in too 
much control, since bacteria help wine develop, and tannin 
helps give wine its ultimate complexity. 

Exactly what happens when wine ages is still something 
of a mystery. What we can frequently see happening is that 
white wines darken and develop a flavor, from an increase 
in aldehyde, resembling Sherry or Madeira. They are said 
to become madeirized. Red wines lose color instead of gain- 
ing it, eventually becoming amber. They also tend some- 
what toward Sherry, when they don’t become vinegar. By 
the time a wine dies, it’s often impossible to tell whether it 
was originally white or red. Eventually you can’t even be 
sure it was wine. 

Wines kept too long in barrels also change color and de- 
velop more acetic acid, the acid of vinegar, than is palat- 
able. This happens faster at higher temperatures, but the 
factor of greatest importance seems to be the amount of 
air that reaches the wine. Even when barrels are kept care- 
fully topped up (to make up for evaporation), some air 
goes through the wood and affects the wine. It has to, or 
the wines would never grow up to begin with. After the 
wine is bottled, there’s the oxygen that is actually mixed in 
the liquid, the air in the neck of the bottle, and whatever 
may seep through or around the cork (we’re still not ab- 
solutely sure any does), which added together seems to be 
just enough for the wine to live on. Wine must breathe to 
live, but it can be quickly destroyed by too much of the 
bacteria that float free in the air. This is why your newly 
opened bottles may go off in a day, or even in a few hours. 

Most of the world’s wines are drunk up the year they are 
made. And that’s as it should be. Designed to slake the 
everyday thirst. these wines are brought to maturity (al- 
ways a relative concept) very soon after fermentation. They 
are the locally produced and locally consumed vins ordin- 
aires. Not worth careful aging in either barrels or bottles, 
they aren’t given names more distinctive than red, white, 
or rosé. Even in wine-conscious France, five-sixths of the 
wine produced is of this sort. 

But it’s the remaining one-sixth that interests us, whether 
we are just occasional wine drinkers or wine hobbyists and 
connoisseurs. In our country this interest applies equally 
to imported wines and to American ones. Since most of us 
do not have elaborate cellars, the problem is how to buy 
wines in their prime for drinking soon after purchase. For- 
tunately the majority of wines are shipped ready to drink. 
It’s only because some are not ready—especially the im- 
portant ones—and because these benefit greatly from addi- 
tional aging, that difficulty arises. Let’s sort them out and 
see which of the available wines are now at their best. 

To begin with, all apéritif wines and fortified dessert 
wines are fully ready to drink when bottled, except for 
vintage Port. which is an expensive rarity. Sherry does 
not improve in the bottle; in fact, it may slightly deterio- 
rate. Champagne and other sparkling wines are also at their 


peak when marketed. They've (Continued on page 104)

given up quite grudgingly by the 
male. He now focuses on avoiding 
intrusions from outside the fam- 
ily. Individuality “and indepen- 
dence are sacrificed by both par- 
ents, at first, willingly.” 

What happens to the husband 
at this stage in his life is signifi- 
cant. Understanding what hap- 
pened to him when the child (or 
children) arrived could help him 
now to assess his resistance to the 
idea of moving to a new home. 
And if his family is like most 
others, he is now living in a dwell- 
ing that is not only inadequate to 
his needs but which costs dess than 
he can really afford—if he wants 
to afford it. The wife slips easily 
into the normal set of her moti- 
vations. There is a child. That is 
what marriage and a home are all 
about. But the husband has his 
motivations transformed through 
sheer force of circumstances. He 
didn’t really figure it this way. He’s 
proud of the child; he’s happy. But 
how did this all happen to him? 

He “grows up in a hurry” in 
the sense that he now accepts the 
tact that he personally will never 
again quite be the center of the 
household. This business cf the 
man’s demotion in the family 
ranking is a sensitive point with 
men and women. Books have been 
written, strategies planned to 
keep the facts of life from bear- 
ing too heavily on the male ego. 
The good wife is trained to hide 
from him the fact that he is sec- 
ond in line for her consideration 
from this point on. If she’s a good 
enough wife, he’ll never know. 


ly THE second stage of family 
life, the couple’s attitudes shift 
again: 

“The first stage of family de- 
velopment shades into the second, 
wherein the concern for children 
who are growing up changes from 
being narrowly focused upon 
those things the parent can more 
or less effectively control, to a 
concern for what happens to the 
children when they grow old 
enough to go out into the world. 
These are concerns for the chil- 
dren’s health, safety, and welfare 
with a parent’s marked desire for 
them to grow up in a wholesome 
environment. In other words, the 
focus now turns outward upon the 
community rather than being con- 
centrated in the home. 

Motivations for convenience 
continue to increase: The 
ties which 


facili- 


were adequate for a 


couple and a baby become less 


and less adequate for an increas- 
ing family. Individuality and in- 
dependence are still factors, but 
the parents find less opportunity 
for personal expression. 

“Privacy becomes more desir- 
able to the man, but now with re- 
spect to intrusions by the family. 
This is the point at which diver- 
gences of opinion begin to_be- 
come most apparent. These diver- 
gences (male/female) increase 
throughout this and the next cy- 
cle of family life. Previously sup- 
pressed male attitudes begin to 
resurface. The increasing male/ 
female divergence limits the ex- 
tent to which the male is willing 
to direct a substantially greater 
portion of his increasing income 
toward the better housing his wife 
now wants.” 


WW eeaeeen words a husband and 
wife use in conversations about 
the home—and at this stage of 
life they certainly agree on the 
importance of the home as a 
place for children—the words 
have different connotations. 

The Loewy-Snaith report is not 
intended as a document for di- 
vorce. But it does suggest that if 
a husband refuses to discuss moy- 
ing to a better home or uses spe- 
cious arguments to avoid doing 
so, he and his wife had better get 
together on what about the chil- 
dren does concern them mutually. 
The big question is: Will moving 
to a new home do for children 
what we want it todo? (She thinks 
of a better home as getting them 
ready for lives they will lead in 
the future; he thinks—you had 
better know—about more room so 
he can have peace and quiet.) 

His concern for the children is 
every bit as real as hers. His re- 
sistance to change has nothing to 
do with not loving the children 
as much as she. But do they al- 
ways have to be all over the 
house? A man has some rights in 
his own house—or does he? 

It became evident, early in the 
research, that the truth about the 
stated concern for children may 
be qualified truth on one or the 
other side of the dinner table. 
One spouse may use the argu- 
ment—*“good for the children”— 
as a basis for action, i.e. moving, 
or improving the home. The other 
“children” as the basis 
for a superb rationalization for 
what he or she wants personally.

group. Upon actual retire- 
ment, the interests, attitudes, and 
motivations undergo a dramatic 
shift. At the stage in their lives 
when couples should be making 
plans for retirement, they are ad- 
verse to the idea. There is a pe- 
riod of approximately five years 
after the children have left home 
when, through travel and other 
activities, they reject notions of 
old age and settling down. These 
people are still at the height of 
their incomes; generally they are 
not thinking of spending it on re- 
tirement housing.” 


Now the home becomes impor- 
tant to a couple as it is conve- 
nient, affords privacy—and, there- 
fore, dignity—provides ways to 
use time (now freed for tasks 
other than child-rearing), and be- 
comes a place for possessions 
(the only time they rank so high). 
Lacking children, possessions be- 
come substitute symbols for the ac- 
tive, productive life in marriage. 

Retired couples are unanimous 
in one thing above all others: 
They don’t want to be moved out 
of any place, however inconve- 
nient, where they lived the last 
years of their active lives. With- 
out the children as motivating 
forces, the woman at last wants to 
linger where she is. Her primary 
incentive to move along has dis- 
appeared with her children, and 
her restless foot stops itching. 

A vacation house is not an ideal 
solution for retirement, for the 
last thing this couple wants is a 
big dose of outdoors, isolation 
from an active community, and 
the lack of conveniences a big 
city offers. The vacation house 
turns out to be for the young, the 
young with young children, and, 
most of all, for the man. To a 
woman, the little play house is 
just another household to run, 
one with fewer mechanical aids 
and convenient services nearby. 

Out of all that was learned from 
the Loewy/Snaith study about at- 
titudes toward the home, it is 
perhaps best to remember that 
children and their needs, and our 
aspirations for them, are first in 
our hearts. And this being so, it 
is a bit unfair to use them as 
rationalizations for what a spouse 
wants selfishly. What is good for 
the children may not always be 
good for a happy home. Your hus- 
band asks little of a home—except 
loving attention from the girl he 
married, and, to be sure, a tiny 
place he can call his own. &

Over the ages the human race, with its built-it 
reluctance to admit to out-and-out ignorance, has 
surrounded the baffling fact of sleep with arcana 
mystique. We have spun our fairy tales around it) 
chosen to consider it the ghostly creator of signi 
and portents ; made it the essence of romance an¢ 


legend. Snow White sleeps in her crystal casket

ers all, and the woods of song and story aré 
thronged with countless more 

On the nonromantic. hardheaded side, we have 
thought of sleep as a kind of oblivion, punctuated 
by a few rare dreams, a time when mind and body 
were inactive. Now, as a result of the scientific ex 
ploration of sleep that is currently going on, wé 
know that this is as far from the truth as the an 
cients’ belief that sleep was a flight of the soul frow 
the slumbering body. 

This is not to say that the mystery of our strangé 
nighttime journey has been penetrated once anc 
for all, but after twelve years’ study of more thar 
5,000 volunteer sleepers in this country’s two dozer 


“sleep laboratories,” scientists have begun to piecé 





together a new picture of the normal night of sleep. 
They base their opinions on hundreds of miles of 
continuous recordings of brain waves, pulse. eye 
movements and other physical factors related to 
sleep, and what they have come up with is as 
fascinating as any saga of geographical discovery. 

It would seem that sleep is not that one continu- 
ous blanket of darkness most of us imagine it, but 
a series of risings and fallings through repeated 
stages of consciousness, as though we sank and 
rose on the waves of a recurring tide. The cycle 
starts as we “fall off.” sometimes seeing images be- 
fore our eyes. This is a light sleep from which even 
a slight noise may rouse us. After a few minutes 
we plunge deeper and deeper into an oblivion—the 
bottom of the sea from which only a loud noise can 
awaken us, and if it does. we remember nothing of 
our slumber. Since this deep slumber occurs mostly 
in the first half of the night. Grandma might well 
have been right when she insisted that the best 
sleep comes before midnight. [t is also out of this 
stage of sleep that the somnambulist may rise. mov- 
ing in a waking trance of which he will remember 
nothing. After about 25 minutes in these lower re- 
gions, we rise again through lighter stages of sleep. 
but when we hit the top. a sudden change occurs. 
Pulse and breathing become irregular and our eyes 
make darting movements, as though we were watch- 
ing a movie under closed lids. Awakened, chances 
are 99 to one we'd been dreaming. 

Rapid-eye-movement sleep—REM sleep. as it is 
abbreviated—is a time of vivid dreaming. It occurs 
about 70 minutes after we fall asleep and then, as 
we descend and rise again through the cycle of sleep 
stages, about every 90 minutes. 

Dreams, those strange. intriguing by-products of 
sleep. are also up for scientific review. Throughout 
history they have been held as portents of the fu- 
ture. to be interpreted by holy men and oracles. 
The Egyptians put utmost trust in dream interpreta- 
lion. and Joseph’s readi-g of the pharaoh’s dream 
may well have saved Egypt. He saw that vision of 
fat and lean cattle as a warning to hoard the good 
harvests against a coming famine. A 4.000-year-old 
papyrus in the British Museum details the ancient 
formulas for understanding dreams: A dream of 
sawing wood predicted the death of enemies: a 
dream of a gliding moon meant grace with one’s 
god; a dream of distant crowds portended death. 
Interestingly enough. from these ancient Egyptian 
documents come the dream books sold today. 

Many primitive people felt that the dream was 


the soul’s night-wandering away from the body. 


Among the Fiji Islanders, to waken a sleeping per- 
son could be a serious offence, lest his soul not have 
time to return to his body. Among the Iroquois In- 
dians each dream was a command. to be carried out 
upon awakening. In the Dark Ages it was thought 
that witches and devils invaded a person through 
his dreams, so it was just as well not to recount 
one’s dreams at breakfast. If they sounded witchlike 
enough, it might be off to the stake for the dreamer. 

Most of the world’s major religions have had 
dream associations. Mohammed claimed that the 
first part of the Koran, the sacred book of Moham- 
medanism, had been revealed to him in a dream. 
St. Thomas Aquinas believed that God instructed 
men while they slept, a concept also found in Juda- 
ism and expressed in the book of Job. “How is it 
possible.” the British philosopher, Bertrand Russell, 
once asked, “to tell the difference between the 
statement. “An angel visited me last night, and 1 
dreamed I saw an angel last night.’ ” 

According to Mrs. Luce and her coauthor. Dr. 
Julian Segal. laboratory studies have dispelled 
many of the old myths about dreaming. It seems 
that everybody dreams, and dreams in color; in 
fact. ordinarily we spend two hours a night in vivid 
REM dreaming. Dreaming seems not to occur as 
frequently when people have been drinking or tak- 
ing sleeping pills. 

Dreaming seems to be necessary. It has been ob- 
served that persons stopped from dreaming— 
awakened in the REM cycle—make up for the loss 
when undisturbed. Some scientists feel that a person 
stopped from dreaming for a long time may even- 
tually become like an alcoholic, subject to daytime 
hallucinations. 

Why we dream has not yet been pinpointed. so 
nebulous is a dream itself and so many slips be- 
tween the experience and the narration of it. Some 
observers think that dreaming is the homework of 
the brain, a time of quiet in which we sort out the 
myriad sighis, sounds, and experiences which have 
bombarded us through the day. Possibly it is the 
way in which we incorporate our memories of the 
day just past into the context of our entire lives— 
in other words, a necessary exercise in memory. 
Whatever dreaming is. scientists are pretty certain 
that modern man can regard any dream of his as a 
rich and often symbolic memo to himself. This rath- 
er dispels the historic myths of dreaming. 

Another myth that current research seems to have 
dispelled is the sacrosanct notion that everyone 
needs eight hours of sleep. We cling to the eight- 


hour idea because we were (Continued on page 166)

MAN 
AND HIS TUBS 


By DON MUNSON 


An Amusing Account of the Foibles. Fables. 
and Follies of Bathing. Public and Private. 


since Earliest Times 


The bath means different things to different bathers. To one 
it may seem like the inner keep of the castle. the only place 
in these days of beleaguerment where privacy can be en- 
joyed. 

“.... for a man’s house is his castle.” proclaimed Sir 
Edward Coke in the time of Elizabeth |. and lest his English 
may have failed to reach you, he added: “et domus sua 
cuique tutissimum refugium.” 

Castles were falling down all around during the following 
300 years, and Americans were not immune to the historical 
process. 

Indeed, many an American returned to his castle at even- 
fall to find his den or study or library. whatever the sanctum 
sanctorum, swarming with his own offspring and other 
equally disorderly elements. Seeing that his house no longer 
bore any resemblance to a castle but was more like a bastion 
besieged by the troops of the oncoming generation. the mas- 
ler, retreating from one room to another. inevitably found 
himself in the bathroom. and saw it as a place where he 
could make a last desperate stand. 

Of course this seems negative. and one takes a more pos- 
itive and much more pleasant attitude in viewing the tub as 
a place for communing with oneself. a place for remem- 
bering. for deciding to forget. and best of all for dreaming. 
In this last connection it is not an unlikely possibility thet 
more intellectual and esthetic cogitation has occurred in the 
bathtub than in all the rest of man’s living space. 

Sir Edward failed to say it. very likely considering that 
men and women were Man. and it scarcely needs now to be 
said that a woman’s house is fer castle. and the bath her last 
refuge when the firing from all sides becomes intolerable. 

Regarding those bathers who see the process as simply a 


matter of restoring and maintaining cleanliness. what can 





he said except that theirs is a prosaic attitude? Consider how 


protean is the bath, showing many faces. not the least charm- 
ing those with lowered lids in candlelight. If the bath of the 
finger bowl was very small, so was it charming as pleasantly 
shared with a vis-a-vis during the 14th and 15th Centuries. 
Dinner partners shared the finger bowl, and—do we dare 
tell it?—there were little passages of manus manum lavat. 
Scandalous as it is to report, the fingers often met. 

I’'verywhere over the ages, baths have enjoyed a compli- 
cated and charming association with medicine. magic. reli- 
gion. and above all with what must be called high society. 
Baths, bads, spas, all have been associated immemorially 
with social activities from the palace at Knossos to White 
Sulphur Springs in West Virginia. So too have other baths 
been associated with the lower levels of society. 

As to medicine. the reports of bathing’s efficacy are 
many and varied. not the least diverting concerning an icy 
immersion of the butler of William Penn of Pennsylvania. 
This marvelously impulsive butler. whose name history has 
most negligently mislaid. suffered the misfortunes of being 
deaf and having been “long vexed with wandering pains and 
aguish accessions.” 

Penn’s butler reached at last the end of his patience 
with the usual medicines. and on the spur of this change 
of attitude. ran from his house on a cold winter’s night. 
bereft of clothing: he ran around the house several times. 
around the garden several times. plunged into the frigid 
pool. ran a bit more, took a shot of spirits, and went back 
to bed. 

Needless to say. after this sortie William Penn awakened 
the next morning to find he had a butler whose hearing was 
fully restored and who never again suffered even a twinge 


of “aguish accessions.” (Continued on page 162)

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What is ceramic tile? 


Among other things, one of the oldest 
building materials known to man. Squares 
of sunbaked clay have been discovered 
among the artifacts of Paleolithic man, 
who trod this earth some 25,000 years 
ago. Glazed ceramic tiles, in many ways 
similar to present-day tile, were found in 
the pyramid of Sakkara, a structure that 
was erected in Egypt about 4700 B.c. 

Today, tile is still made with nature’s 
most basic material, clay. But makers 
have advanced several light-years in the 
art of producing tile. For example, the 
ancients fired their tile in open pits, a 
crude method at best. Now, sophisticated 
industrial ovens harden the raw, shaped 
tile at temperatures hovering around 
2000° I, And the operation is essentially 
automatic. What is produced today is 
uniform, colorfast, and wears far bet- 
ter than its historical counterpart. 

When you buy tile. you will select on 
the basis of color, cost. and, perhaps, 
texture (a growing new dimension in tile). 
The end result is what’s important to you, 
and that’s as it should be. Still, it will 
help you to know the three basic kinds 
of tile and how they perform: Glazed ce- 


ramic tile, ceramic mosaics, quarry tile. 


Glazed ceramic tile ordinarily has a 
glossy surface; ordinarily is 414,” square, 
5/16” thick, and ordinarily is applied to 
walls. However, this tile is also fired with 
a so{t-looking matte finish, or a subtly 
textured. harder-wearing surface some- 
times called crystalline. Although the 414,” 
square is the most popular size, glazed 
tile is available in shapes ranging from 
13<” square to 44/4,” by 814”. And while 
it’s true that most of this type is installed 
on walls. glazed tile is perfectly suited 
for kitchen and bathroom counters. and 
crystalline-glazed tile can go down over 
light-traffic floors.

WHAT YOU SHOULD 


Colors and patterns. whether machine- 
applied or hand-painted, coat only the 
surface of glazed tile—a characteristic 
that significantly distinguishes it from the 
other two kinds. 


Unglazed ceramic mosaics are produced 
by mixing color throughout the clay be- 
fore firing. As a result, any wearing of the 
surface—a slow process—leaves the color 
unchanged. 

Although ceramic mosaics are more 
olten considered a floor material, de- 
signers now use them on walls, counters, 
fireplace facings, and swimming pools. 
Note, for example, the Otto Preminger 
bath on the preceding page. 

Some of the most striking murals on 
the floors and walls of public buildings 
are executed in ceramic mosaics. Because 
the standard size of the tile is 1” square, 
endless design combinations are possible. 
For a custom-designed installation, tile 
men would produce the pattern, piece by 
piece. But every company carries a selec- 
tion of standard mosaic patterns, and it 
is from these that you would normally 
choose ceramic mosaics for your home. 
Moreover, they are installed. not one by 
one, but in sheets of at least 144 tiles (12” 
square) on a special, flexible backing. 
Mosaics are 14” thick. 

A number of companies are also pro- 
ducing glazed ceramic mosaics, manu- 
factured in the same way as_ glazed 
ceramic tile, but in 1” squares. Available 
in high-gloss, matte, and crystalline fin- 
ishes, these tiles are applied most often 
to walls. The crystalline units are also 


suitable for counters and light-duty floors. 


Quarry tile is made in shades of red, 
rose. buff, and slate blue—all earth tones 
——because the tile is formed and fired just 
as it comes from the earth. What colors 
there are—and the list is surprisingly 


long—derive from the natural clay shades. 





Shaped ordinarily in squares and rec- 
tangles, quarry tile today is turned out 
in diamonds. hexagons. fleurs-de-lis, and 
quite a few other interesting shapes. Of 
the three tile groupings. quarry tile is the 
most rugged—usually 14” thick—right 


for the heaviest duty around the house. 








KNOW ABOUT CERAMIC TILE 


What tile is best where? 


Would you like to have tile on the ceil- 
ing? It can be done. On more occasions 
than you might imagine, glazed ceramic 
tile or ceramic mosaics have gone up 
over bath or laundry-room ceilings. There 
are even examples of quarry tile em- 
bedded in ceilings. The point to be made 
is that one or more kinds of ceramic tile 
can be installed anywhere, inside or out- 
side your home. Of course, some types 
are better suited to certain areas than 
others. 

Here is a short guide: 


Walls—ceramic tile, with either a high- 
gloss or matte-finish glaze, is normally 
chosen for walls inside a house. Unglazed 
or glazed ceramic mosaics can be used, 
and make an interesting pattern on walls. 
And, if you wish, specify quarry tile for 
walls. There are no technical reasons you 
can’t. 

For exterior walls, or, say, the vertical 
surface of a terrace divider. specify glazed 
or unglazed ceramic mosaics. quarry tile, 
or, with the reservations manufacturers 
give it (normally a time-limited guaran- 
tee). a frost-resistant, glazed ceramic tile. 
In a region where ‘the chance of a yearly 
frost is practically nonexistent. you may 
select standard glazed ceramic tile for ex- 


terior walls. 


Floors—unglazed ceramic mosaics and 
quarry tile are used on floors. inside and 
out, more often than other types. for two 
reasons: They wear better and are more 
slip-resistant underfoot. Yet. where a 
brighter, more sparkling floor is needed 
in your decor—on floors that do not get 
more than average traffic—select from 
crystalline-glazed ceramic tile. or matte 
or crystalline-glazed ceramic mosaics. No 
glazed tile of standard dimension is rec- 


ommended for exterior floors. 


Counters—all types of tiles are suitable. 
Use what most appeals to you. 


Swimming pools—unglazed ceramic 
mosaics are the most practical for interior 
or exterior pools. The rules for exterior 


floors apply to aprons around the pool 


or terraces that are adjacent to pools. 

Unusual installations—surfacing for a 
bathtub or wash basin is done most easily 
in glazed or unglazed ceramic mosaics. 
Technically, any ceramic tile will perform 
well as a fireplace facing. The same is 
true for ceilings, mentioned earlier. Stair 
treads ought to take unglazed ceramic 
mosaics or quarry tile in order to prevent 
slippage. 

Whatever style, color, or pattern you 
finally select, it would be wise to see that 
the tile is quality certified by the Tile 
Council of America, Inc. The symbol of 
certification, a triangular seal, appears on 
the outside of each tile carton. It means 
that the product meets rigid government 
standards for uniform dimensions and 
resistance to warpage and crazing (spidery 
lines that appear on the surface of some 
tile after a number of years). 


How much will tile cost? 


If you were to buy tile over the counter. 
and you can in most metropolitan centers. 
you might pay less than 60 cents a square 
foot for domestic. glazed ceramic tile in 
standard colors: as much as $6 a square 
foot for decorative tile, hand-painted and 
individually fired. 

However. you will probably buy through 
the tile contractor, who can purchase the 
tile for less, and who then charges you 
for the finished installation. This is gen- 
erally more sensible for another reason: 
An attempt to buy and install the tile your- 
self may lead to failure and frustration. 
Even an experienced home craftsman 
rarely tries a tile installation. 

As you might expect. prices for finished 
installation vary from locale to locale. 
In the Atlanta area, ceramic wall tile on 
the bathroom wall might cost as little as 
$1.25 a square foot. In New York City. 
the same job could run over $3 a square 
foot. Labor costs produce the differences. 
Despite some wide variations in cost. the 
great majority of finished costs fall into

Portland cement mortar is the tradi- 
tional material used to install tile on 
floors or walls. Because the wet mortar 
is applied thickly, natural irregularities 
in an existing surface are leveled. This 
mortar is tough, long-lasting, and water- 
proof. 

Dry-set mortar draws its name from the 
fact that tiles are not soaked in water 
before being applied—a step that is neces- 
sary with Portland cement mortar. It’s 
also called “thin-bed” cement, since it is 
spread in a layer that is as little as one- 
eighth the thickness of standard cement 
mortar. Dry-set is ideal for tiling areas 
where water will not splash directly on 
the finished tile. 

Adhesive. and particularly epoxy ad- 
hesives. are the newest materials for in- 
stalling tile. Some contractors still do not 
use adhesives for quarry tile floors, for 
any floors subject to hard use, or for 
shower stall floors. Certainly, for all other 
floors and walls. adhesives are safe, in- 
expensive. and effective. 

All costs quoted so far are for the tile 
installation only. Charges for preparing 


the surface—during a remodeling, for 





example—are additional. and impossible 
to estimate, since every contract for re- 
modeling requires work that is slightly 
different. 
Research by the tile industry has 
brought about a new method of installing 
new tile over old work. Provided the exist- 
ing installation is sound—something only 
the tile contractor can determine—it is 
possible now to adhere new tiles directly 
over the old, thus saving the time and 
labor that was formerly spent removing

English ivy, at once the garden’s plushest carpeting and most 





elegant drapery. is a plant of many faces. It is tradition and. 
The Halls of Ivy, the garland of Napoleon Ivy on English 
Wedgwood pottery, and the wreath that crowns Dionysus in 
Clymii Greek mythology. From a practical viewpoint, English ivy is 
a hardy. handsome, evergreen vine; these very traits that have 


figured it in art and history also spell out a marvelous versatility 
for contemporary gardens. 
Cavendishit : ; 

As a ground cover, English ivy is the answer for what to 
do about steep banks and wooded or rocky places where grass 
would be hard to grow and impossible to mow. It forms a 
Star green mosaic as an edging along paths, walks, and by steps. or 
under trees and shrubs. When planted closely in a narrow 
ribbon and clipped regularly, ivy will grow as an attractive 
low hedge. 

The aerial rootlets that spread ivy along the ground also en- 
able it to climb walls and tree trunks. The leaves and stems 
weave a design tracery that is beautiful in all seasons, but es- 
pecially after rain or snow. As a climber, English ivy is well 
suited to training as a formal or informal espalier, or for work- 
ing into a treillage pattern. 

Indoors or out, English ivy is an ideal plant for container 
gardens. The many variations in leaf size and shape, growth 
habit, and hardiness make it suitable for pots, tubs, boxes, 
planters, and baskets of practically all sizes. As a container 
plant, ivy may be allowed to grow naturally, or it may be 
trained as a bonsai or topiary.

helix. It is a fascinating plant, first because it grows in two 
stages, juvenile and adult, and second because the child has a 
propensity for developing branches entirely different from the 
parent’s—and these, at the slightest whim, may revert back to 
the original type. 

Leaves of the familiar Helix, with five prominent veins radi- 


ating from the base, can be five inches across in one version, 














| 


one inch in another, with several gradations between. The leaf 
lobes also can vary in depth, so shallow that there are actually 
none and the leaf becomes heart-shaped. or so deep that they 
resemble spiky bird tracks. In some ivy leaves there may be 
only three main veins, resulting in three-pronged bird’s-foots of 


every width, or, if they are webbed between, in arrowheads 
and shields. 


Instead of the three or five noticeable veins. many have a 


spread of inconspicuous ones; these never have the round 


lower lobes of typical ivy, but taper smoothly into the petiole 


_and take on shapes of fan and hand, often with the curve be- 


tween pointed lobes forming a deep pleat. Ruffled and curled 
leaf edges add a third dimension to many varieties that are 
cultivated indoors. 

Creeping along the ground or beginning to climb, English 
ivy produces what is called “juvenile” foliage. which never 
flowers. When ivy climbs a wall or a tree, eventually short, 
twiggy branches develop with leaves that are at first unrec- 
ognizable as ivy. This is called “mature” foliage, and in this 
adult stage, small green clusters of petal-less flowers will ap- 
pear at the tips. to be followed by black fruit in autumn. 

It is possible that some forms of Hedera helix have come 
from the seed produced in the black fruit. but it is far more 
likely that all variations in leaf size, shape, and color, and in 


‘ 


growth habit, have resulted from “sporting” of juvenile 
growth. [vy’s compulsion to sport—that is, to produce a shoot 
with leaves markedly different from the mother wood—may 
derive from some herbal sense of humor, to confuse and con- 
found us, as indeed it does, or from the easy life in a green- 


house where most of the sporting occurs. Nurserymen are 


quick to spot a novel leaf shape and to propagate it under a 
new clonal name. But planted outside, it either succumbs to 
winter, or thrives, climbs, and sports back to one of the tough, 
primitive forms. Even these old ones, grown separately on 
tree trunk or wall, can, with age, display half a dozen different 


leaf outlines. 


There is a certain consistency with English ivy, however, in 


the evolution from one extreme of shape to another. In my 
Middle Atlantic garden, Meagheri (Green Feather), planted 


_ outside, took on vigor with age. From slender. deep-cut. three- 


parted leaves it went to five-parted Fleur de Lis, to Garland, to 


the shallow-lobed Helix, and climbed twelve feet! Any of these 


‘intermediate forms brought indoors might in time produce 


again the irreducible extreme Meagheri. 

Once adult wood develops, the foliage of all hardy English 
ivy is much the same. Gone is any vestige of a heart-shape 
base, and gone are lobes. Instead, the leaves are oval, tapering 
to a point at either end, highly polished—even if the juvenile 
leaves were dull, these will gleam. Ivy is said to have become 
“arborescent” at this stage. treelike. and branching. What is 
now sold as Arborescens is simply the adult form of Helix.

Just as the styles of these five great musicians differ, so do 
their attitudes regarding the pianos in their homes. Each has 
a different point of view about that important artistic and 
musical addition to the home. For all, it has a place of 
prominence. 

Every musician remembers his first instrument fondly. 


Talking to composer Richard Rodgers brought forth a flood 





of memories: “I sure do remember it—a Steinway upright! 
Beautiful, wonderful. [ learned to play on it; [ taught myself. 


My mother was a fine musician; there was music in the 


nae < D a 1 . g 5 .

house all the time.” And Mr. Rodgers remembers the excite- 
ment of purchasing the first “grand”: “It was a great 
occasion, | went with my mother to the Steinway showroom. 
Since a piano is practically handmade, you have to try it 
out. You have to ask—do you get on well together?” 

After that first momentous trip to the showroom, every- 
one faces the same problem: Where to place the piano. Mr. 
Rodgers, now the owner of three pianos, has a simple 


formula: the light behind you, the curved side (called the 


“bow” or “kidney”) facing the room, the straight side 
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against the wall—a formula that suits most piano owners. 

The composer of Oklahoma, Carousel. The King And 1, 
and other treasures of the musical stage wants no decorative 
objects on his piano and always chooses his instrument in 
shiny black. If it is any other color or is ornamented in any 


way, it is no longer a piano to him. 


Eugene Ormandy, too. has the problem of multiple pianos. 
Whether the great conductor is in Philadelphia—as he is 
during March and April. leading the Philadelphia Orchestra 
for his 32nd season—or at the Saratoga Festival. where 
the Philadelphia spends the month of August, there is a 
piano not far away. 

In July, a favorite retreat is the Ormandy home in the 


Berkshires, a place that was bought—in ten minutes—from 
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Eugene Ormandy’ s plano, at his retreat in the Berk- 
shire Hills of Massachusetts, is positioned so that he has a 15- 
mile view as he plays. He says this is a large “small” room. 


violinist Zino Francescatti. Here the piano is in a wood- 
paneled living room, wood beams overhead. Green leather 
chairs are arranged comfortably in front of a large fireplace 
that is constantly in use; over the fireplace. a landscape by 
N. C. Wyeth. Mr. Ormandy describes the room as a large 
“small” room, and says it was decorated by his wife Gretel 
“to suit ourselves, not others.” 

Mr. Ormandy subscribes to the “window at the back” 
theory and is even happier when there are windows at the 
front as well. as there are in his home. so that he can look 
out over the swimming pool and some 15 miles beyond to 
the high hills of the Berkshires. 

As in most of their homes. the Ormandys’ piano is used 
for both work and play. Ormandy memorizes his scores, 


working away from the piano, but it is much in use by

friends who are pianists or artists who come by to discuss 
their performances with him. 

A grand piano in a mountain hideaway presents special 
maintenance problems, especially when a family is away for 
months at a time. No problem for Eugene Ormandy. “One 
day the Baldwin man came from New York and put in a 
Moisture-Master, a cord placed inside the piano and attached 
io an electric outlet so that temperature and humidity are 
completely controlled. When we return after an absence of 
several months, our Baldwin is in perfect, unchanged 


condition.” 


Basically, the placement of the piano and the decor sur- 
rounding the setting are very much guided by one’s needs 
esthetically and professionally. To the esteemed French 
pianist and interpreter of Liszt and Chopin, Jeanne-Marie 
Darré, the piano is the place where she spends most of the 
day, beginning at seven in the morning and working until 
one. She puts in another three-hour stint three times a week 
at the National Conservatory in Paris, where she is head 
of the piano faculty. 

In her apartment on the Rue Rennequin, Madame Darré 
has a piano in her living room and another in the adjoining 


sunroom, so that she can work at concerti. In the bedroom 
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is still another piano for quiet work alone. Her apartment is 
filled with mementos of her concert tours, with an important 
place going to Charles Munch. who was responsible for her 
first appearance here with the Boston Symphony in 1962. 

Her living room is bright and sunny, but the piano is 
placed so that the sun’s rays do not touch the instrument. 
Jt is against an inner wall, well away from windows and 
radiator. She foregoes the sun all winter and makes the 
most of it at her summer classes in Nice, where she conducts 


a master class at l’ Académie d’Eté. 


The Leonard Bernsteins have two Baldwin grands in the 
living room of their nine-room duplex in New York City. 
The piano was the first interest of the brilliant director of 
the New York Philharmonic; and his wife, Felicia Mon- 
tealegre, the Chilean-born actress, began her career as a 
pianist. Pianos in this household are an intimate part of 
family life: both of the older children, daughter Jamie and 
son Alexander Serge, take piano lessons. 

In selecting a spot in the living room for their pianos, the 
Bernsteins simply put them where they had to be as an 
important part of their lives-—in front of ceiling-high win- 
dows, with abundant light all around. The room is bright 


not only from the sun but also from bright color accents 
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everywhere. One end of the room is lined with bookshelves. 
and there are family portraits all about. The Bernsteins 
occasionally entertain large groups here, but usually they 
have only one or two people in. The library. across the foyer 
from the living reom, is where intimate friends and family 


gather, 


If the Bernsteins have two pianos. Richard Rodgers three. 
consider the problem of a man who owns five pianos: 
William Schuman. 

Wherever the distinguished American composer goes—to 
Martha’s Vineyard. to the hills of Greenwich. Connecticut— 
there is a piano at hand. As a composer rather than a per- 
former. he plays little, however. and uses the piano, he says. 
“as a tool, like a pencil that I use for musical notations.” 
While that may well be said of the small Steinway upright 
in Schuman’s library-workroom, it is hardly true of the 
Steinway grand in the living room. Mr. Schuman is president 
of Lincoln Center. and he and his wife entertain extensively: 
on such social occasions, the Schuman apartment is apt to 
be crowded with many of the world’s musical celebrities. 

In the living room there are long, comfortable sofas and 
easy chairs in beige, placed against beige walls. the only 


accents of color being two emerald-green chairs. The neutral 
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William Schuman, composer, and presi- 
dent of Lincoln Center, has pianos in three differ- 


ent homes. Here. in his Manhattan apartment, a 


collection of modern art accompanies the grand.

color is a splendid background for the art collection as- 
sembled by the Schumans on a “we buy what we like and 
never for investment” basis. It includes an Okamoto, a 
Chagall, a Giacometti, and. over the piano. an Alcaly. 

Schuman likes space around the piano. This is partly 
because group singing is a popular pastime, a custom dating 
back to his own boyhood when Sunday-night singing was 
a tradition. 

The placement of the Schuman’s piano is perhaps the best 
example of the power of this instrument to draw attention 
to itself and become the focal point. Arriving at the 
Schumans’, one enters a large foyer filled with plants, moves 
thence to the living room, at the end of which, next to 
windows overlooking New York’s Central Park, is the Stein- 
way grand. Beyond this is a dining room large enough for 
sit-down dinners for 16 or 18, the Schumans’ preferred form 
of entertaining. After dinner. guests gather in the living 
room, perhaps for singing, perhaps to hear a new Schuman 
choral work, 

These lively gatherings are quite a contrast. both in spirit 
and in decor, with the library-workroom. Center of attention 
here is a drafting board covered with music sheets. Here 
too is a desk diary in which Schuman enters the exact time 
spent on a specific project: 38 minutes one day. two hours 
the next. So far, his Ninth Symphony, to be ready for fall 
performance, has taken nearly 300 hours of work since he 
began it last summer. 

From his place at the composing board, Schuman is able 
to swing around to the piano. Although he likes space 
around a piano, there is little to spare in his crowded 
study. The bookshelves along one wall are filled to overflow- 
ing from ceiling to floor. Several easy chairs in celadon green 
form a cozy conversation—or listening—area for visitors. 
Dozens of photographs of friends and fellow artists cover 
the wall alongside the piano, all in narrow black-strip frames. 

For all of these musicians. the grand piano is at stage 
center. No such splendid creation can be upstaged: it is 
the natural focal point of any decorating plan or room 
design. Although the performing artist prefers a bare floor 
beneath the piano, rugs and carpets are used under the 
instrument in almost all the homes. The bare floor is reserved 
for the concert platform or, occasionally, for the home that 
can be furnished in the grand manner. permitting this luxury 
of space. 

The piano is placed with “breathing” space around it, 
the furniture arranged at a comfortable distance for listen- 
ing. The usual recommended position is to place the piano 
against a large wall surface, with the light at one’s back. 
the flat portion of the piano against the wall, the curve facing 
out to the room. 

In the foregoing examples there is perhaps more than one 
answer to the questions .a piano poses: where to place it for 


maximum effect artistically and acoustically. ™

Winston Churchill. who spoke with almost final authority 
on many subjects, once expressed the opinion that alcohol 
and civilization were collateral and coeval. that (in his 
words) “the use of intoxicants is one of the distinguishing 
marks of the higher types and races of humanity.” Chur- 
chill’s own favorite intoxicant was brandy, the distillate of 
grape wine. (Good brandies or eaux de vie are also made 
from other fruits, such as apples. cherries, and plums, but 
the term normally refers to a product of the grape.) Chur- 
chill preferred Cognac, as does almost any wine-and-brandy 
connoisseur, but he drank other brandies—whatever was 
available where he happened to be—and was once said 
to have approved a brandy from Armenia called Dvin. 

The reference to a “wine-and-brandy connoisseur” sug- 
gests. correctly, that the two drinks go together. Wine drink- 
ers have frequently found that a distilled alcohol based on 
the grape pleased their palates more than one based on 
grain, sugar, or anything else. Grapes go better with grapes. 
Consequently, as more Americans become serious wine 
drinkers, more of us are choosing brandy as our strong 
drink. Perhaps this seems like a lot to expect of any one 
alcohol—that it stand in for whiskey, gin, rum, and all the 
other nongrape products. But consider the different kinds 
and qualities of brandy, and their varied uses before dinner, 


in the dinner (in cooking), and after dinner. 
The many kinds of brandy 


In France alone there is Cognac, Armagnac. marc, and 
common French brandy of no particular pedigree. If you 
order plain brandy in an ordinary French bar. a 
fine or, with water, a fine a T'eau, you'll be served one of 
the last two. Likewise. if you buy a bottle in America la- 


beled simply “French Brandy” but not mentioning Cognac

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or any other specific place. you'll be getting the most ordi- 
nary drink, no matter how many stars it carries or how rev- 
erently it invokes the name of Napoleon. 

The next step up the French ladder leads to a well-made 
marc. This brandy is not actually made from wine but from 
the lees or pomace (the seeds. skins, ete. left from pressing 
the grapes). It is the most popular type of brandy made in 
Italy, where it’s called grappa. Some grappa is also made in 
California. 

This type of brandy is generally not aged to any particular 
degree, and consequently it’s inexpensive to make and rather 
raw in taste. Certain well-aged marcs from Burgundy and 
Champagne have attained such distinction that they sell for 
more money than run-of-the-mill Cognac. But a good mare 
is not easy to make. The owner of a great Bordeaux vine- 
yard has tried repeatedly, and repeatedly has had to reject 
his marc as undrinkable. 

Armagnac is the other fine French brandy worthy of a 
snifter—if you want something different from Cognac. It 
is distilled only once (Cognac goes through its old-fash- 
ioned pot stills twice), and it is never quite so fine or com- 
plex as the best Cognac. But the usual, and just. observation 
is, “Better to have a great Armagnac than a mediocre 


Cognac.” 


Armagnac is always strong and full-bodied, and it mellows 
more quickly than Cognac. The best of it comes from the 
Bas-Armagnac; the finest is labeled Grand-Armagnac, the 
next best Fin-Armagnac. There’s only a modest quantity of 
Armagnac made each year. Most of it stays at home, but 
enough comes to America for you to find it—or order it— 
at good liquor stores. 


Cognac 
Cognac itself accounts for over half of the brandy we im- 


port from France—and France for three-quarters of all that 
we import from everywhere. It has been claimed that “Co- 
gnac” is one of the best-known French words throughout 
the world, in a class with “oui,” “maman,” and “de Gaulle.” 
Whether or not this is precisely true, it is certainly a univer- 
sally recognized symbol of sophisticated elegance and the 
best of good living. 

Cognac is an old town in western France, about 75 miles 
north of Bordeaux. The grapes that make the brandy are 
grown in carefully defined areas surrounding the town, the 
best of them called Grande and Petite Champagne. The two 
of these together produce Cognac that is called Fine Cham- 
pagne, which has no relation whatsoever to sparkling Cham- 
pagne. Nor is it to be confused with the French barman’s 
fine, a colloquial word for any cheap brandy. To achieve 
greatness, Fine Champagne Cognacs need a very long period 
of aging in special oak barrels from the nearby forests of 
Limousin. 

From its origin in the early 17th Century until about a 
hundred years ago, Cognac was shipped only in barrels. 
Then the producers decided to bottle it themselves, in order 
to have more control over quality. It was at that time, in 

865, that the Hennessy firm first thought of putting stars 
on the bottle. Stars were chosen for their connotation of 


good performance or quality, (Continued on page 115)

Duxelles—a mixture of raw minced 
mushrooms, shallots, onions, and pars- 


ley, seasoned with nutmeg, salt, and pep- 
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In our current preoccupation with instant foods, it’s amusing to 
note that the ancients believed mushrooms were created instantly 
by lightning bolts from heaven. It was not until late in the 18th 
Century that a practical Frenchman finally discovered the secret of 
mushroom culture. Another hundred years or more went by before 
we began their cultivation in this country. Unique among foods— 
neither flower, fruit, grain, nor vegetable—mushrooms have added 
much to many of the world’s cuisines. Extremely versatile and 
tasting the way wild violets smell, they complement veal. chicken, 
beef. pork, and lamb. In fact, mushrooms even complement them- 
selves. Witness: mushroom caps stuffed with Duxelles. Information 
on buying, preparing, and storing mushrooms—as well as a list of

This last demonstrates a valu- 
able trait of these primitive ivies. 
Because they do not branch or 
sprout shoots from every node, 
they sometimes make unattractive 
pot plants, straggly, with long in- 
ternodes, long petioles, and little 
bulk of leaf. Only out-of-doors do 
they show their true worth. Given 
a few years on ground, wall, or 
tree, their many strands inter- 
lace to make a two-dimensional 
pattern overlapped, 
sealelike, that is the essence of 
ivys beauty. An isolated runner 
of Walthamensis is all stem and 
little leaf, yet established on the 
ground it makes an even blanket 
four inches deep, stems invisible, 
a lovely fabric of sooty green, 
white-threaded, no leaf larger 
than a single inch. Though I’ve 
seen it reach twelve feet up trees, 
I have yet to see it mature. 

Two other small-leafed kinds 
have, in contrast, the shortest in- 
ternodes possible, and matching 
petioles.

\s pot plants indoors, English 
ivies need a place where the light 
is bright, and morning or after- 
noon sun will help’ promote vig- 
orous, compact growth in fall and

growing in the open garden is 


winter. established — ivy 
able to withstand drought, plants 


growing in pots or other con- 
tainers need to be kept moist at 
all times. Keep the foliage dust- 
free and naturally glossy by 
showering it frequently in sink or 
tub with water of room tempera- 
ture. English ivy thrives in a cool, 
moist, airy atmosphere, and in the 
house, try to situate it where 
winter temperatures stay in the 
lower 70’s, or better, in the 60’s. 

Indoors there are many ways to 
grow ivy other than in tumbling 
masses. Since English ivy has 
joined the topiary league, there 
has been a revival of interest in 
the many varieties and how they 
grow. Most permanent of the dec- 
orative designs are those planted 
with the very slow-growing kinds 
like Conglomerata and Erecta. 
These are trained on a frame of 
8- or 10-gauge 


wire that has been shaped into the 


galvanized-iron 


form of a spiraled tree, a globe. 
or some other pattern. Only one 


or two plants are needed—and pa- 
tience. Once the wire framework 
is covered, these two ivies need 
little more than occasional pinch- 
ing to maintain the desired shape. 


A LMos? as long-lasting and quite 
as ornamental is a solid cone of 
ivy, formed over a frame of bam- 
boo or dark-green florists’ wire. 
Plant six ivies in an eight-inch 
tub and train them up, into, and 
out of the base. Any of the self- 
branching varieties may be used: 
Merion Beauty and Ivalace are 
especially effective. With age and 
pinching (never shearing), the

A FARMER'S WIFE 
TALKS ABOUT POTATOES) 


A House Beautiful interview 


There is more to buying and 
cooking potatoes than you might 
suppose. Although they are per- 
haps the vegetable 
(and one of the best), there is 
much about them that is never 
told. For expert information, we 
interviewed Mrs. J. Abney Cox, 
whose husband plants a thousand 
the marvelous, thin- 
skinned, red potato known as La 
Rouge or Red Lasoda. This is 
the only new, mature (meaning 
fully developed), all-purpose po- 
tato available in this country in 
the winter. It comes into the 
market in February and stays al- 
most through April. A really de- 
luxe potato, it is generally avail- 
able straight across the country 
at a premium price. 

Here is what Mrs. Cox told us 
about her ways with potatoes.

Do you buy prepacked potatoes? 
I buy potatoes only two months 
out of the year because we save 
our crops, unwashed, and I am 
well supplied until October, 
when we plant. When I do buy 
potatoes, I like to pick them as 
carefully as I do tomatoes, for 
example. I don’t like prepack- 
aged fruits and vegetables he- 
cause you can’t see what you are 
getting. I usually choose differ- 
ent sizes—large, medium, and 
small—at one time so I have po- 
tatoes of the right size for every 
need. Some women won’t choose 
very large potatoes. If they are 
in good shape, I actually like 
large ones because it means less 
peeling. 

What do you “in good 
shape’? In very large potatoes 
you sometimes find a “hollow 
heart”—a hole in the center. [f 
so, there will be a deep indenta- 
the blossom end.

During the reign of William 
and Mary, notices appeared in 
the London Gazette offering for 
sale “Screwtores, Table Stands, 
and looking glasses of Japan and 
other work, and Japan Cabinets.

In 1700, Samuel Pepys’s home 
at Clapleau was “wonderfully 
well furnished especially with 
Indian and Chinese ‘lack’ curi- 
osities.”

Among early 18th-century join- 
ers and chairmakers in London, 
the name of Giles Grendey is out- 
standing. Among other examples 
of Queen Anne japanned furni- 
ture attributed to him is a set of 
sealing-wax-red chairs. Like many 
of Grendey’s chairs, they were 
made for export and became the 
property of the Duke of Infan- 
tado at Lazano, Spain, where they 
formed part of a set of red-lac- 
quered furniture in his palace.

Are stuffing and dressing the same thing? Yes. They both mean 
the filling used to stuff poultry, meats, fish, game, eggs, etc. The 
term stuffing is always used in the United States and, appar- 
ently, today in England, although at one time dressing was pre- 
ferred. However, The Oxford English Dictionary still seems 
to prefer dressing over stuffing. Forcemeat, one of the oldest 
terms in cookery, was once used by the British (Mrs. Bee- 
ton’s Cook Book is our reference), and in Larousse Gastro- 
nomique, the listing reads, “Forcemeats or Stuffings.” The 
French, of course, is farce. Dressing also means a sauce. You 
“dress” a salad, vegetable, etc. 


Lr aren't the ingredients listed on bread labels? Because 
the recipe for a l-pound, 11%-pound, and 2-pound loaf is stan- 
dardized. Therefore, listing of the ingredients is not required 
by law. Today’s Food Market, of the Extension Service of Kan- 
sas State University, also tells us there are now more than 70 
varieties of bread available in this country, exclusive of home- 
made. You can buy bread as a mix, in frozen form, in brown- 


and-serve form, as well as ready for the table. ‘ 


WLW hrat’s the difference between fruit juice, fruit punch, and 
fruit drink? Fruit juice is composed of pure fruit juice and 
some pulp. If sugar is added, the label will say so. Fruit punch 
is a mixture of different juices, the juice listed first being in 
the greatest proportion. Read the label to determine which 
juices are used. Fruit drink can be artificially flavored with 
none of the natural fruits as an ingredient or it may contain 
some fruit juice. However, water is the chief ingredient in most 
fruit drinks. The difference in content makes the difference in 
price. 


Ly do my hard-cooked eggs sometimes have green discol- 
orations between the white and yolk? Whites have sulfur in 
them, and the yolks, iron. When the two meet, you get that re- 
action. It’s perfectly harmless but not inviting. You can help to 
prevent it by cooking eggs at a low temperature, never over- 
cooking, and cooling promptly in cold water. 


Ts it true that a real pound cake does not call for baking 
powder? Yes, Mrs. Miles Horton, Jr.. of Newport, Virginia, an 
alert reader, queried us on this, so we did some research. Pound 
cake, perhaps adapted from the French genoise by English 
cooks—although there is a great difference in the method of 
preparation—was created long before baking powder was in- 
vented. Baking powder appeared first in England about 1830—a 
primitive version of the sophisticated ingredient we know today. 

The old pound cake took its name from the fact it was 
made with one pound, each, butter, sugar, and flour, either ten 
or 12 eggs, and flavorings. No baking powder. In the 1896 and 
the 1924 editions of The Boston Cooking-School Cook Book 
(now known as The Fannie Farmer Cookbook), the pound-cake 
recipes are identical. No baking powder. Early editions of The 
Joy of Cooking added cream of tartar, a leavening agent that

VF nat exactly is maple syrup? Pure maple syrup (the gover 
ment seems to prefer to spell it “sirup” despite all the civilize 
people and packers who continue to spell it the original way 
is made by boiling down the sap extracted from maple tree 
The Agricultural Research Service of the U. S. Department o 
Agriculture tells us that the government standards for tabl 
maple syrup are: U.S. Grade AA (Fancy), U.S. Grade A, an 
U.S. Grade B. “The main grade-determining factor is color 
U.S. Fancy being the lightest. Other considerations are densit 
flavor, and lack of cloudiness.” 

Pure maple syrup, much more readily available than man 
people realize, can even be bought direct from the farm. It i 
worth noting that it is one of the few products still processe 
“down on the farm.” Although most Americans are inclined t 
associate maple syrup exclusively with Vermont, it is also pr 
duced in New York (New York and Vermont lead in produe 
tion), Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, New Ham 
shire, Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, and Wisconsin. 

Blended syrups are made of sugar syrup with maple syru 
added for flavor—the most usual proportion being 85 perce 
sugar syrup to 15 percent high-flavored maple syrup. Imitatio 
maple syrup is sugar syrup with imitation flavor, and it taste 
exactly like that. Other maple products include maple crea 
(sometimes called maple butter) ; soft maple-sugar candies; an 
crystalline honey-maple spread, a combination of honey an 
maple syrup. Maple syrup is exclusively North American (Can 
ada also produces it), and we have the Indians to thank fo 
teaching us newcomers how to use it. 


Ts there such a thing as Napoleon Brandy? We, in turn, migh 
ask you which Napoleon you are talking about. Actually, onl 
two Napoleons ever ruled France, and the second, Napoleon II 
was deposed in 1870. Assuming you were able to uncover 
bottle of Cognac going back to Napoleon III, it would be abso 
lutely unpalatable, since Cognac does not age in the bottle. 

A number of Cognac firms use the name Napoleon in adver 
tising their brands, primarily, we assume, because of the ro

Probably a thousand 
postal cards of the Renoir picture 
in color are reproductions or col- 
ored imitations, whereas a copy is 
done on canvas in like materials. 

Whether they are copies or re- 
productions may be questionable. 
but there are some interesting 


examples in paintings. Titian’s 
“Ariadne” is in the Prado. 


Reubens’ copy of it is in Stock- 
holm. Van Dyke’s copy of Reu- 
bens’ copy is at the Gutenberg 
Museum in Mainz, and Poussin’s 
version taken from Titian’s pic- 
ture is to be found at Munich. 
And these four are copies in the 
sense of our definition. However, 
it is fair to say that the artist may 
have done these more as an exer- 
cise to broaden his experience 
than just to copy. 


Any study of copies or repro- 
ductions always brings up the 
subject of faking.

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The magic of push-button spray paints for a quick change, for a new-color look

al your fingertip 


By JOHN H. INGERSOLL 


At two o'clock in the afternoon, you can transfer a dull, 
worn occasional table into a chic decorative piece for your 
bridge gathering that same night. Or, in the same time. you 
can give one wall of your entrance hall the currently fashion- 
able dark, high-lacquer finish. 

Spray paints. the kinds sold in aerosol cans, will perform 
this magic for you. Some of these fast-acting enamels are 
dry to the touch in two or three minutes. Few take longer 
than an hour or so to dry. You use no brush, get out no 
rollers. and pry off not a single paint-can top. And you arent 
going to spill any paint by tipping over the can. Beneath all 
the practical aspects of buying and applying spray enamels, 
there is a motivation we may not immediately admit: It’s 
downright fun. 

It's a joy because you can see the color changes taking 
place almost instantly. Its a pleasure to brighten up a 
wicker chair in minutes, where brushing on paint would take 
hours of tedious work. And you have a wide, wide array of 
colors from which to choose. Those we show at left are only 
a sample. Most companies offer at least 24 choices: some as 
many as 36. and one firm. Sherwin-Williams. now gives you 
whatever blend of colors you desire. With special new equip- 
ment from the company. paint dealers can mix the color you 
want and fill an aerosol can with that shade right on the 
spot. Finally. it’s fascinating to try out new techniques 
with spray enamels (a number of ideas are listed below). 

Naturally, spray paints have limitations. No single type 
of paint will solve all problems. The aerosol-can enamels 
are convenient. quick. and relatively easy to use. But you 
would find it uneconomic to apply a spray over a large 
surface—say. an entire playroom wall. Nor will you locate 
many matte-finished colors among the sprays. Most shades 


are in the high- or semigloss categories. 


Bright, beautiful, and instant, spray enamels match the rain- 
bow’s range, from magenta to canary, from ebony to cream, 
and include the hues in House Beautiful’s new color palette.

There is some opinion among homeowners that spray-can 
paints (1) do not cover as well as brushed-on paint and (2) 
don't last as long as the conventionally applied product. 
This is a myth. Applied correctly, spray enamels definitely 
cover as well as and last as long as brushed-on enamels. 

How to apply spray paints 

Preparing the surface is step number one, just as it is 
for any paint or staining job. There are no special ingre- 
dients in sprays that will free you from removing rust from 
metal. or old. flaking paint from wood before applying a new 
coat. Scrape and sand the wood. Put emery cloth or steel 
wool to the metal. Begin painting when the surface is clean. 
dry, and dustless. Over new wood, and particularly over new 
or cleaned metal, spray on a primer before applying the 
finish coat. 

Solids in all paints settle to some extent. That’s why, with 
conventional paints. you open the can and stir the paint 
before using it. Because you obviously can’t open an aeroso! 
can, makers put into each aerosol container two small steel 
balls. When you shake the can. the balls agitate the paint 
solids, blending them smoothly with the liquids. To be sure 
the paint is thoroughly mixed. you ought to continue shak- 
ing the can for about one minute after you hear the balls 
begin to rattle. 

Now. some warnings. By all means, ventilate the area in 
which you intend to paint. Fumes from the volatiles in the 
paint could make you ill in a closed room. Second, do not 
spray near high heat or open flame. Nearly all sprays are 
highly flammable. And be careful to keep the cans away 
from small children. 

If you have never used a spray, try it out first on a 
scrap of wood or cardboard just to get the feel of apply- 
ing it. Hold the can about 12” to 16” from the surface: 
press down the spray head all the way, and keep the can 
moving back and forth. overlapping each previous pass by 
about one-third. Release the push button before you've com-

Special gardener’s report 
from The Cloisters in New York 


on how to bring the romance 


of ancient plants to your garden 


By ELVIN McDONALD 


When the snow melts into drifts of daffodils. Grecian tulips 
sway promising buds. and fruit trees change overnight from 
bare branches to great bouquets. we can say with Gerard. the 
medieval herbalist, “Who would therefore looke dangerously 
up at Planets, that might safely looke down at Plants?” Our 
eyes are accustomed to dazzling spectaculars, but imagine the 
exhilaration that spring brought to man in the Middle Ages.

Gardens as we know them were nonexistent or extremely rare. 
but inside the protective walls of the European monasteries 
there grew collections of treasured herbs and culinary plants. 
However utilitarian these gardens may have been. the turn- 
ing of the seasons brought a dramatic change in the landscape. 
from neutral shades to high color. Last spring, House Beau- 
rIFUL watched the same transformation take place in the 
medieval garden at The Cloisters in New York City, where the 
photographs shown here were made. We were amazed to find 
that the exuberance of flowers in the Bonnefont Cloister garden 
could have been cultivated without benefit of a greenhous 


or complicated planting procedures. (Continued overleaf)

While the garden has a balanced, formal arrangement of brick- 
bordered beds and brick walkways, within this framework the 
plants grow naturally in clumps and drifts. The plan (opposite ) 
shows 35 of approximately 140 different plants that have been 
planted in the Bonnefont garden. These are the same useful 
species that were cultivated in similar gardens of the Middle 
Ages, or that were harvested to supply household needs. 

To plan your own medieval garden, first consider the amount 
of space you wish to devote to it. You will then be able to make 
a pleasing design on graph paper and select appropriate plants. 
In choosing a site. remember that most of these plants need at 
least eight hours of sun in the summer. Next, stake out the site, 
clear the area, and work the soil to a depth of ten inches. Then 
finish outlining the planting beds with string and stakes, lay 


walkways of flagstone or brick, and proceed with planting. 


Start annuals from seeds. These may be sown indoors in a 
sunny, cool place eight to ten weeks before the average date of 
your last killing frost, or you can wait and sow them where they 
are to grow. Kinds include anagallis, anise, basil, borage, calen- 
dula, chervil, Chrysanthemum coronarium, coriander. corn- 
flower, cumin, Datura stramonium, dill. flax, Geranium ro- 
bertianum, Jerusalem oak, larkspur, Mathiola bicornis, nigella, 
pepper, (Capsicum annuum), corn poppy, and summer savory. 

Biennials started from seeds this spring will mature next 
year; if you want flowers this season, purchase started. one- 
year plants. Kinds include angelica, caraway, Euphorbia lathy- 
rus, foxglove, hesperis, hyssop, lunaria, parsley, purple mallow 


(Malva sylvestris), sweet william, teasel, wallflower, and woad. 


A great many of the medieval herbs and flowers are hardy, 
herbaceous perennials that will be permanent residents of the 
garden. Set out started plants this spring, or, if not available, 
sow seeds now in order to have flowering plants next year. 
Earliest to bloom are the winter-flowering helleborus, H. 
orientalis (lenten rose) and H. niger (Christmas rose). 

The spring-flowering perennials include Arum italicum and 
A. maculatum, buttercup (Ranunculus ficaria), camomile, colts- 
foot, columbine. English daisy, forget-me-not, iris (species 
foetidissima, germanica, pallida, pseudacorus, and pumila), 
lily of the valley. lungwort (pulmonaria), ox-eye daisy (Chry- 


santhemum leucanthemum). 


pasqueflower, peony, primrose, 
pyrethrum, sweet woodruff. toadflax, Viola cornuta, V. odorata, 
V. tricolor, and wild strawberry

thus ruber), rue, sage, santolina, Sedum acre, sorrel. spearmint. 
spiderwort (Anthericum ramosum), tansy, thyme, valerian, 
wall germander (teucrium), winter savory, wild marjoram, 
yellow bedstraw, and yarrow. 

Many of the summer-blooming perennials continue with a 
new, though smaller, crop of blooms in late summer and autumn 
when they are joined by acanthus, cardoon, lemon balm, monks- 
hood, pennyroyal, peppermint, and the orange-red, lanternlike 
calyxes of Physalis alkekengi (winter cherry). 

The artemisias are worthy of a separate listing since their 
foliage is attractive from late spring until frost in autumn. 


These include southernwood, wormwood, and tarragon. 


Hardy trees and shrubs suitable for a medieval garden include 
Cornelian-cherry. Cydonia oblonga (quince), Daphne mezereum, 
Savin juniper, Scotch broom, medlar, myrtle, and such old 
roses as Rosa alba, canina, centijolia, damascena, and pomifera. 
Plant all of these in early spring. 

Bulbs to plant in spring include the shallot (Allium ascaloni- 
cum), chives, and Pancratium maritimum. In late summer plant 
Colchicum autumnale, Crocus sativus, C. speciosus, C. zonatus, 
and Lilium candidum. In autumn you can plant such hardy, 
spring-flowering bulbs as Lewcojum uvernum, Muscari botryoides 
and M. comosum, Narcissus bulbocodium, N. jonquilla, N 
triandrus, Ornithogalum umbellatum, and Scilla hispanica. 

In cold climates, the tender perennials often seen in gardens 
of this type need to be wintered over in pots or tubs in a cool, 
frost-free place indoors. These include citrus, horehound, sweet 
bay, sweet marjoram, and rosemary. Start with established, 


container-grown plants in the spring.

SHRIMP-The Real Prima Donna 


A new chef with a dazzling talent has 
come to New York town—Noel, of the 
Ouro Preto Restaurant*.

scoop out enough of the flesh to leave a 
14-inch shell all around. Take care not 
to pierce the bottom. 

Cut twelve 8- or 9-inch (depending on 
size of apples) exact squares of heavy- 
duty foil. Place two of the squares one 
on top of the other, so that eight points 
protrude eight ways the same distance 
apart. Place an apple in the center of 
each and set aside. 

Put the garlic through a press or 
mince very, very fine. Mix with the 
shrimp. quite a lot of paprika, and salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Heat the butter in a heavy skillet. add 
the grated onion, and cook until it be- 
gins to turn golden. Add the shrimp 
mixture and cook, stirring. for 2 min- 
utes. Lift the shrimp from the pan with 
a slotted spoon and set aside. 

Take the pan off the fire, heat the 
rum and pour it over the sauce. Ignite. 
Shake until the flames die out. 

Mix flour into broth until absolutely 
smooth. Stir into the sauce and cook, 
stirring. until it just begins to thicken. 
Take off the heat and combine with the 
shrimp. 


Place 2 shrimp in the well of each 


apple. Then divide the sauce among the 
six. Top each with its top. Mold the first 
layer of foil around each apple tightly, 
neatly, and securely, pushing the points 
into the stem end. 

Do the same with bottom layer of 
foil. Place in a roasting pan. Bake in a 
preheated 350° oven for approximately 
40 minutes or until the apples feel soft 
when squeezed gently. 

To serve, place each foil-wrapped 
apple on a plate, pull back the points of 
foil (they look like silver petals) to 
expose the top, and provide each guest 
with a small fork with which to eat the 
shrimp. and a spoon for the sauce and 
the flesh of the apple.

Add the shrimp and cook another 2 
minutes. Season with salt and pepper to 
taste. Pour the mixture into the prepared 
pumpkin and place in a deep baking 
pan. Add enough hot water to reach to 
about half the depth of the pumpkin. 
Place in a preheated 350° oven and 


bake until the pumpkin feels soft when 


squeezed. Depending on the size and 
thickness of the flesh, this will take from 
1% to 2 hours. 

Lift the pumpkin from the water (a 
pair of heavy gloves would be useful) 
onto a warm serving tray. Serve as you 
would soup, scooping out a portion of 
the flesh for each soup plate, accom- 
panied by French or Italian bread. A 
sharp salad, such as French endive, 
would follow nicely. Serves 6.

THE GREAT 
WHITE SPIRITS 











JOHN GARETTI 


Vodkas and gins are of ancient origin, but only in recent 
years. relatively speaking, have they come into real popu- 
larity. Today, every fourth drink (of spirits) in the U.S.A. 
has one of these two white spirits as its base. 

The amazing part of all this is that prior to 1950 you 
would have needed a Russian wolfhound to find a bottle of 
vodka hereabouts. The popularity of gin goes back a little 
further. perhaps to the bathtubs of Prohibition days. Gin 
became popular because it was easy to make. A tin of ethy] 
alcohol, a bottle of “essence” (primarily juniper juice). a 
handy washbasin or tub, some water—and you had gin, of 
a sort. If vodka had been popular at the time of Prohibi- 
tion. the scofflaws could have abjured the “essence” and 
drunk the ethyl straight. Might have been better. 

Gin came on the world scene in 17th-century London. For 
this you have to thank William of Orange. He raised duties 
prohibitively on French wines and turned the poor to cheap 
gin. So bad was the result that in 1736 gin was banned in 
England. “Prohibition” lasted just six years (compared to 
our 25). In 1742 the act was repealed: so much illegal and 
bad gin was besotting the public that Parliament decided 
it was better for the country to drink decent stuff as long 
as they were drinking anyway. History repeats itself. 

Vodka goes back only a century or so. Russia and Poland 
both claim its discovery. The accepted story is that in 1800 
a pharmacist in St. Petersburg first produced the distilled 
spirit we know as vodka. He did it to make medicine. 

Basically, vodka is nothing more than neutral spirits 
distilled at high proof, over 190, from a mash of barley 
malt, rye, or even corn—very little from potatoes, as so 
many still erroneously believe. (During the Winter War be- 
tween Russia and Finland, even the sugar extracted from

It isn’t g 


erally known, but any starch or sugar can be distilled inio

good or bad—but still an alcoholic beverage. } 
But few believed anyone in the U.S. would ever drink 
a tasteless, colorless, odorless liquid—hence gin! Gin is 
essentially vodka redistilled over botanicals (berries, barks. 
roots. etc.) that give flavor to the previously flavorless 
neutral spirits. Gins vary in taste according to each manu- 
facturer’s secret formulation, but basically they are some 
combination of juniper berries, coriander seed. calamus root. 
orange peel, anise, cocoa nibs, lime rind, caraway seed, etc.. 
etc. Just as Macy's doesn’t tell Gimbels. so Gordon’s never 
tells Beefeater or Gilbey how they arrive at their taste. 
Vodka, on the other hand, instead of adding flavors, does 
its best to avoid them, and hence the neutral spirits are 
either redistilled or filtered through charcoal to achieve the 
closest to nothingness that it is possible to get. Vodka’s sud-

A lively comment on plants, gardens, and gardeners 


By ELVIN McDONALD 


iE RABBITS visit your garden, 
chances are they will be first to 
discover the fresh green shoots of 
spring bulbs. Unless you take 
positive action, leaves and buds 
will be nibbled to the ground— 
and in short order. Fortunately. 
this problem has a humane solu- 
tion, suggested by Seth L. Kelsey 
who manages an estate garden in 
Kennett Square, Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Kelsey recommends the use 
of a harmless chemical taste re- 
pellent to divert rabbits to other 
available food sources. He writes. 
“We spray large drifts of young 
bulb shoots with thiram fungicide 
and repellent in the early spring 
and have no rabbit damage at all. 
Yet we have no shortage of rab- 
bits. 

“There are a number of sprays 
that contain an effective taste 
repellent—Arasan 42-S_ thiram 
fungicide and repellent. Or, you 
can mix one quart Rhoplex AC-33 
or Latex 512R in two quarts of 
water, then mix thoroughly with 
one quart Arasan 42-S. A single 
application from a _ knapsack 
sprayer or by brush on a small 
bed of bulbs will last the entire 


season. 


A NEW BOOK, How to Prune AI- 
most Everything, by John Philip 
Baumgardt, is just in time for the 
season.

A weekend retreat in a different environment—mountains, 





riverside, a sea cove—is certainly a change of pace. But 
seclusion must be planned.

Given these difficult site conditions, on land near the 
eastern shore of Long Island, Architect Frederick R. Gorreé 
of New York came up with the well-protected house you see 
below.

Vertical, bleached cedar sheathes the exterior of the house 
and is the material used for fencing and trellis. Poured con- 
crete molds the circular chimney. Not including the pool or

Yet 
because Switzerland is proud of 
her best wines, she is proud to 
share and expose them. Signifi- 
cantly, she converts her poorer 
wines to vinegar and commercial 
alcohol rather than dump them 
on foreign markets. And to merit 
an export license, a Swiss wine 
has to run the gamut of not only 
a cantonal (regional) tasting 
committee but also a national 
one. In consequence, the foreign 
consumer may be reasonably cer- 
tain that he is drinking the best, 
or close to it. A Swiss wine 
found abroad will be at least of 
the same relative status as, say, 
an average premier cru from 


France. 


On. could never say that Swis 


wines, predominantly white witl 
a scattering of reds, could 

compared to the greats of 
France and Germany, but Swiss 
wines are fresh and zestful and, 
above all, consistently depend- 
able. Largely because of the pre- 


cipitousness of most Swiss vine- 


yards, they are expensive to 
produce—yet they are still 
priced on about the same scale 
as the best California varietals. 

Of the Swiss wines we meet in 
the United States, the majority 
from Switzerland’s three 
largest wine districts: the Valais. 
at the fast-pacing headwaters of 
the Rhone; the Vaud, where the 
vines command the spectacular 
north shore of the Lake of Ge- 
Neu- 
chatel, spread along the banks of 
the lake of the same name. Al-

Alongside one of these  bisses 
may be found, incidentally, the 
highest vineyards in Europe, 
those of the hamlet of Visper- 
terminen, with an altitude of 
3,600 feet.

The second white wine of the 
Valais is known as Fendant, made 
from the Chasselas grape. Ex-— 
cept for Johannisberg, this latter — 
grape is the basis for most Swiss 
whites. The Chasselas grown in 
Switzerland is an outstanding ex- 
ample of the truism of the prop- 
er grape fitting the appropriate 
soil. Reputedly a native of Bur- 
gundy, where it is no longer 
found, it is a notable failure as a 
winemaker in the United States, 
produces a distinctly mediocre 
and distasteful wine on the Loire, _ 
and atrocious ones nearly every- 
where else it is tried. Yet it ex- 
cels in Swiss vineyards and on 
Swiss soils. The best Fendants to 
be found will usually be labeled 
Fendant de Sierre or Fendant de 
Sion—Sion being the principal 
city of the Canton du Valais.

Replacing a floor? Here’s a guide to 


THE MAZE OF VINYL 


Vinyl is a word almost universal- 
ly linked with “best” when the 
subject of conversation is resil- 
ient flooring. And rightly so. Vi- 
nyl is about the easiest floorcov- 
ering to clean, retains at least a 
modest shine without an applica- 
tion of wax, wears amazingly 
well, and is the most colorful of 
resilient materials. The range 
spans. everything from bone 
white to jet black. Patterns are 
seemingly endless. And _ within 
the past several years, a true 
third dimension has been added: 
texture. 

While all of this is true, you'll 
find when you go to buy that 
there is vinyl and then there is 
vinyl. Meaning that “vinyl” is 
loosely applied by most dealers 
to any floor material with only a 
touch of vinyl in it, or on it, as 
well as to coverings that are vi- 
nyl throughout. How do you tell 
the difference? 

Price is a fairly safe guide. 
For example, it would be rather 
apparent that a vinyl installed 
for $1.75 a square foot must be 
better in some way than a floor- 
ing called vinyl that goes down 
for 50 cents a square foot. It is. 
No doubt the more expensive ma- 
terial is longer wearing, prob- 
ably more springy underfoot, and 
is made in a better selection of 
colors and patterns. 

For your future reference, and 
without going into technical de- 
tails, here’s a short directory of 
vinyls, and what each will do for 
your floors: 

Inlaid vinyl; a description giv- 
en to quality sheet-vinyl floor- 
coverings. The pattern and color 
you see on the surface of this 
material are worked directly inta 
the solid-vinyl topping. Base for 
the topping is generally an as- 
bestos sheet put there to permit 
an installation anywhere in your 
home, including the basement. 

Costs range from about 50 
cents to $1.50 a square foot, in- 
stalled. Variations in price result 
from differences in the thickness 
of vinyl topping and partly from 
the degree of sophistication in 
the backing and texture on the 
surface. 

Roto or printed vinyl: a less 
expensive sheet material with a 






















base that is occasionally as 
tos, more often rag felt, wh 
can be installed only over flo 
suspended above grade. Over t

Cushioned vinyl: Five e 
panies are offering this latest 
achievements—sheet-vinyl , co 
ings laminated to a foam cush 
base. Seams between sheets 
sealed during the installati 
which produces an easy-to-cle 
monolithic floor. 

Three companies—Armstroi 
Congoleum-Nairn, and Flintk 
—produce inlaid vinyls with 
cushioned back. Ruberoid, A 
strong, and Congoleum-Nairn 
fer a printed vinyl over fo 
and Robbins turns out a differ 
version altogether. Called Ul 
flor Cushion-Step, the Robb 
material—an inlaid vinyl o 
foam—is laid and seams 
sealed. Then the mechanic flo 
the surface with a liquid poly 
thane, a clear plastic that d 
to a hard-wearing surface.

tues, along with wearability and 
ease of cleaning that is surpris- 
ingly close to higher-priced vi- 
nyls. Vinyl-asbestos colors and 
styles are not quite as plentiful 
as for other vinyls, but texture 
has been added to many of the 
patterns today. as well as to the 
previously mentioned vinyls. 


New patterns 


If you look over a dealer’s col- 
lection of current vinyl floorcoy- 
erings. you'll find—in addition to 
textures mentioned above—some 
of the most vibrant and exciting 
colors in many a season. You'll 
also discover that Spanish and 
Moorish tile designs have influ- 
enced many of today’s patterns. 
And faithful, textured copies of 
brick, slate, and Italian marble 
are very much in evidence. For a 
photographic sampling, turn to 
page 154. Below is a closer look 
at the changing picture for vinyl 
flooring. 

Colors are brighter: A choice 
of vivid yellows, reds. or blues, 
each in a bold blending of dark, 
medium, and light shades is a 
part of the Facile collection of 
cushioned sheet vinyl by Flint- 
kote. Reds, yellows, or a hand- 
some mixture of forest greens 
are expressed in variations of 
Norager, one of Armstrong’s 
newest inlaid vinyls. Also from 
Armstrong: a light green and a 
sparkling blue compilation in 
Erik, a new homogeneous vinyl 
tile.

Texture has arrived: A print- 
ed brick pattern, on wallpaper, 


for example, rarely appears to , 


be more than it is—a reproduc- 
tion. But by adding texture to a 
brick floor design, flooring man- 
ufacturers have produced a coy- 
ering that is amazingly like the 
real thing, but easier to maintain. 

Texture does something else. 
“Grout lines” embossed in one 
tile match the next tile so well, 
those squared-off seams we’re ac- 
customed to seeing virtually van- 
ish. Same thing is true of the 
long seam between sheets of tex- 
tured vinyl. And one more bonus: 
textured floorcoverings are less 


slippery underfoot.

Abe tomatoes native to Mexico? No. The tomatoes we know 
apparently originated in wild forms in the Peru-Kcuador-Bo- 
livia area of the Andes. Presumably cultivated species of the 
tomato were carried north from there to Central America and 
Mexico, perhaps in the last two thousand years, much the way 
maize (corn) was carried by a migration of Indians long he- 
fore the arrival of white men. For more than 200 years alter 
1554, when the first known record of the tomato was written, 
this vegetable was gradually carried over the globe. Italians 
were the first to grow it for food (circa 1550). A few years 
later, the English, Spanish. and other mid-Europeans were 
growing tomatoes in their gardens for ornamental purposes 
only. By the middle of the 18th Century, tomatoes were grown 
for food extensively in Italy and, to some extent, in many 
European countries. The French called the tomato pomme 
d@amour; hence the English and early American term “love 
apple.” 

It is not until after 1776 that we find any record of to- 
matoes being raised in the U.S. In 1781, Jefferson, a great 
gardener, was growing them in Virginia. It is said thah a 
French refugee from Santo Domingo introduced the tomato to 
Philadelphia in 1789, and an Italian house painter, in 1802, to 
Salem, Massachusetts (Newport. Rhode Island, makes the same 
claim). However, the Newport Historical Society has in its pos- 
session a handwritten cookbook by a Mrs. Samuel Whitehorne, 
Sugar House Book. dated 1801, with a recipe for Tomato 
Ketchup. It seems safe to assume that Mrs. Whitehorne and 
other good New England housewives had been putting up to- 
mato ketchup for some time and that the Italian-painter story 
should be taken with the customary amount of salt. 


I it true tomatoes should be ripened in the dark? No. This 
editor and all her confreres in the food field have been saying 
for years, “Put your unripened tomatoes in a brown (nothing 
but brown would do) paper bag to ripen.” Well. the Agricul- 
tural Research Service of the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
did some extensive research on behalf of House BrauTiruL, 
and this is what they reported: 

“1. The best way to ripen fruits at home is to place them in 
a bag—any bag—or box along with a ripe apple (it must be 
really ripe). 2. For tomatoes,*peaches, pears, and apples. a 
transparent container would be best. 3. The container, what- 
ever it is, should not be airtight. but have a few holes punched 
in it. Here’s why: The ripe apple. or any other ripe fruit for 
that matter. gives off ethylene, a gas which stimulates unripe 
fruit to ripen. Ripe apples are recommended companions for 
the unripe fruit because they give off a lot of ethylene. The 
friit container should not be airtight because fruit breathes 

taking in oxygen and giving off carbon dioxide. High con- 
centrations of carbon dioxide can prevent ripening. The 
punched holes allow the excess carbon dioxide to escape, and 
although some ethylene from the apple will escape, too. enough 
will remain to speed up the ripening process. In addition. the 
air holes also prevent a high-humidity condition that might en- 
courage growth of decay organisms.

65°, ripening is retarded.” Hence, the refrigerator, when slow 
ripening is your objective. Once ripe, if not eaten immediately, 
tomatoes and other fruits should be refrigerated. 


W hat are beefsteak tomatoes? An old. large-fruited variety 
whose origin, says Burpee. the seed growers, has been lost in 
antiquity. Their presumption is that it earned the name “beef- 
steak” because the fruit is very large (from 12 ounces to 20 
ounces by weight). red, and juicy. 

Ponderosa, Belgian Giant. and Turkish Red, the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture writes, are frequently called beef- 
steak.

National Collection of Fine Arts of Smithsonian 
to occupy new gallery in renovated Patent Office 


atching its prestige as a world power, the nation’s capi- 
Maz is rapidly becoming a dynamic center of the arts. 

Forty-seventh museum to add luster to the scene is the 
new National Collection of Fine Arts, opening May 6th in the 
Old Patent Office. An old collection 
(Smithsonian-housed for 122 years) 
and an old building (begun in 1836) 
merge into a new gallery, exhibits 
drawn from its store of 11,000 paint- 





ings, sculpture, and works of graphic 
art. 

The renovated Patent Office, his- 
toric landmark, sheltered a Civil 
War hospital, where angel-of-mercy 
Clara Barton made her rounds. Presi- 
dent Lincoln held his second inau- 
gural ball in its hall of classic col- 
umns, now the museum’s Lincoln 
Gallery. 

Built of marble from Maryland, 
granite from Maine, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, and Maryland, and 
sandstone from George Washington’s 
once-owned quarries in Virginia, the 
splendid Greek Revival edifice covers 
two city blocks.

Where are the hotels of yesteryear? Gilt, grandiose, or 
gemiitlich, they've had to shape up with new looks and air 
conditioning or disappear before the current world-wide 
spate of new hotel building.

If their results don’t invariably 
rate rave notices, they are a vast 
improvement over even the recent 
past. Clearly, someone is trying. 
Intercontinental Hotels, it seems 
to us. do especially well by their 
decor, particularly as it is related 
to the design and atmosphere of 
the countries where they are lo- 
cated. The next in their global 
chain will be the Auckland Inter- 
continental, in New Zealand, and 
never did a city need a good 
hotel more. 

The St. Regis-Sheraton in New 
York City, one of the few grande 
dames among American hotels, 
has created some waves with 
their recent decorating redo. 
Greatest splash is Cecil Beaton’s 
lightsome redesign of an 18th- 
floor suite—white walls brilliant- 
ly contrasted to tangerine velvet 
draperies, sulphur-yellow carpet- 
ing, and vivid slashes of citron, 
scarlet, and violet in the furnish- 
ings. It’s a provocative marriage 
of modern with art nouveau (he 
has used some of the hotel’s origi- 
nal furniture) and dazzling color 
suggested by the Electric Circus 
—and the suite hasn’t been un- 
occupied since he tinted the water 
in the glass flower vases and 
called the job done. 


ie latest Hilton International 
(we think—they arise so fre- 
quently it’s hard to keep track) 
is the Curacao Hilton on the 
Dutch Antilles island of the same 
name. Architecturally, its exterior 
makes a good stab at reminiscing 
over the 17th-century Spanish- 
flavored Dutch gabled and pedi- 
mented buildings which are Cura- 
cao’s chief charm (by edict they 
are painted bright barley-sugar 
colors to relieve the tropical-sun 
glare). Inside, the hotel is all 
open, many-leveled modern, swept 
by the trade winds, each room bal- 
conied as well as air conditioned. 
The casino, in a detached build- 


ing, has the look of early stone- 


ramparts. 

The significance is not really 
in its decor, but is in the fact that 
the hotel is a resort in itself— 
and that is frequently what hotels 
are today. This is about to change 
the aura of Curacao from that of 
a commercial oil and trade center 
—and cruise-ship shopping stop- 
over—to that of a vacation island. 
The Hilton is outside the town of 
Willemstad. on blue Piscadera 
Bay; a beach has been created, a 
pool invites the sunbabies, a golf 
course is made available. and 
























there is a shopping area, leaded 
with free-port bargains. (Curacha 
has real free-port bargains in 
watches, jewelry, china, tabriedl 
perfumes, and all things elee 
tronic.) Expansion plans are al) 
ready drawn. The hotel is away

How to form 
AN ART 
COLLECTIO 


Advice for beginners, from an expert 








By SIR JOHN ROTHENSTEIN 


Visiting Professor of Art History, Fordham University 
Former Director of the Tate Gallery in London 


Broadly speaking, there are two ways to form a collection 
of pictures. The first is to study what the most celebrated 
collectors are buying. what the more fashionable art peri- 
odicals are recommending, and then—if you can afford it— 
to buy accordingly or to buy things of similar character. 
This procedure is the result of a desire to follow the ap- 
proved course and is justified by the belief that this some- 
how improves taste. The idea of developing one’s taste by 
basing it on the taste of those of greater experience and so- 
phistication seems to have much to recommend it. 

But I am convinced that there is another, and far better. 
way of forming a collection: that is. buy what you like. 
however remote it may be from respected or fashionable 
examples. A collection should be based on one’s own per- 
sonal taste. It so happens that. unlike our complexions, our 


hair. and much else, our taste improves with the passage of 





time. But only if it is genuine taste—based on pleasure. 
If you begin by following blindly somebody else’s taste 
—however excellent—you may well be giving yourself in- 
formation. But that is something—as we learn at school. if 
not before—quite different from pleasure. Information is 


useful, even invaluable. but pleasure should be the essential

motive. If you begin by buying what you ardently like, what 
you feel you simply must possess, its possession will teach 
you more than any other experience. If the picture you 
have bought is inferior, you yourself will detect its inferi- 
orities. If it is a fine one. your knowledge of its qualities 
will deepen. Your perceptions will have been sharpened by 
experience, and your next purchase will be better. 

Many collections—far more than is generally known— 
are in fact made by dealers or other professional advisers; 
but though they may be fine, their owners experience the 
satisfaction of possession instead of the intenser delight of 
true connoisseurship. [f you are a multimillionaire and in- 
tend to acquire examples from the tiny available stock of 
major masters, you need professional advice to protect you 
against forgers and exploiters. But in offering advice | am 
not thinking of multimillionaires in search of almost un- 
available Rembrandts and Titians or even Impressionists; I 
am thinking of people of more modest resources and less 
lofty—and less conventional—aspirations. 

When I say that Rembrandts and Titians are almost un- 
available. | mean almost and not quite. Not long ago a 
small junk dealer in a village near where we live in Oxford- 
shire bought an old painting at a local auction. When it 
proved to be too big to fit into his van, he offered it to an- 
other dealer for the price he had paid for it—five pounds. 
This painting, which proved to be a Rubens, after changing 
hands several times, was bought by the Louvre for several 
hundred thousand dollars. Then the barely credible hap- 
pened. The same junk dealer bought another old painting, 
also at a local auction. Determined, this time, that nothing 
should go wrong, he cleaned it and restored it himself and 
brought it around for me to look at. I do not give attribu- 
tions of privately owned works of art. but I told him that 
his painting was a Tintoretto, but that he had ruined it by 
his attentions, and it was worthless—an opinion confirmed 
by an authority on Tintoretto. 

My own experience as a collector for myself is meagre. 
As Director of the Tate I was compelled to give the Gallery’s 
trustees the opportunity of taking over anything | bought 
at the price I paid for it. | bought a small painting—inciden- 
tally, of American interest—“View of Windsor Castle” by 
Benjamin West, for 20 pounds. It now forms part of the 
Tate collection. 

The crucial question therefore is: What to look for. 
For aspiring collectors, the problems are difficult and 
numerous. Most dealers’ galleries are in New York City. 
The prices of works of art of almost every kind move con- 
tinuously upward. The upward movement is certain to con- 
tinue for at least two compelling reasons. The art of the 
Western World, at least, was largely made for possession by 
a small class in Europe. Now it is in almost universal de- 
mand. And in an inflationary society such as ours, even 
ordinary objects—let alone works of art—increase in value 
in relation to money. 

Broadly speaking, there is only one kind of artist whose

House Beautirut, May 1968 


On September 14th, a day of incessant 
rain and equinoctial turbulence, I came 
home to my apartment in New York 
City after a long day’s business into the 
night. It was 11:30 p.m., and I was tired. 
I stashed my dripping umbrella in the 
foyer, walked through the familiar dark 
of the living room into the bedroom, 
and began to peel off my wet clothing. 
Ten minutes later, when I stepped into 
the adjoining study to pick up my mail, 
I noticed a light in the living room. I 
thought, crossly, that I hadn’t turned on 
a light in there and went to investigate. 
The floor-length traverse curtains on the 
double windows were a solid mass of 
orange flame. 

I stood there paralyzed, not so much 
by terror as by the sight of my dear 
and personal treasures—books, pictures, 
boxes, and  bibelots—accumulated 
through many years in many places and 
often hard-bought. Some of them were 
the gifts of beloved friends and fraught 
with special sentiment. In a sense, they 
were the story of my life, and I stared 
at them in the weird light and, like the 
drowning man of the legend, began to 
recollect associations and occasions and 
moments of acquisition. Everything in 


the room stood out in bold relief. 


A SINISTER CRACKLE 


I was recalled to my senses by that 
sinister crackle that is almost more ter- 
rifying than the sight of fire, and I ran 
into the foyer, where my umbrella still 
dripped peacefully, opened the door and 
shouted: “Help! Help!” But in the old- 
fashioned, soundproof building where | 
live, no one heard me. I ran blindly back 
into the bedroom, to the telephone. This 
room was already billowing with thick, 
black smoke and in total darkness, for 

fire had shorted the electric system. 
roped for the telephone without be- 
able to find it. Neither could I locate 


ty slippers or my handbag, and it was 


becoming increasingly apparent to me 


that I had to get out. 

Foreswearing footgear and wallet. [ 
groped my way back to the living room. 
The flames now extended to a storage 
wall of tropical wood that covered the 
fireplace end of the room. I had been 
lovingly waxing this wall for ten years, 
and the waxed surface made an excellent 
conductor for the fire, which was leap- 
ing the entrance to the foyer and gnaw- 
ing at the bookshelves on the opposite 
wall. There was no exit in that direction. 
Fortunately the swinging door into the 
kitchen area—which I had often thought 
of closing up—was available, and I fled 
through the dark kitchen and out the 
service door, which many new _ apart- 


ments have omitted from floor plans. 


THE FIREMEN ARRIVE : 


I leaned against the elevator button, 
and when the manually operated car 
arrived, I shouted that my apartment 
was on fire and to call the fire depart- 
ment, and started back into the holo- 
caust. The elevator man reached out and — 
pulled me into the car. When we got to 
the main floor he sprinted to the corner 
to break the glass in the fire box and 
summon the engines. I stood in the lobby 
—bewildered, bereft, and barefoot. 

The fire department arrived with the 
speed of light, while the elevator man 
was still frantically warning other occu- 
pants of the building. In the hubbub I 
could not keep from admiring the speed 
and professionalism with which the 
slickered firemen swarmed up the stairs 
with their chemical kits and hoses. The 
mournful threnody of the sirens com- 
municated itself to my ears with a new 
significance. Shortly after midnight one 
of the captains advised me that the fire 
was out but that they would continue to 
pour water on the walls and floor and 
that it would not be wisdom for me to 


go back into the apartment before morn- 


ing. Charitable neighbors found me a 
pair of slippers and called my brother, 
who came to collect me. Soot-streaked 
and sodden, I went off into the night. 

While the drama of the conflagration 
sustained me through the night, when [| 
crept back the following morning, I 
arrived at the nadir of despair. The 
shambles was indescribable. and nothing 
in any room had escaped smoke, soot, 
fire. or water. The blackened window 
panes had all necessarily been broken 
out, and the grime of the city filtered in 
onto the charred mess. Falling plaster 
from the ceiling and walls mixed with 
the soaked, scorched carpets. Candles in 
a candelabra on a chest had melted down 
in stalagmite puddles on the furniture. 
Upholstered pieces were burned beyond 
recognition. Over all hung that rank 


odor of char, which lingered for months. 


COUNTING MY BLESSINGS 


While I waited for the offices of my 
insurance brokerage to open, I counted 
my blessings. (This was fortunate, be- 
cause I didn’t get around to that again 
for some time.) I was alive. If I had 
been asleep, it seems unlikely that I 
could have escaped. The fire had been 
contained in my own apartment, due to 
the fireproof construction of the build- 
ing. I had fire insurance. 

Shortly after 9 a.m. my broker and 
the adjuster for the company that held 
my policy arrived, as well as the adjuster 
for the insurance company of the apart- 
ment house. They all went over the apart- 
ment minutely, wrote reports that in- 
dicated the damage was severe, looked 
grave, instructed me to file a claim, and 
went away. 

An inspector from the city fire depart- 
ment arrived to investigate the possible 
cause of the blaze. He asked me a long 
list of questions: whether I had been 
smoking, whether somebody who had 


been in the apartment when I wasn’t 


there had been smoking. where I kept 
supplies of wood and kindling for the 
fireplace, where I kept inflammables such 
as lighter fluid. whether I had had any 
frayed lamp cords to my knowledge. He 
concluded that it was impossible to de- 
termine the cause of the fire, but said 
that it was probably an exposed wire or 
short circuit in the air-conditioning 
machine in the window, or in a lamp 
near the curtains, or in the stereo 
machine. He said that the fire may have 
been smoldering, and when I opened the 
foyer door from the corridor the evening 
before (this now seemed years ago), the 
draft had fanned it into flame. The in- 
spector wrote out a full report and went 
away. 

I then retrieved my insurance policy 
from the jammed drawer of a metal let- 
ter file in the study, which fortunately 
was fireproof. [ sat down on the rim of 
the bathtub, which was about the only 
thing intact, and read through my in- 
surance policy, including all the fine 
print, undoubtedly for the first time. It 


was very interesting. 


A 10-YEAR-OLD POLICY 


The policy had been written when | 
furnished the apartment and moved into 
it ten years before. It had been auto- 
matically renewed at given intervals, 
without review or up-dating. without 
taking into consideration inflationary 
trends or acquisitions, of which there 
were a large number. It became obvious 
immediately that my coverage was in- 
adequate. | was underinsured and would 
therefore not be remunerated at the 
maximum rate. All this information was 
contained in the policy in perfectly leg- 
ible type. and it was nobody’s fault but 
my own that I did not have proper 
coverage. The increase in the premium 
would have been minimal. 

I discovered that before I could file 


a claim | would have to provide the in- 
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surance company with an inventory of 
my possessions, their original costs, and 
estimates of the damage or proof of their 
destruction. I did not have such an in- 
ventory, and the thought of trying to 
construct one from memory turned me 


pale. 


‘THE MISSING COVERAGE 


I found that my policy did not con- 
tain a clause that would cover the cost 
of my living expenses elsewhere while 
I was being inconvenienced. This is a 
routine clause. which can be included 
in a fire-loss policy for very little extra 
cost. My broker had suggested that this 
clause be incorporated in the policy 
when it was originally written, but I 
had opted against it. 

No extra coverage had been provided 
for two paintings I had acquired and a 
few other pieces of fine art. One of those 
paintings had been totally destroyed in 
the fire. 

When I had digested this earth-shak- 
ing information and had decided that I 
would think about the inventory tomor- 
row, | telephoned the interior designer 
who had planned and installed the orig- 
inal interiors when I moved into the 
apartment. I asked him to survey the 
disaster and advise me what to do. He 
arrived on the scene immediately, ac- 
companied by the business manager of 
his firm, and provided the first reassur- 
ance I had experienced. 

Although he seemed nonplussed that 
I did not have an inventory of the furn- 
ishings, he said immediately he would

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Thankfully, there are a great many things 
you can do to cut down the chances of 
fire ever starting in your home. 

Prevention begins with a knowledge 
of what starts home fires. Number one 
on the list of causes, year after year, is 
smoking and careless use of matches. Al- 
most one of every four residential fires 
is touched off this way- 

Cigarettes are the biggest hazard. Near- 
ly every smoker, at one time or another, 
has walked out of a room, leaving be- 
hind a glowing cigarette forgotten on the 
edge of an ashtray. Many a fire has be- 
eun when that cigarette burned down, re- 
distributing its weight, and toppled out 
of the ashtray. When a lighted cigarette 
lodges in upholstery, smoldering could 
go on for hours before fire breaks out. 

The obvious cure: Keep track of lighted 
cigarettes. You might also buy the style 
of ashtrays that eventually snuff out a 
neglected cigarette. 

For the better part of your life you've 
probably heard “Don’t smoke in bed.” 


A good maxim. Not only do a sizable 


It won't prevent fire. It won’t protect 
property. But it can warn you of fire and 
protect the most precious thing of all— 
your life. A good fire-alarm system, prop- 
erly installed and backed by a well-re- 
hearsed plan of escape. can give you the 
necessary few minutes of time. 

What is a fire-alarm system, actually? 
It’s a series of heat detectors—small ther- 


mostats that respond to an abnormal rise 





of temperature in a given area—smoke de- 
tectors that respond to smoldering fumes, 
and an audible alarm. When these compo- 
nents are correctly connected in an elec- 
trical system—and when the power supply 


is adequate—the heat and smoke detectors 





will trip a central alarm when an abnor- 
mally high temperature or heavy smoke 


appears in any part of the house. 
WHAT IS MOST IMPORTANT? 


1. Component parts should be tested and 
labeled by accredited agencies. Under- 
writers’ Laboratories. Inc. (UL). and Fac- 
tory Mutual Laboratories (FM) are the 


two agencies in the United States that 


number of cigarette and match fires start 
here, but an estimated 20 to 30 percent 
of home-fire deaths are the result of such 
conflagrations. 

Another old. but wise rule: Teach chil- 
dren to stay away from matches. Last 
year, while playing with matches. young- 
sters set in the neighborhood of 26,000 
home fires. 

Where else? Some smokers—men espe- 
cially—grind out cigarettes in the nearest 
wastebasket. a risky habit. And when a 
closet light burns out, there are people 
who strike a match to search for what 
they want. Always have a working flash- 


light handy, and make use of it. 


HOME EQUIPMENT FIRES 


Dubious honors for second and third 
places among causes of home fires go to 
heating (including cooking) and electri- 
cal hazards. A small percentage of these 
is due to uncontrollable mechanical fail- 
ures. But very few. An overwhelming 


majority could have been prevented by

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alertness. 


regularly test fire-detection equipment. 
One of their seals should be on heat and 
smoke detectors, wiring and tubing, the 
control panel, and the audible alarm. 
Most systems are designed specifically to 
meet the needs of an individual house, 
but there are kits that include the basics, 
which can be supplemented as necessary. 
2. Heat detectors must cover all dan- 
ger areas in the house. Heat detectors 
protect you from the “hot fire.” which 
produces flame and heat but Jittle smoke. 
All enclosed areas—attics, hallways, clos- 
ets. bathrooms. laundries, garages, as 
well as tops-of stairways. landings, and 
basements should be protected by one or 
more heat detectors. Basements, often over- 
looked, are potentially the most dangerous 
areas of the house because of the electrical 
and heating equipment concentrated there. 

In an installation tailored to the size 
and the layout of the house by a qualified 
technician familiar with the standards of 
the National Fire Protection Association— 
a 72-year-old organization accepted as

At the sodden end of January, when tempers and faces are 
fusty with indoors, spring puts a tentative foot down in 
Atlanta. There is the first timid flush of yellow forsythia, 
polite as a poor relation, uncertain as a twelve-year-old 
at dancing class. The red flowering quinces follow, bolder 
and tougher, and a spiky, defiant daffodil or two, and 
perhaps a few suicidal camellias, made giddy by a spell of 
warm February treachery. 

After them, the deluge. Spring—the genuine article, 
the full-time, live-in Atlanta spring—doesn’t unfurl in slow, 
sweet ribbons. It comes in with ruffles and flourishes, with 
a great, gleeful whoop of rowdy azaleas, battalions of reck- 
less tulips, a cannonade of dogwood. Small, fierce deploy- 
ments—the little bulbs, the hyacinths and iris, the thrift 
and candytuft and pansies—overrun the precise, bare bones 
of winter. The purple and white wisteria smothers the last 
remnants of resistance with implacable benevolence. The city 
is secured within a week. 

Nowhere is the incredible explosion of flower power so 
evident as in Atlanta’s venerable Northwest. This small, 
cloistered wedge of residential real estate is Atlanta’s Camelot 
—proud, stately, furred with graceful age, totally insulated 
from the cheerful mayhem generated by the city’s super- 
charged growth. Meandering streets are vaulted with fine 
old hardwoods, flanked with massive dowager houses, cool 
as caverns, quiet with the silence that falls only in the 
Camelots of this world. Lawns are enormous; great velvet 
vistas, like the one that frames the Hugh Nunnally home on 


Blackland Road (previous page) are almost de rigueur. 


t is this depth, this foil of greenery stretching away, 

this absolute generosity of panoramic space that 

makes of Atlanta’s Northwest such an out-and-out 
fantasia in the spring. Gardens—if such phalanxes of color 
rioting unashamedly mile after mile can be called such— 
come swarming out of hillsides, surging up from creek 
banks, lapping at houses. Most of them, like the sprawling 
old houses they threaten to engulf, are infinitely longer on 
charm and spectacle than on careful, mathematical planning. 
Atlanta has its share of able landscape designers, but hap- 
pily for the spectator, they have been largely content here to 


let the careening s« ope and the random, puckish cant of 


the hills do their own designing. There are very few small, 
structured, witty bowers in the Northwest. They would look 
absurd and nervous, like a kitten steering a Cadillac. 
Particularly during the glorious two or three weeks in 
April and early May, when everything lets go at once, 
garden fever assumes the proportions of monomania. House- 
and-garden tours throng the Northwest like regiments of 
cavalry. Motorists from hundreds iles away make the 


dappled canyons next to impassable. ts of the area 
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do a moderate amount of “never again” muttering (“Haber- 
sham Road in May looks like Indianapolis in aspic,” one 
veteran was heard to grumble), but the muttering is under- 
laid with the bemused pride of a fond parent for a beautiful, 
precocious child. 

Atlantans carry on as if they invented gardens. What their 
gardens lack in linear innovation they make up in livability. 
Atlantans use them as natural extensions of their lives. They 
potter in them, toil and sweat in them, sit in them in the 
cool of the fierce spring afternoons. They have meals and 
meetings in them, teas and tours in them, family reunions 
in them. They bow to society in them. Generations of 
Atlantans have courted in gardens all over the city, and not a 
few marry there. Beloved pets lie in state in countless family 
gardens, and every year a new crop of barefoot, towheaded 
children take their first steps staggering after the tall, 


omnipresent yardman and his stable of wonderful gadgets. 


lants have a mystique all their own, almost an 

animus, and are treated with respectful affec- 

tion. Fond relatives are just as apt to give a 
newlywed couple a cutting from the cherished Pride of 
Mobile that Grandfather planted for Grandmother when 
they married as a piece of silver; and the youngsters, having 
learned to be garden-proud before they could walk, would 
probably rather have it. Veranda conversation at the country 
club dwells on a newly acquired rose bush as often as on a 
new Rolls-Royce. Rivalry for the services of a particularly 
experienced and intuitive yardman is keen, sometimes to 
the point of bribery and larceny. Plants are things to be 
lived with, cherished, savored; like children, there is de- 
light in all their seasons, and they are lavished with love 
and discipline and plain dirt wisdom through all of them. 
One old gentleman, a silver-thatched patrician whose family 
helped build Atlanta back from the ashes of the Civil War, 
speaks to his favorite azaleas by name. He has raised and 
shown them for 45 of his 70 years, he explains, and by this 
time he figures they should be on a first-name basis. 

The difference between just a garden and an Atlanta 
garden is crystal clear to Atlantans, even if the logic escapes 
everyone else. It’s a matter of splendor for service’s sake, 
a sense of the fitness of form for function. Atlanta’s cherished 
conviction that no one else knows how to use a garden is, 
perhaps, a naive and insular point of view, but it is as 
inalterably woven into the native fabric as Coca-Cola and 
Georgia Tech, and will endure just as long. An Atlanta 
matron, serving as a delegate to a national garden-club 
conclave in San Francisco, toured a prize-winning plot in 
an elegant residential section of that worldly city. She 
looked on in tight-lipped silence as her hostess pointed 
out the wire sculptures, the modular planters, the reflecting 
pools, the rare specimens of exotic Western flora inset in 
smooth white pebbles like a surrealistic chess set. “That’s 
no garden,” sniffed the Atlantan, unable to contain herself. 
“That's an agricultural experiment station. Just imagine

Pound Cake 


4 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon ground mace 
Pinch salt 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

2 cups (4 sticks) butter 

2 cups sugar 

10 eggs, separated 

2 tablespoons Cognac 


Butter a 10-inch tube pan thoroughly, 
including all the curves and the tube. 
Coat lightly with flour, dumping out any 
excess. Set aside. 

Sift the flour, then measure. Then 
sift again with mace, salt, and baking 
powder. Set this aside. 

Cream or work the butter until soft 
and fluffy. Best done in an electric mixer. 
Gradually add the sugar. When all the 
sugar is in, add the egg yolks. one at a 
time, beating hard after each addition. 
Then stir in the Cognac with a wooden 
spatula. Next, the flour. several table- 


spoons at a time, beating hard.

Beat the egz whites until they hold 
firm, shiny peaks when beater is held 
straight up. Vigorously beat about a 
third of the whites into the batter with 
a wire whisk. Then, with a rubber spat- 
ula, carefully fold in the remainder, 
making sure the whites are all combined, 
Pour into the prepared pan. 

Bake in a preheated 350° oven for 35 
minutes. Reduce heat to 325° and con- 
tinue baking another 25 minutes or un- 
ul a toothpick inserted in the center 
comes out dry. Place the pan on a rack 
for 10 minutes, then invert. If the cake 
sticks, run a metal spatula under it. 

When cake is cold, wrap securely in 
Saran or foil. It is best served a day 
or so after baking.

HOW TO CHOOSE A FIRE-ALARM SYSTEM

fire prevention and standards for 
home  fire-alarm — systems—all 
these important areas will be coy- 
ered and, if installed profession- 
ally, none of the wiring need 
show. 

According to the NFPA, an 
average two-story, three-bedroom 
house will require 18 to 20 heat 
detectors. In an unusually large 
room or one with alcoves. more 
than one heat detector may be 
required. If each detector is in- 
stalled on the ceiling according 
to “linear-spacing” standards, it 
will trigger the alarm in time. If 
one detector is expected to coy- 
er too large an area, the fire may 
get out of control before the sen- 
sor triggers the alarm. The trig- 
gering will vary 
since. obviously, a high tempera- 


temperature 


ture in a living room is not so 
high as a normal temperature in 
an attic. 

3. One or more smoke detec- 
tors are necessary. These detec- 
tors warn against the “smoldering 
fire,” which is especially insidi- 
ous at night. A cigarette spark 
in bedding or in an upholstered 
sofa can produce clouds of dead- 


ly fumes before flames appear or . 


are hot enough to trigger a heat 
detector. Dense smoke can also 
reduce visibility and make escape 
more difficult. If one smoke detec- 
tor is used in a house where bed- 
rooms are clustered, it should be 
placed between the bedroom area 
and the rest of the house. Where 
bedrooms are placed at random 
on one or more floors, more than 
one smoke detector may be nec- 
essary for complete nighttime 
protection. These should be in- 
stalled in the bedrooms as well 
as the corridors. The larger the 















its plan, the greater the need for 
several smoke detectors. 

4. The alarm must be loud 
enough. It should be loud enough 
to wake you when you are asleep 
behind closed and_ its 
sound must be different from oth- 
er household signals. It should be 
placed in the master bedroom, or 
in a corridor outside the master 
bedroom, because night ‘4s the 
most dangerous time. If the fire 
alarm is connected to a burglar 
alarm system, there should be a 
steady signal for the fire warning, 
which will ring until the heat 
subsides, and an intermittent sig- 
nal for false entry. The alarm 
may also be connected to sound 
through a music intercom system. 


doors, 


It is wise also to have an exteri- 
or alarm. so that neighbors can 
call the fire department in case of 
fire while you are away. 

5. Be sure to have a reliable 
source of electricity. Electricity 
from the primary source of house 
current is reduced to six or twelve 
through a_ transformer. 
There should also be a secondary: 
source in case of a power failure 
—standby emergency power by 
wet- or dry-cell batteries. Power 
from the house should be tapped 
at the main electrical service en- 
trance, not from one of the ex- 
isting circuits, so a simple over- 
load won’t knock out the alarm 
system. The minimum require- 
ment for power from the trans- 
former is six volts. Larger sys- 
tems for larger houses may need 
ten- or twelve-volt battery power. 
It must not exceed 30 volts. 

6. There must be a way to test

the system. Alarm, batteries, cir- 
cuits, heat and smoke detectors

hould be tested periodically. A 
ood system will have built-in 
jesting equipment—buttons, sig- 
al lights. or meters—which can 
be used without damaging the 
neat-sensing devices. They should 
Feset automatically. Some systems 
san be tested by lighting a match 
ander a thermostat or by the heat 
‘rom a hot rag. You should alw ays. 
iccording to the NFPA, test the 
system once a week. If this seems 
excessive, consider the possible 
consequences of being casual. 


Costs 


The cost of a properly installed 
system for an average-size house 
would be between $300 and $900. 
The spread in price is due to the 
‘ype of system. labor costs. and 
the amount of equipment re- 
quired. A heat detector. for in- 
stance, will cost $10 or $15; a 
smoke detector, because of its 
more sensitive and sophisticated 
apparatus, can go as high as 
$100. This is not the place to 
stint. as an inadequate system 
may be worse than none at all 
because it causes false security. 


Other possibilities 


| If you are now renting a house 
or an apartment and wish to 


avoid an expensive permanent in- 





stallation, there are alternatives 


easily transferable from one 
home to another. 

They are called “single-station” 
alarm devices in which heat de- 
tectors and audible alarms are 
self-contained. One type is de- 
signed to be plugged into an or- 
dinary household electrical outlet.

spring-wound contains a 
heat-sensitive metal coil that un- 
winds to trigger a buzzer. An- 
other is a small cylinder of 
compressed gas (freon). The heat 
melts a fusable element and the 
escaping gas sounds a loud whis- 
tle or horn. (Sometimes these can 


be connected as a series.) 
Drawbacks 


Single-station units are gener- 
ally less attractive and more ob- 
trusive on your living-room walls. 
When buying and installing one 
of these alarms, you leave gaps 
in your protection. If you install 
such a device in your basement. 
for example, and fire breaks out 
in your living room. it would not 
warn you in time, perhaps not at 
all. 

You could cover every danger 
zone in your house, but the total 


price of so many units would 





amount to the price of a built-in 
system. which would be far safer. 
Again, a fire in the basement will 
trigger the basement alarm. but, 
asleep upstairs in a bedroom, 
you may not hear it. 

Some mechanical or gas-oper- 
ated single-station alarms are ap- 
proved by UL or FM. They are 
given space ratings, so many to a 
given area, and are used success- 


fully in open-plan houses. 
Warnings 
Be wary of inexpensive gadgets 
and door-to-door salesmen. Some 
of the large companies who mar- 
ket accredited 
fire-alarm systems will also make 


components for 


the installation. This is the best 
idea. Other companies will put 
you in touch with local electri- 
cians or contractors. You can, if 
you prefer, negotiate with your 
own electrician, provided he and 
you are aware of the needs and 
techniques involved. It pays to 
look into several systems and to 
get more than one estimate on 
the installation. Whatever kind of 
fire-warning devices you use—an 
electrical built-in system or a se- 
ries of gas cylinders throughout 
your house, make sure that the 
technician who installs them is 
familiar with the placing of ther-

How best to take advantage of 
them? [I do not propose to sug- 
gest names because, as I said 
earlier, it is essential that the 
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collector be guided by his or her 
own taste. But it is possible to 
offer some general suggestions. 

Many American cities—almost 
all major ones—possess excellent 
art museums, where modern art 
in particular has been perceptively 
assembled. Haunt your city mu- 
seum assiduously, with a view to 
discovering what you yourself 
really enjoy. 

If you wish to begin cautious- 
ly, it is worth inquiring whether 
the artists who most appeal to 
you make prints. If they do— 
and print-making is widely and 
finely practiced today—buy a 
few and see how they “wear” on 
your walls. I should perhaps ex- 
plain that by [ do not 


mean reproductions of paintings 


prints 


but “multiple originals” made by 
the artists themselves—by lithog- 
raphy or some other process— 
in limited editions. Then. when 
you are sure, buy an original 
painting. If you can persuade the 
artist or dealer to let you have 
it in your home—without obliga- 
tion to 


buy—for a couple of 


weeks, you will probably find 
it much easier to make up your 
mind. 

If your choice falls upon 
young, little-known artists, it will 
give you at least two advantages: 
You will be able to make your 
choice from a wide range of their 


work, and it will cost you little. 


i SPITE of the evident and 
numerous difficulties it presents 
to the

collector, I believe the 
ly rewarding. As other fields tend 
to become more and more the 
preserves of the public museum 
or the very rich, the modern 
field is almost as open as it ever 
was. “Almost,” because circum- 
stances and preference are di- 
recting the attention of a stead- 
ily increasing number of collec- 
tors toward the art of our own 
time.

Which is why 
you are warned against inserting 
a multiple attachment plug into 
an outlet for anything but tempo- 
rary duty. You’re running the risk 
of overloading the outlet. Only 
temporary duty. as well. for long 
extension cords. Nor is it wise to 
run cords of any kind beneath 
rugs. And replace frayed wiring 
as soon as you spot it. 

If you must use an extension 
cord for a short time, make cer- 
tain the wire size is commensu- 
rate with the appliance demand. 
Too small a wire can easily over- 
heat, for example, if attached to 
an iron or electric space heater. 

Finally, look for the UL label 
on all electrical appliances, all 
wiring, plugs, outlets. and exten- 
sions.

Would you believe that normal- 
ly responsible people set off over 
60,000 home fires last year by 
burning trash improperly out of 
doors? It’s true, and authorities 
expect about the same number 
this year. 

If you must burn rubbish or 
leaves on your property, do it in 
a safely designed, covered incin- 
erator. Better yet, have it hauled 
away. Then keep your grounds 
cleared of combustible materials. 

In fact, why not make a point 
now to clean out yard, 
and house.

on pages 76-79—had beginnings in the 19th Century

We are so accustomed to seeing 
outdoor furniture made of iron, 
wire, rustic wood, and wicker that 
we tend to identify it with our 
own century. but many of today’s 
designs are exact reproductions 
of furniture first made over a hun- 
dred years ago. There is perhaps 
some relevance in the motivation 
that produced this furniture and 
in the ever increasing popularity 
it enjoys today. 
During the 19th Century, a 
great fascination for 
with new and specific purposes 
developed. Important industrial 
advances early in the century 
made it possible to mass-produce 
furniture, and materials such as 
iron and wire lent themselves par- 
ticularly well to the new mecha- 
nization. United States Patent Of- 
fice records for the second half of 


furniture 


the century show that inventors 
and designers were preoccupied 
with incorporating coil springs 
and other components that made 
furniture more comfortable and 
also allowed pieces to be con- 
verted to some other form. Indus- 
trial progress and greater com- 
fort were the most important in 
shaping the design furniture took. 

However, another current, es- 
sentially romantic, ran concur- 
rently with the new mechaniza- 
tion. Architects and tastemakers 
advocated rustic retreats and 
quaint cottages in the country, a 
reaction against the industrial- 
ization of cities. 

An intrinsic part of country 
living was a proper garden. In 
general, the romantic landscape 
garden, which had its roots in the 
great parks of 18th-century En-

gland, was the kind preferred for 
meditation and a feeling of close- 
ness to nature. Specialized out- 
door furniture was developed to 
allow proper bodily relaxation. 
The simplest type was one that 
an individual could make for him- 
self. It was made from _ tree 
branches and roots in their nat- 
ural state, combined in a furni- 
ture form. This rustic furniture 
depended for its overall beauty 
on the skill and ability of the man 
who put together the separate 
elements. One of the foremost 
tastemakers of the mid-19th Cen- 
tury was Andrew Jackson Down- 
ing. His interests ranged from 
architecture, furniture, and_ in- 
terior decoration to plants and 
gardens, which were a speciality, 
as he owned a nursery in New- 
burgh, New York. 

Downing was a prolific writer, 
and his various works abound 
with information about rustic fur- 
niture. He believed that if rustic 
benches were placed in inviting 
spots, people could enjoy at lei- 
sure the natural beauty of their 
gardens. Because of Downing’s 
special interest in plants and gar- 
dens, he founded a_ periodical 
called The Horticulturist. 

A chief attraction of rustic fur- 
niture was that it could be made 
by anyone who could use saw, 
axe, gauge, hammer, and nails; a 
certain amount of artistic ability 
as well as a bit of practice pro- 
duced a better result. Pear and 
apple trees were generally pre- 


ferred as a basic material. be- 

cause their branches were often 

quite gnarled and picturesque.

evolved. Seats and roundabouts 
for two, three (right), and four 
were devised so that sitting back 
to back it was possible to con- 
verse comfortably. Such pieces 
were intended for use on the 
porch and in the garden house, 
but occasionally they found their 
way into the drawing room. 

Now let us see what was pro- 
duced as a direct result of the 
Industrial Revolution. Wire and 
cast iron were materials that 
could be manufactured very inex- 
pensively as a result of mechani- 
cal innovations. It was soon dis- 
covered that the wire could be 
twisted into an infinite variety of 
forms. Chairs, settees. tables, 
plant stands, benches, and stools 
were all fashioned of it. Some- 
times the elaboration of the

curves and scrolls was directly 
related to the rococo-revival style 
(page 21), which was popular 
in the second half of the century. 

Again, it was the books on 
taste that dealt with furniture 
of this type. A typical example is 
J. J. Thomas’ Rural Affairs, pub- 
lished in 1860. Thomas was inter- 
ested in the use of wire and iron 
chairs in gardens, especially a 
“traveling chair” that could be 
folded to make it easier to move. 
The “S” scrolls of the rococo- 
revival style are evident as the 
chief design elements of these 
chairs. Thomas stated that the 
traveling chair or armchair 
(above) could be had for $4.50! 

From the middle of the cen- 
tury onward, cast iron was strong- 
ly recommended by tastemakers 
for outdoor use because of its 
beauty, durability, and cheapness. 
Furniture was made in pieces and 
then assembled with screws so 
that it had the added attraction 
of being easy to ship. Designs 
ranged from rustic and Gothic to 
rococo, and sometimes a combi- 
nation of these. [ron furniture 


was painted black or slate gray 







so that it would not stand out 
from the landscape setting in 
which it was placed. The 19th- 
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century tastemakers loathed the 
use of white paint; they would be 
horrified to see the quantity of 
furniture that is painted that 
color today. 

One of the most interesting 
cast-iron pieces to be developed 
was a settee with a combination 
of Gothic and rococo-revival de- 
tail. In 1860, this settee could be 
bought from F.D. Beats & Co. in 
New York City for between $17 
and $20, depending on the finish. 
A number of benches of this type 
have survived. Naturalistic \and 
romantic designs were also fa- 
vored, one of the most appealing 
being a bench whose back was 
formed of fern fronds (below)— 
if you look carefully you will see 
squirrels eating nuts at the bases 
of the fronds. 

Outdoor furniture of the 19th 
Century is just as relevant for us 





today as when it was made; many 
of the same molds and patterns 
are still being used in rustic, rat- 
tan, reed, wire, and cast iron. 
Perhaps the great renaissance of 
interest in this essentially roman- 
tic furniture reflects a desire to 
escape again to a quaint retreat 
from the city and its mechaniza- 
tion where quiet contemplation 


will be possible. @

about cooking with herbs

What is the difference between a 
sweet herb, a salad herb, and a 
pot herb? Sweet herbs are those 
whose leaves. sometimes seeds 
and roots, are useful in seasoning 
(thyme, dill, etc.) ; salad herbs 
are what you might assume— 
fresh herbs that can be chopped 
and salads. Broadly 
speaking, they are interchange- 


able with sweet herbs. The pot, 


used in 


one of the earliest cooking uten- 
sils, was and remains one of the 
simplest ways of preparing a 
meal. Everything went into the 
pot suspended over a fire; thus, 
the leaves of cabbage, spinach, 
known as “pot

How do you keep fresh parsley? 
Run the parsley under cold water, 
shake off any excess, then store 
in a jar with a secure cap. Re- 
frigerate. As you use the parsley, 
pour off any water that has col- 
lected on the bottom of the con- 
tainer and pick off any leaves 
that have turned or are turning 
yellow. Handled like this, fresh 
parsley will keep up to two weeks 
and sometimes longer. 


When are herbs added to a dish? 
You can't be specific about this.

Can fresh and dried herbs be 
used interchangeably? In most in- 
stances, but the proportions are 
different. Dried herbs are much 
more concentrated than fresh. If 
a recipe calls for 1 teaspoon, of 
dried. you should use 3 teaspoons 
or 1 tablespoon chopped fresh 
herbs—the ratio is 1 to 3. 


How can you tell if herbs are too 
old to use? Make the sniff test. 
If an herb doesn’t answer your 
nose with conviction, discard it. 


Right and wrong at the same time

said that ground rosemary was 
not available and advised a reader 
to grind it in the electric blender.

An inside-track itinerary, set down by one who lives there, of Rome’s rich, secret 
variety — places to go and things to see that casual travelers rarely know about

ome, Queen of Cities, City of God, Hollywood-on-the- 

Tiber ...some say it isn’t a city at all but a synthesis of 
several cities rolled into one, and that is perhaps the reason 
why this gallimaufry of honey-colored stone lying asprawl over 
hills and plains and across the Tiber so firmly resists all at- 
tempts at neat, concise description. 

Pagan Rome, Early Christian Rome, Medieval Rome, Re- 
naissance Rome, Baroque Rome, and Modern Rome, all living 
harmoniously if illogically together, add up to the Eternal 
City that we know—immeasurable treasure trove to be un- 
earthed and more rewarding corners to be explored than could 
ever be crowded into any one brief stopover. But as everything 
—from the salubrious climate to the Romans’ eagerness to 
please—aids and abets the visitor, he may be sure of making 
at least a dent in things. See the most famous landmarks, for 
they are all worth seeing. But there is much to be seen that the 


tours don’t encompass, and which the guidebooks either omit

or consign to the smallest print. There are, for example, the 
fabulous markets. 

There exists a market for almost anything you can name. 
Some are vast and overflowing with color and variety, others 
are small and select, and still others are drab and rather 
trashy. All offer a unique view of the Romans and their modus 
vivendi, as well as an insight into Mediterranean business 
methods. Whether the considered purchase be an antique or a 
chicken for the pot, the transaction will involve a nice balance 
of charm, guile, and perspicacity on the parts of both buyer 
and seller, and the dramatic heights that are sometimes 
reached in the process of coming to terms provide good 
theatre for all. 

The most entertaining of all these is the I'lea Market.

\oainst the muted purple twilight of an early 
summer sky, a striking six-pavilion house is 
sharply etched by its own lighting. Here, from 
the rooftop, the open courts between the pavil- 
ions are pierced by bright shafts from cylin- 
drical spotlights. The small bubble skylights 
seem suspended at random in the darkness. 

The house. a summer retreat that overlooks 
Bristol Sound, is surrounded by lush green 
meadow filled with thousands of wildflowers. 
‘T didn’t want to disturb that pretty meadow,” 
said Architect Hueh Newell Jacobsen. “The 
problem was to put up a building spacious 
enough to accommodate the owners and their 
constant flow of visitors without overwhelming 
the serenity of the meadow. We came up with 
s pavilions, so we could seatter the space in 
what is—from a distance—a rather low. un- 
prepossessing house.” 

Closer, and within, the pace changes, the 
mood shifts: Suddenly the space soars as ceil- 


ings rise in the center of each pavilion and

To the right, 
the living room: to the left, the kitchen. 
In the plan, logically, spaces for living 
surround the larger court: spaces for read- 
ing and sleeping surround the smaller court.

The architect talks about what 
goes on inside the houses he designs 


There is a Hugh Jacobsen signature—a recurrent theme of cypress exteriors, 
glass walls, white interiors, island placement of furniture, the small winding 
staircase in the midst of all the vastness. And, their rationales—his word— 
are the pleasures of comfort, the aggravations of maintenance, the response 
of his rooms to the people in them. 

“My interiors, I’ve been told, look very stark and cold. They do. Terrify- 
ing. But when my ladies get in there with their vinyl dresses and skin tones 
and hair, they are not competing with some chair that pretends to be sculpture. 
At a dining table, for instance, the most important thing is to sit there with 
nice people and talk. And the women must look absolutely attractive. Even 
Brigitte Bardot can’t compete with gold plates on a leopard tablecloth. You 
couldn’t find her.” 

Does a summer house present special problems? “Different kinds of space 
work well in beach houses, where the main worry is whether the sun is com- 
ing out—and what to do if it doesn’t.” In this Rhode Island house, where 
the owners may live year-round eventually, “you can get serious without 
feeling way out of bounds.” 

One “serious” contribution to space that Mr. Jacobsen likes is the Barcelona 
chair by Mies van der Rohe, noticeably absent in this summer house. “It’s 
a very urban chair that doesn’t lend itself to sandy bathing suits or coming 
in from sailing. You must sit down in the Barcelona with your legs crossed 
and discuss some rather serious stuff.” 

Then do the sofas by Joe Colombo in the living room lend themselves 
to sandy bathing suits? “Absolutely. The sofas are glove leather and lac- 
quered white, easy to clean, and incredibly comfortable. You can put your 
feet up as you do when you’re at the beach. Colombo cuts those nifty holes 
in the back of the sofa and lightens the whole piece. You put your hand 
in the hole and actually pick it up, and you feel “Well now, that sofa isn’t 
so heavy after all.” 

Mr. Jacobsen is protective of his space and aware of sticky-fingered chil- 
dren. The white-wall rationale: “White walls are easier for kids. You wash 
off the mud and the jam and the peanut butter and all of the other inevitables, 
and no color pigment comes off. 

“But the main reason for white walls is that you erase the corner and 
the room looks bigger. . . . All the windows in this house have a pocket in 
the ceiling where the shades go. The Roman shade just works well with my 
architecture. If you have a room that’s all white and very hard-edged and 
you drag a curtain over it, suddenly it gets out of balance. Your whole 
spatial concept changes.” 

Again, on the concept of space. “There are two concepts of Door. It’s 
like Window. Is Door a punch in the wall—like a hole cut in the wall? 
Or is it where the wall ends? My rooms look bigger, and when the door ends 
at the ceiling, I have the illusion of more space.” 

Hugh Jacobsen is always involved with the outer and inner workings of 
the houses he designs. “I don’t know how an architect can work without 
knowing what’s going on inside the building. When you’re responsible for 
a whole building—for everything that comes out of the funny back of your 


head—you better damn well feel fond of everything that’s in there.”—S.N. 








OVERLOOKING LOS ANGELES 


HACIENDA 
ON A HILLTOP 


On a private promontory, at the end of a quiet cul-de-sac in the Santa 












Monica mountains, a low one-story house presents a pair of richly carved 






Spanish doors to the world. Behind these doors, a brick-paved courtyard, 






\~ the cool murmur of a splashing fountain, and beyond—under a tile roof— 
the entrance loggia of the home of Donald E Ross. Through this loggia, 
flanked by the two wings of an H-shape house, is an azure pool and a mag-

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The two wings of the house, see plan 
above, reach to the edge of the promontory, 
forming sheltering arms for the narrow pool 
set in the broad-decked patio.

A view, left, from the terrace looking back 
to the loggia and the master-bedroom wing.

AND

he bird that “wears the sky on 

his back. the earth on _ his 

breast” and sings a_ brilliant 

song of full-throated rapture is 
flirting his blue wings again in back- 
yards and gardens. 

The bluebird has steadily retreated 
from an urbanization that destroyed his 
woodlands and nesting sites in a dead 
apple tree or old woodpecker hole, poi- 
soned his food, and made him an easy 
prey of predators. But a host of friends 
are rallying around his cause. 


If you believe he’s worth saving, this 


sweet caroler, whose plaintive “tu-a-wee, 
tu-a-wee’ welcomed the Pilgrim Fathers, 
you can join his other friends who are 
working to bring him back. 

Bird lovers, amateur naturalists. and 
ornithologists. loosely banded together 
across the United States and Canada. 
are proving that people with a definite 
goal and a consistent plan can rescue 
birds that seemed headed for oblivion. 

Their program—to create havens of 
refuge—has inspired thousands of home- 
owners to help, often right on their

t takes 80 years to grow an Ameri- 

can elm. a tree that sprouts from 

a tender seedling and rises in awe- 

some majesty to the height of a 
twelve-story building. If the tree falls 
prey to Dutch elm disease. this mighty 
patriarch can be felled in an hour by a 
demolition crew. 

The elm, which vaults its branches 
skyward, forming leafy arches over our 
city streets and country lanes, is as 
familiar to the American scene as the 
golden dome of the nation’s Capitol. Al- 
ready we have lost a third of our elms 

















and spent hundreds of millions of dollars 
trying to halt the beetle spreading the 
dread killer. 

Dutch elm disease can be controlled, 
and scientists search for a cure. If the 
American elm becomes extinct. it will 
not be because of disease but because 
we stopped planting it. 

The bright hope today for slowing the 
spread of Dutch elm disease depends 
upon a little French ally—a tiny wasp 
hardly bigger than a gnat. It is a 
natural enemy of the elm-bark beetle.

is a rewarding interest, says 





favorites 
Charles H. Callison, head of the Na- 
tional Audubon Society. “It's fun to 
watch birds, and the more you learn 
about the way they live, the more you 
understand the intricate balance on 
which all life on earth depends,” he says. 

The important step in the bring-the- 
bluebird-back campaign has been to re- 
create a natural habitat in backyards, 
gardens, orchards, or woodlots, where 
berry-bearing shrubs and holly, mul- 
berry, and sumac trees are left un- 
pruned, where wild grapes and honey- 
suckle vines are allowed to tangle and 
the pokeweed can grow shoulder-high 
in undisturbed corners. To this refuge, 
which provides insects in summer and 
wild berries and seeds in winter, blue- 
birds come to feed and nest. 

Many homeowners in neighborhood 
colonies are pooling scraps of garden 
acreage to create such a refuge. Five 
and six families owning adjoining prop- 
erty of from one to four acres have 
banded together to create a small com- 
munity sanctuary that offers food, shelter, 
and natural nesting sites. 


Bluebirds accept man-made houses. 


like those perched on fence posts and 





old tree stumps along the famous “Blue- 
bird Trails,” extending now from Can- 
ada to Florida and west to the Rockies. 
These little birdhouses are eloquent ex- 
amples of “operation survival,” as is the 
suarded 2,500-mile skyway the whoop- 
ing cranes fly. 

The ideal bluebird home is called the 
Duncan box in honor of William G. Dun- 
can of Louisville. Ky. Besides helping 
to design a nesting box, this self-ap- 
pointed bluebird guardian whips up in- 
terest in their survival with a mimeo- 
eraphed letter that links a national net- 


work of 1.200 bluebird lovers and offers

bluebird box. 


You can use anything from orange 


crates to Masonite slabs to build a box 
with a 5”-by-5’-by-8” inside area, a 
sloping hinged roof to shed rain, space 
under the eaves for ventilation, holes in 
the bottom for drainage. A 114” en- 
trance hole keeps out starlings. Omit- 
ting a perch helps outwit sparrows. Dun- 
can boxes are set out in a clearing and 


spaced about 100 yards apart. (To or- 


der a pre-fab Duncan box, see infor- 


mation on page 149.) 

Helping to spread the Duncan blue- 
bird gospel is Clemson University in 
Clemson, S.C. It not only sends plans 
for boxes upon request, but has 650 stu- 
dent-built boxes distributed over 25,000 
acres offering object lessons in the care 
of the bluebird. Each bird adds two or 
three broods a year to the population. 

As a result, “The bluebirds are here!” 
is a jubilant cry increasingly heard in 
the Clemson community, says Robert 
E. Ware, zoology professor. Many local 
people have for the first time seen the 
radiant blue wings flash, heard a male’s 
exuberantly sweet “‘éu-a-wee, tu-a-wee” 
as a female built a nest; or observed a 
bluebird swooping from his perch to 


snatch up an insect for hungry nestlings. 


The renaissance of the bluebird is 
an example of ways you can attract 
other species. Their failure to come back 
doesn’t mean they are about to enter the 
Smithsonian exhibit of stuffed heath 
hens, passenger pigeons, and other ex- 
tinct species. It does mean, however, that 
a bird environment is disturbed. Any- 
thing you can do to temper the effects 
of a modern civilization and defend 
birds against indiscriminate use of pes- 
ticides, gun-happy hunters, and farmers 
with licenses to shoot will help to bring 
back, for example, the robins’ predawn 
concerts, the endearing acrobatics of the 
black-capped chickadee, the stirring drum 
beats played on a resonant tree branch 
by a redheaded woodsecker. 

Most birds can be enticed all year 

round by supplementary feeding. What 
you feed them depends upon where you 
live and the kind of birds you want to 
attract. Sunflower seeds, bird feed. suet, 
and other meat-fats are basic foods to 
which can be added dried. fresh, and 
frozen fruits and nut meats. Once start- 
ed, feeding must continue, as birds will 
depend upon the food you put out. 
* Most birds will contentedly take up 
their abode in the houses you provide, if 
they suit nesting needs. Hole nesters— 
chickadees and woodpeckers, for example 
—like a log house. With a hinged roof, 
such a house is made of a hollow log or 
a gouged-out half. The robin flies to a 
covered shelf with one or both sides 
left open for full surveillance.

If they were atrocious nonobjective paintings, old English 
porcelain, Tanagra statuettes. TAng horses. or almost any 


of the objects collectors covet, no explanations would be 


necessary. But paperweights arouse a questioning, benignly 


challenging response: “Paperweights! How odd! Who ever 
heard of collecting paperweights?” 

However, while the pursuit of these triumphs of the early 
Victorian glassmaker’s art is relatively recent. it is neither 
rare nor altogether peculiar. An estimated thousand fan- 
clers are now scattered across the world. of whom several 
hundred, chiefly Americans, are rated “serious” collectors. 
There is even a tantalizing rumor—unconfirmed—that some- 
where in India an enormous, ornate palace houses multi- 
tudes of antique French paperweights. 

Among the weights in my collection, which run from the 
rare and unique to the not uncommon. | find it difficult 
to discriminate. These glass jewels, created by unknown 
French artists more than a hundred years ago, retain un- 
diminished their brilliance and captivation. Why. where, 
how were they produced? 

Their real genesis remains somewhat shrouded in mystery. 
It is said that glass weights incorporating the ancient 
millefiori design—a mosaic pattern built up from sections 
of multicolored glass rods, or canes—were produced as 
early as the 15th Century by glassmakers of Murano. near 
Venice. There is no further record of any glass weights 
until 1845, when Pietro Bigaglia—not surprisingly. a mem- 
ber of an old family of Venetian glass artisans—exhibited 
his crystal globes at an industrial fair in Vienna. A few 
were carried back to Paris by Eugene Peligot. a glass-con- 


scious professor at the Conservatoire des Arts et Metiers. 


Within a year. the exquisitely designed and intricately 
wrought paperweights prized by modern collectors began to 
emerge from the glassworks of France—notably St. Louis, 
Baccarat. and Clichy. In delicacy of color, beauty of de- 
sign, texture of glass. and perfection of execution, they 
bear little resemblance to the crude weights of Bigaglia 
(sometimes still to be found at auctions). 

These were fresh creations of artists all but unknown to 
posterity. The unparalleled patience and art that went 
into them—the preparation of the molten glass to achieve 
the unique lustrous softness of the crystal (a quality that 
has not since been duplicated) ; the blowing. building. and 
drawing of the colored and decorated “canes.” or fused glass 
rods: the meticulous molding and sculpture of the “incar- 
cerated” glass and enamel flowers. fruits, butterflies, and 


animals 





all justify the term “miraculous.” 

The new French weights—or French forms of “Venetian 
balls.” as they were called—were an instant success in 
Paris. By the time of the Crystal Palace Exhibit in London 
in 1851, they were an international rage. Glassmakers in 
England. Belgium. and New England began turning out excel- 
lent weights a la francaise. In particular, those from 
Sandwich (Massachusetts). Millville (New Jersey). and the 
Brooklyn works of John A. Filliland were almost indistin- 


guishable in enchantment and (Continued on page 92)

At the turn of the century. genteel ladies and gentlemen 
were playing not very strenuous games of croquet on their 
lawns.

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If you’ve ever sniffed a new rose and 
found it scentless, you may have suc- 
cumbed to the old wives’ tale: “Only the 
old roses are fragrant.” Not so. Breeders 
today develop as many scented varieties 
as ever. What happens is that the scented 
varieties are the ones that seem to succeed 
—to become, eventually, the “old roses.” 

Of the 152 new varieties registered last 
year with the American Rose Society, 128 
have easily perceptible scent, and of these, 
29 have strong fragrance. Among the 
floribundas with rich perfume are Angel 
Face, Pride of Newark, and White Spray. 
The most fragrant of the new hybrid teas 
are Aruba-Caribe, Elsa Knoll, Incense, La 
Canadienne, Liberty Bell, Miss All-Amer- 
ican Beauty, Nancy Reagan, Peach Treat, 
and Red Chief. Conrad O’Neal is a new 
shrub rose that rates high in fragrance. 

One of the breeders’ problems is a cer- 
tain genetic whimsey on the part of the 
rose—the genes for fragrance are reces- 
sive, those for thorns are dominant. 

Part of the beauty we see in a rose lies 
in anticipating its fragrance, and when | 
planted my first flower garden, at age five, 
there was a rose in it because | had been 
sniffing the Harison’s Yellow in the neigh- 
bor’s yard. Together we had dug one of 
the stickery shoots, and the following 
June it bloomed for me. 

Recently I discovered, after not having 
smelled Harison’s Yellow for at least 20 
years, that its fragrance has the same 
elusive quality I sense and admire in cer- 
tain modern roses, especially Tropicana, 
a delectable scent that makes me think in- 
stantly of strawberries. Is it the fruity 
aroma that attracts me today, or a natural 
subconscious association with a happy 
childhood? 

Of such is the fascinating world of rose 
fragrance. At least 25 fragrances and 
countless combinations have been used to 
describe how roses smell. Most of today’s 
fragrant varieties can be classed accord- 
ing to seven elemental fragrances or com- 


binations of them: apple, clove, lemon,

nasturtium, “true” rose or damask, orris, 
and violet. 

The fun begins when you smell Angel 
Wings and say, “Ahh, like a ripe apple,” 
and I take the blossom and say, “Oh, no— 
unmistakably clove!” No matter how 
many times we might disagree on the pre- 
cise fragrance of various roses, we would 
always agree that they all had an intrinsic 
quality that says “This is a rose.” 

Among the roses of this century, some 
of my favorites for fragrance are Char- 
lotte Armstrong (nasturtium-lemon), 
Crimson Glory (clove), Mexicana 

(lemon-rose), Neige Parfum (lemon), 
Oklahoma (damask), Rubaiyat (rose- 
lemon), Sutter’s Gold (fruit), and The 
Doctor (rose-orris-violet) . 

It is true that virtually all the old roses 
still in cultivation are fragrant. Even the 
foliage of the Eglantine smells of apples. 
The moss types such as Petite de Hollande 
and De Meaux are especially fine for cut- 
ting, and the sticky substance on the 
sepals makes the hands fragrant after ar- 
ranging the flowers. 

Other old roses noted for being in- 
tensely fragrant and excellent for cutting 
include Archduke Charles, Charles de 
Mills, General Jacqueminot, Koenigin 
von Daenemarck, La Reine Victoria, 
Madame Hardy, Madame Pierre Oger, 
Maiden’s Blush, and President de Seze. 

If you have no space for a garden of 
fragrant roses, grow a collection of minia- 
tures in pots. These varieties with flowers 
no bigger than a thimble yield the frag- 
rance of a rose: Baby Pinocchio, Beauty 
Secret, CriCri, Dian, Lavender Lace, 
Midget, Pink Joy, Pixie Rose, Red Imp, 
Sweet Fairy, and Twinkles. 

At many nurseries you will now find 
fragrant roses growing in contairers that 
can be taken home for immediate plant- 
ing, even in the summer. 

Rose fragrance is such a variable and 
personal thing that to be a real connois- 
seur you will have to smell the roses; a

SUMMER AT THE CLOISTERS

Flower power was discovered centuries ago by the medieval herb- 
alists who grew only the plants that could be used for some 
practical purpose, such as healing, flavoring, or scenting. All the 
plants they cultivated were called herbs, and while we think of 
an herb as something for the kitchen, and a flower as an object 
of decoration, by tradition some of the world’s most beautiful 
flowers are herbs. Our familiar seasonings (see page 88) were 
included in early gardens, but there were hundreds of other plants. 
A collection of these grows today at The Cloisters in New York 
City, and it was in this garden that House BeautiruL photo- 
graphed the sampling of medieval summer flowers shown here. 
Health and happiness 600 years ago depended on herbs. Some 
of our favorite flowers were necessities. Columbine, lily of the 
valley, foxglove, and poppy were used for healing. Peonies, prim- 
roses. and calendulas went into the pot—for cooking. not for 
erowing. The floral beauties aconite and larkspur were poisons 
for the “beastly pestilence,” and the strewing herbs used to carpet 
houses on special occasions were such sweet-smelling flowers as 


roses, violets, Madonna lilies, lavender, woodruff, and rosemary.

Museum directors,

you how to get the most 


enjoyment out of art

says John Walker, director of the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington. “They don’t look at works of art long enough.” 

“They don’t see what is in front of them—if it doesn’t grab 
them, they go away,” says Mrs. Ruth Bowman, a lecturer at 
the Museum of Modern Art in New York City and curator of 
the New York University art collection. 

How do you look at a work of art? Is it better to look at 
a painting from a distance or from close up? How much time 
should you spend in front of a Rembrandt or a Monet? Do 
you ever say “I like this painting but I don’t know why”? 
What is the key to enjoying art? 

There are many keys. Vincent van Gogh once wrote: “Paint- 
ings have a life of their own that derives entirely from the 
painter's soul.” And Picasso said: “A painting is the best hid- 
den image of the man who painted it.” 

John Walker puts it this way: “Works of art are created to 
convey emotions. To enjoy these emotions requires discern- 
ment. There is only one road to discernment—concentrated 
scrutiny. People often listen to music with their eyes closed. 
If only they would look at works of art with their ears closed!” 

Walker tries to make museum visitors stand in front of a 
work of art as long as possible. “You know,” he says, “Bernhard 
Berenson, the art historian, once said that he had come to 
know Italian paintings so well because when he first began to 
study them many years ago, it took him so long to get by car- 
riage to a church or small museum that when he got there, he 
spent hours contemplating a single picture.” 

Thomas P. F. Hoving, director of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, also spends hours contemplating a single picture. A 


recent example was Leonardo da Vinci’s “Portrait of Cecilia 


Gallerani,” which is called “Lady with the Ermine” and is 
in the Museum Czartoryski in Cracow, Poland. 
“TI was there last year, Hoving says. “I studied it for 


two hours, came back for another hour, and then came back 
again for a couple of hours. My first impression was that it was

a splendid picture. But the immediate impact was not one of 
greatness. That grew rapidly. I haven’t begun to learn all 
about that picture yet. Saturation is the way to do it. Looking 
and looking, looking with the eyes, the brain. 

“T rush up to a work of art very close and then I gobble it 
up. Then I stand back and see where it adjusts to me. For ex- 
ample, with Monet’s ‘La Terrasse a Sainte-Adresse’ [recently 
bought by the Metropolitan for $1.4 million], I have to stand 
back twice as far as a lot of people on our staff before it 
means something to me. A great work of art is like a strong 
spotlight. | just go over and try to immerse myself. Then I 
back off and sit. It grows on me.” 

Many museum directors agree that a deterrent to enjoying 
art at museums is that there is too much to see. “People feel 
they have to see the whole place,” says Walker. “We offer too 
much, During World War II, the paintings in London’s Na- 
tional Gallery were evacuated. From time to time, they would 
bring back one painting and put it on view. Hundreds would 


come to see it. They said they never enjoyed art so well.”

per room, and only one person would be allowed in at a 
time. She gives this advice: “The first thing to do is stand in 
front of a picture, preferably alone. Why? Then you’re alone 
with what the artist perceived and projected and wanted you te 
have. Your capacities to comprehend are greater. You feel 
whatever you feel, even boredom, and don’t worry about it. 

“When you reach a saturation point, you turn down your 
rheostat of feeling, turn up your intellectual equipment, your 
ability to examine. You start looking to see what it is the artist 
has done in order to make you feel that way. This includes 
looking for a number of things—what it is made of, the mate- 
rial of the work itself, what its colors are, its textures. You 
then find yourself in possession of increased knowledge. There 
has been an interaction; you become involved. You begin to 
exercise certain judgments and call into play certain feelings, 
as you do in a relationship with another human being. There’s 
an engagement between the artist’s perceptions and the view- 
er’s psyche.” 

John Canaday, art critic of the New York Times, says in his 
brilliant book Keys to Art that the first key is to learn to see 
more than casually. ‘Fixed in our habits, we see little enough 
of what passes before our eyes every day,” he says. “We see 
even less of what a painting, a sculpture, a building offers 
us. ‘Pleasing to the eye’ is a dreadful phrase under any cir- 
cumstances but is most dreadful of all when applied to a work 
of art. It implies that art is a soothing optical lotion, and 


that the way to see art is to let it wash across a surface that 








has been wearied by more demanding activities. “Stimulating 
to the eye’ would be a little better, indicating that art can 
jolt us out of habitual ways, if we will let it. “Challenging to 
the eye’ would be better still. since some effort on our part 
is necessary if, as a beginning to deeper understanding, we 
are ready to see fully.” 

Lloyd Goodrich, advisory director of the Whitney Museum 
of American Art, feels that every painting requires “a different 
kind of looking.” 

“So much depends on what kind of work it is,” he says. 
“If it is a painting like the Mérode altarpiece in The Cloisters, 
you could look at it in about ten different ways. You could 
look at it purely as a beautiful object, one with marvelous 
technical skill. You could look at it just from the human- 
interest side—the portraiture, the mysterious figure in the 
background, the objects in the Virgin’s room. These all have 
their real, legitimate interest. 

“Then. of course, there is the extraordinary iconography of 
this picture. If you want to study it in depth. you can look 
into the literature that explains all the meanings. the sig- 
nificance of the objects, and the actions. Then, at the other 
extreme, you can look at it simply as a great piece of design. 
It’s a-complicated work of art. Many of the great paintings of 
the Renaissance are like that. They exist on many levels. You 
can look at these paintings from any of these levels and find 
something rewarding in them. 

“But take, by contrast, an Impressionist painting. It’s charm- 
ing, delightful. Its subject matter isn’t really of great interest. 
It’s a kind of lyric poetry. Often it’s very joyful. Great pleasure 
can be gotten out of the subject matter, but it isn’t very deep. 

“Now jump to our time. Let’s take a painting by Jackson 
Pollock. The person who looks at it is not thinking about 
the subject. The main thing is the pure physical sensation. 
the sensation of the material itself, the extraordinary energy, 
the drawing Pollock created in those great rhythmic arm 
strokes and the fascinating labyrinth of forms he created. It 


depends on what kind of art it is, what period, what style.” 


n looking at contemporary art, one should keep in mind 

that just as language changes, so does the artist’s language. 
“You have to look for new vocabulary, which means new 
materials, new techniques, new relationships,” says Mrs. Bow- 
man. “You can’t expect to come to conclusions quickly.” 

Maurice Tuchman, Curator of Modern Art at the Los Angeles 
County Art Museum. adds: “One is especially attentive to 
signs that the work is unique and convincing, that the paint- 
ing or sculpture seems to proceed from an urgent inner neces- 


sity. Constant exposure to contemporary art is crucial for a 


viewer who will pretend to insight. In looking at older art. 
one accepts the basic tenets of the style. History has made 
a selection. Therefore, the process of looking at older art 
tends to be one of discrimination. With the contemporary 
situation, basic tenets are up for grabs. Does the viewer accept 
the idiom or reject it? It’s a question of training your eye.” 

Another key is examination of techniques and material. “We 
realize that our enjoyment of a comedian’s wit is increased 
because we can recognize the skill with which he calculates 
the pause just before his punch line.” says Canaday. “But 
few of us are aware of the ways a painter leads us to the 
climactic point of his picture and emphasizes it by comparable — 
devices. We may admire the rolling cadences of an orator’s 
speech and miss the sculptor’s comparable building up of forms 


into a unified whole.” 


uise C. Kainz and Olive L. Riley, in their book Understand- 

ing Art, advise that if color is the most important element 
used by the artist, you might need to study first the quality 
of the color: its variety, harmony, tonal range, and balance. 
You would then think about the ways color has been used to 
suggest form, space, or mood. They also suggest that you look 
for the way the artist “has organized his work. This means 
that you need to consider the arrangement of the important 
elements that make up the painting: line, color, form, space. 
and texture. If you study each element separately, you will 
see how each has been treated to heighten the expression of 
the subject.” 

Where do you stand in front of a picture? Goodrich says it 
depends on the picture. “Some paintings reward very close 
study. You can look at a Vermeer from a distance and see the 
whole picture. Then you can go up to it and examine it almost 
as if it were a miniature, because of the beauty of detail. 
On the other hand, the way to look at Picasso’s ‘Guernica’ is 
probably more to stand away and get the sweep of this great 
composition. 

“Personally, I believe in moving around quite a lot. It’s 
better to shift your position, nearer, further, from one side 
to another. There’s no rule about the length of time you look 
at it. Some great paintings exhaust the immediate emotion in 
a few minutes. But you can go back and get a renewal of it 
later on. One historian said most pictures could be looked 
at for only twenty minutes. I don’t agree. It depends on 
the picture. I think the worst thing to do is to continue look- 
ing after you've exhausted your immediate receptivity. Go 
on to something else.” 

What are some of the paintings that leading museum direc- 


tors return to look at again and again? (Continued on page 154) 











Ernest Hemingway once said that rum, which is the alcohol- 
ic essence of sugar—the name comes from saccharum, Latin 
for “sugar” —has a greater variety of colors and characters, 
flavors and bouquets, strengths and textures, than any other 
distilled spirit. Whiskeys and gins are made from almost 
every sort of grain. Brandies come not only from grapes, but 
from a whole range of fruits. Yet all these vary much less 
than do the rums. One rum may be as colorless and very 
nearly as tasteless as water. while others have the color of 
distilled gold, with a rich and smooth taste to match. Still 
others are dark mahogany and among the most powerful of 
all spirits, with more than 75 per cent alcohol. 

Yet, despite the variety, only three or four carefully chosen 
bottles of different rums in the home bar can be turned into 
a dramatic array of mixed drinks. Rum may come an hour 
before lunch as a “fizz” of fluffy white velvet. Or in mid-af- 
ternoon as a tall, fruit-decked punch. Or as a shockingly 
frosty Daiquiri before dinner. Or in a brandy snifter after 
dinner. Or in a party punch bowl at any degree of convivial 
strength. And, since good rum has a special affinity for the 
refreshing citrus juices and enough character not to become 
tasteless when served close to freezing, it is my choice as 
the ideal spirit for hot summer days. Yet no rum drink can 
be dramatically successful without the “secret factor,” which 
is the right degree of “rumminess.” 

This is the problem. Few people seem to know how to 
choose the right rum for the right purpose. Going to the 
corner liquor store and asking for “a bottle of rum” is about 
as useless as going to the butcher and asking for “a piece of 
meat.” The late Harold J. Grossman, an authority on the sub- 
ject. once said that the rums with the greatest character do 
not speak Spanish but have the lilting accents of the British 
Caribbean colonies, coupled with the foggy cockney of Lon- 
don. What he meant was that some of the finest rums have. 
for more than 200 years, been shipped from the West Indies 
to England to be aged in casks (sometimes for 15 years or 
more) in the cold, damp atmosphere of the bonded ware- 
houses of the London docks, before being blended, bottled, 
and shipped all over the world. This luxuriously costly op- 
eration has been seriously undermined—in fact, the whole 
rum industry has been turned topsy-turvy—by three cata- 
clysmic upheavals of the last 30 years. 

First, the German submarine warfare in the Atlantic dur- 


ing World War II virtually (Continued on page 938)

Rub the cavity of the chicken 
with salt, pepper. and / table- 
spoon of butter, softened. Tuck in 
4 of the fresh tarragon leaves or 
sprinkle in 4% teaspoon of the 
dried. Truss. Dry the skin of the 
chicken well with paper toweling, 
then rub the skin with 2 table- 
spoons of butter, softened. 

Place 2 tablespoons of butter 
and the oil in a heavy fireproof 
casserole just large enough to 
hold the chicken comfortably. 
Heat the fats until the butter 
foams and subsides: add_ the 
chicken, breast side down. Brown 
for 2 or 3 minutes, taking care to 
see the butter is very hot but not 
burning. Using 2 wooden spoons 
or a heavy towel, turn the chicken 
and brown the other side.

Lay a piece of foil over the 
chicken, add the cover, and roast 
in a preheated 325° oven for 1 
hour and 10 to 20 minutes, or un- 
til the legs move easily in their 
sockets and juices run clear yel- 
low. Baste once or twice with pan 
juices. When cooked, place the 
chicken on a heated serving plat- 
ter and remove trussing strings. 
Keep warm. Serve with Brown 
Tarragon Sauce: 


1 cup canned condensed beef broth 

1 cup canned condensed chicken 
broth 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

2 tablespoons Madeira or Pori 

2 tablespoons fresh minced 
tarragon leaves or parsley 

1 tablespoon butter, softened 


Add the beef broth and chicken 
broth to the juices in the casse- 
role. Bring up to a boil, then sim- 
mer for about 2 minutes, scraping 
up all the- coagulated juices. 
Skim off all but about 1 table- 
spoon of the fat. 

Stir the cornstarch into the 
wine to make a smooth paste, 
then whisk into the broth with a 
wire whip until smooth. Simmer 
for 1 minute, then increase heat 
to high and boil rapidly until the 
sauce has thickened slightly. 

Taste for seasoning. Strain into 
a warm sauceboat, then stir in the 
tarragon and butter. 

Serve with sautéed potatoes, 
broiled tomatoes, and a light, dry 
red wine such as a Bordeaux or 
rosé.

phrase “to win one’s laurels.” An 
editor of a 19th-century magazine 
gave some sound advice to her 
cooking audience when she wrote, 
“To win a laurel wreath for your 
brow, put a laurel leaf in your 
stew pot now.” 

Bay leaf is not only added to 
the stew pot but to meats, fish, 
fowl, marinades, and soups of all 
kinds.

Pheasant Beau Sejour 


2 3-pound pheasants, cut into 
serving pieces 

2 teaspoons salt 

Freshly ground pepper

8 cloves garlic, split 

6 bay leaves 

2 teaspoons thyme 

1 cup dry white wine 

1 can (10%4-ounce) beef gravy 

Minced parsley 


Season the pheasant with salt and 
pepper. Melt 5 tablespoons of the 
butter (chill the remaining but- 
ter) in a heavy, enameled casse- 
role or Dutch oven. When hot, 
brown the pieces of pheasant, a 
few at a time. When all the pieces 
are brown, return to the casse- 
role, adding the garlic, bay 
leaves, thyme, and wine. Cover 
tightly, bring up to a boil, re- 
duce heat, and simmer until the 
pheasant is tender when pierced 
with a fork—from 15 to 20 min- 
utes, depending on the age of the 
birds. 

Lift the cooked pheasant to a 
hot platter and keep warm. Add 
the beef gravy to the casserole. 
and whip with a wire whisk until 
smooth and piping hot. Take off 
the heat and stir in the remain- 
ing cold butter. Strain, spoon over 
the pheasant and sprinkle with 
the minced parsley. Serves 6.

Traditional in France with lamb 
and perfectly delicious, flageolets 
are dried green beans, similar to 
baby limas. They are available in 
the U.S., imported from France 
and Belgium, dried or canned.

Add the 
tomatoes and simmer 5 minutes.

Bring up to a boil, then 
simmer for 10 minutes longer.

suggests that since basil darkens 
quickly after cutting she likes ‘to 
serve it in little bouquets, as they 
do in Italy, so that it can be cut 
at the table and added to fresh 
tomatoes, scrambled eggs, and 
cold salads such as potato, cu- 
cumber, or shellfish. It is interest- 
ing that the Greeks believed that 
only the sovereign should cut the 
basil, using a golden sickle.

execution from the best made in 
France. 

The very intensity of the vogue 
for the handmade weights of the 
French masters spelled their 
doom. By 1860, the halcyon 15- 
year period had come to an end, 
not for lack of a market—in fact, 
the demand was enormous—but 
because it was satisfied by mass- 


produced debasements of the 


- great originals. Charles Woolsey 


Lyon, the dean of American deal- 
ers, summed up the vanished peri- 
od as “the golden age of colored 
glass.” 

It was roughly 60 years before 
an appreciation of the antique 
weights infected a few collectors, 
forerunners of today’s feverish 
band—whose passionately sought 
quarry annually diminishes. Only 
six or seven thousand of what 
must originally have been in the 
neighborhood of 50,000 paper- 
weights have survived breakage, 
war, and periodic housecleanings. 
These few are continually being 
siphoned off into museums and 
private collections. Still the chase 
is hotter than ever, and glass 
weights that once sold for $20, or 
thereabouts, now bring as much 
as $15,000 at auction at Sotheby’s 
in London. 

Much of the pleasure in gath- 
ering paperweights, as with other 
objects, derives from their iden- 
tification and classification, not an 
easy task, though the earliest 
French weights were dated and 
carried the initial of the individu- 
al glassworks. The best informa- 
tion is gained from a study of the 
weights themselves, in a museum 
or monograph, for those of each 
factory exhibit distinctive fea- 
tures. Baccarat’s and St. Louis’s 
glass is white and clear, while 
Clichy’s boracie glass is lighter. 
Baccarat’s colors are generally 
less brilliant than Clichy’s, but 
Louis’s. All

cut off for almost six years the 
shipments of Caribbean rums to 
London and staried the irrevers- 
ible trend toward aging and _ bot- 
tling on this side of the ocean. 
Also, the same German subma- 
rines prevented Scotch whiskey 
from reaching the U.S., creating 
an enormous demand for rum—a 
demand partially met by the vir- 
tual ‘‘explosion” of mass-produc- 


- tion rum industries in Puerto Rico 


and the Virgin Islands. (These 
American rums, not subject to 
the U.S. alcohol import tax, have 
a considerable price advantage 
over their imported competitors. ) 
Also, large quantities of light 
rums were imported from Cuba. 

Then, the coming of Castro 
eliminated Cuban rum from the 
U.S. market and gave another 
enormous boost to the Puerto 
Rican and Virgin Islands indus- 
tries. 

Last, the granting of indepen- 
dence to the British Caribbean 
colonies (especially Jamaica, 
Guyana, and Barbados, in terms 
of rum) led to the breaking of 
centuries-old commercial ties, to 
the disappearance of famous rum 
names, and to the seizure of old 
estates by new owners with new 
ideas about making and selling 
rum. 

Experts say that there are three 
main factors in the production of 
a great rum. First is the mineral 
content of the soil, which affects 
the sap of the growing cane. Sec- 
ond is the live yeast, which must 
trigger the fermentation of the 
mash. In certain areas (notably 
Barbados, Haiti, Jamaica, 
Martinique), spores of live yeast 
are actually floating in the air 


and 


and settle naturally on the sur- 
face of the rum-to-be in the open 
vats. In other areas, the yeast has 
to be cultivated in a laboratory 
and injected into the mash. Third 
is the natural quality of the water 
used for refining. When there is 
an affinity and unity between lo- 
cal soil, a local strain of yeast, 
and pure local water, a great rum 
is generally the result. 

But many steps precede this 
greatness. The traditional method 
of production was to press all the 
juice out of the cane, using the 
entire crop for rum. This luxuri- 
ous and wasteful process is still 
used by less than half a dozen 
producers in the entire world. 
Among the best known of these 
luxury rums are Plantation Saint 
James from Martinique. Barban- 
court from Haiti, and Eldorado 


from Puerto Rico. These are much 
too subtle for mixed drinks. They | 
are best sipped from a_ brandy’) 
snifter after dinner.

What is needed for a single 
rink or alley is a strip of lawn 14’ 
by 120’ that has been excavated 
to a depth of 18’, drained, and 
filled with layers of crushed rock, 
cinders, and sand to give it a good 
base before the final layer of turf. 
A ditch, 6” wide and 6” deep, 
marks the end of the rink. The 
grass must be kept rolled, wa- 
tered, aerated, and cut to *16 of 
an inch. A square of canvas at 
each end where the players start 
to bowl keeps the turf from wear- 
ing thin. The cost of all of this 
depends on local labor, but sey- 
thousand dollars safe 
estimate. In addition, each bowler 
owns his own set of biased, plas- 
tic bowls (usually four). which he

carries in a case along with a 
measuring tape, a set of large and 
small calipers, and _ flat-soled 
shoes. adding another $50 to $60 
to the total expenditure.

Boule is even less structured 
than bocce.

The history of boule is 
that it was brought to Southern 
France by the Romans. It is most 
popular in Provence, where the 
fishermen and tradespeople play 
after work along the quais. 

Any one of the three bowling 
games makes a welcome, new-but- 
old addition to the future of home 
recreation. They can be modified 
to fit any home conditions. The 
exercise of walking and bending. 
is mild but good. And the durabil- 
ity of the game is such that it will 
carry the players right through 
their retirement years. 


Croquet and putting 


Croquet, as children know the 
game, is practically unrecogniz- 
able in places like Long Island, 
Maryland, and Los Angeles, where 
business executives, statesmen, 
and moviemakers have adopted 
the heavier British version of the 
Alice-in-Wonderland game. The 
mallets are larger and better bal- 
anced. The balls are slightiy larg- 
er, and the wickets are stronger. 
An imported set can cost in the 
neighborhood of $250. 

In the case of a putting set, any 
well-stocked sporting-goods store 
or professional golf shop sells 
plastic golf cups and numbered 
pins or flags for about $10. A 
hole cutter may have to be ordered, 
but it is an essential part of a 
home putting green. It allows the 
backyard golfer to cut a perfect 
plug of turf and replace it again 
when he wants to move the holes 
to a different spot.

Europe this wasplike parasite, 
Dendrosoter protuberans, kills up 
to 70 percent of the beetle larvae, 
and while it is not expected to 
eradicate all the beetles (then 
the wasps would starve). it may 
be one important way to prevent 
a major epidemic of Dutch elm 
disease.

price on the grandest trees ever 
produced in this land? In Green- 
wich, Connecticut, control of 
Dutch elm disease after 30 years 
is so successful that American 
elms are included today on the 
routine planting schedule of the 
park department.

Saving the elms is a community 
responsibility. Treat it with a 
sense of urgency. Seek and ob- 
tain sound professional advice. 
Adopt and carry out a complete 
control program. Spraying alone 
isn’t enough; combine it with 
sanitation and attention to root 
grafts. Exercise caution in early 
acceptance of miracle cures. Use

To protect American elms on 
your own property, keep them as 
healthy as possible by pruning, 
P 


watering, and feeding. Promptly 


remove and burn or bury any 
dead, dying, or diseased trees or 
infected 


tree to prevent the spread of dis- 


elm wood. Isolate any 
ease by root graft: the chemical 
Vapam is being used successfully 
for this purpose. Prevent the dis- 
ease from spreading aboveground 
by spraying trees with methoxy- 
chlor during the dormant season. 
(DDT, once the most used in- 


secticide in fighting elm-bark 
beetles, has now been largely re- 
placed by six-percent methoxy- 
chlor, which is much less toxic 
to birds and mammals. ) 

While the American elm is the 
most endangered shade tree of to- 


day, fifty years ago it was the 


American chestnut, at that time 
one of the most important trees 
in Eastern forests. It provided a 
base for fine veneers, straight 
poles of all sizes. edible nuts, an 
understock for European orchard 
varieties, and more than half the 
vegetable tannin then produced 
in America. 

Attempts to eradicate the in- 
blight 
caught up with it. The spores of 
the disease were quickly dispersed 


sidious chestnut never 


by wind, rain. insects, and birds, 
and it was soon reported to be 
spreading westward at the rate of 
24 miles per year. Ultimately the 
blight destroyed the equivalent 
of nine million acres of chestnut 
forest. 

Now. with practically all the 
American chestnuts annihilated, 
hope still springs anew when 
sprouts are sent up by the roots 
of blighted trees. So far. after a 
few years all of these succumb, 
but growers continue to look for 
a blight-resistant sport. In the 
meantime Asiatic varieties are be- 
ing planted. Two new Chinese 
chestnuts known as Crane and Or- 
rin appear to be immune to the 
blight. 

Chestnut blight and Dutch elm 
disease have taught us at least 
two important lessons: (1) It is 
foolish to plant too many of the 
same kind of tree in any given 
situation, and (2) any dying tree 
is a serious matter that deserves 
immediate attention. 

Other trees that may be endan- 
gered by potentially widespread 
diseases are mimosa, oak, white

persimmon. 


pine, 


The so-called mimosa, Albizzia 
julibrissin, a favorite in the 
Southeastern states for its inter- 
esting form, smooth bark, fern- 
like leaves, and flowers, has been 
hard hit by a wilt. All mimosas 
from Florida across to Louisiana 
and northward to New York are 
seriously endangered. 

To date there is no cure for 
mimosa wilt. It is first noticeable 
in a wilted branch, then several. 
The tree usually dies within a 
year, but 20’ trees have been 
known to die in a month. Where 
the disease has occurred, it is best 
to use some other kind of tree. 
Otherwise, plant one of the wilt- 
resistant varieties developed by 
the Forest Service: Charlotte and 
Tryon. are not 100-percent re- 
sistant, but they are promising. 

Oak wilt is a virulent disease 
that kills mature trees in a few

months. Fortunately, control is 
possible, and generally the inci- 
dence of oak wilt has shown no 
dramatic increase in recent years, 
Red and black oaks are the most 


susceptible, and when wilt infects | 


one tree, it is certain to spread 
unless immediate control mea- 
sures are taken. None recover. 
White and bur oaks are much 
less susceptible, and even when 
diseased, they may live on for 
years, dying branch by branch.

Oak wilt moves from an_ in- 
fected tree to a healthy one by | 
root grafts, which usually unite — 
red and black oaks within 50 
feet of each other, and by the ; 
spread of the disease spores into 
fresh wounds of a healthy tree. 

If you have oak trees, prune © 
them carefully in the winter, never 
in the spring, and not until atte 
July 1st under any circumstances. 
Treat all wounds at once with a | 
wound compound. In the event 
one of your oaks contracts wilt. 
remove it in the winter; use for 
firewood, or otherwise destroy be- 
fore spring. Sever root grafts to 
surrounding oaks by using a_ 
trenching tool or by using the — 
chemical SMDC. 

It is not likely that any of the — 
various kinds of white pine will — 
vanish as a result of the pine

blister rust, but it is damaging 
and can be fatal. Control is rela- 
tively simple. The blister rust is 
caused by a fungus known as 
Cronartium ribicolor, an interest- 
ing organism that needs two al-— 
ternate hosts to survive. Part of ~ 
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its life is spent on pines, the other 
on members of the genus Ribes 
—for example. gooseberries and 
currants. It cannot spread from 
pine to pine, only from ribes to 
pine, or vice versa. 

Control by breaking the alter- 
nate-host Remove _ ribes 
from stands of white pine. If your 
neighbor has the offending ribes, 
and removal is out of the question, 
you can simply remove any can- 
kers that appear on your white 


cycle: 


pines each year. White pines are 
now being bred for resistance to 
the blister rust. 

The Port Orford cedar, Chamae- 
cyparis lawsoniana, is widely 
planted in western Oregon and 
northwestern California where it 
is a prized ornamental, especially 
for hedges and windbreaks. This 
is probably the most aromatic of 
all cedars. 

In recent years the Port Orford 
cedar has been attacked by a 
devastating root disease for which 
no cure or control is known. At 
Oregon State University in Cor- 
vallis, testing indicates that re- 
sistant strains may be possible. 

In its early stages, the root 
disease of Port Orford cedar is 
not easily recognized unless a 
healthy tree can be compared next 
to the one that has begun to lose 
its brilliant coloring. The first 
symptom is a change to dull 
green. This gives way to bronze 
and yellow, to red, and finally 
brown. At the present time the 
only thing to do is remove the 
diseased tree and replace with an- 
other species. Don’t replant with 
a Port Orford cedar or spend 
time applying fungicides. 

In parts of the South, persim- 
mon trees have all but disappeared 


as the result of a wilt disease, 


which has strangely been more 


serious in Oklahoma and Ten- 


nessee than anywhere else. The 
foliage wilts abruptly and the 
disease works quickly—60 days 


to death is not unusual. 





Persimmon \ 


Only the American persimmon, 
Diospyros virginiana, is suscepti- 
ble. The disease spores gain entry 
to a healthy tree by means of a 
wound. Once the tree wilts, it 
should be cut and destroyed im- 
mediately. Where winter temper- 
atures generally stay above zero, 
the tree can be replaced with one 
of the Asiatic persimmons. How- 
ever, since these are suspect as 
carriers of the disease, it would 
not be wise to plant them in the 
presence of any healthy Amer- 


ican persimmons. 
If you have a tree that re- 
celves proper care and ample 


moisture, but which does not ap- 
pear to be healthy, consult a 
competent commercial arborist. 
your county agent, city forester, 
or park department. Concern for 
trees is at an all-time high; help- 
ful information and guidance is 
available everywhere. In addi- 
tion to the work being done in 
this country, the active Working 
Group on International Coopera- 
tion in Forest Disease Research is 
striving to prevent the intercon- 


tinental spread of tree diseases. @

ruins lie hidden in the cellars of 
where the 
lure of the antique is happily en- 


several restaurants, 
twined with that of good food. 
One of these, the Ristorante San 
Pancrazio, just off the Piazza Dei 
Campo di Fiori, at first glance 
betrays nothing of interest. How- 
ever, if you will indicate to a 
waiter that you wish to see the 
antiquities, he will instantly wink 
and lead you down the stairs to 
the underground dining 
which has vaulted ceilings and 
old marble floors. Don’t stop here, 
but keep going; better things are 
to come. The walls of the next 
grotto are of rough limestone, 
just as they were in Pompey’s 
day. Old wine jugs and a worn- 
down marble column furnish the 
decor, and you might make this 
the setting for your repast. But 
first, explore the tunnels beneath 
it. They lead all the way to the 
Piazza Argentina, a quarter of a 


room, 


mile away. Since their tempera- 
ture is perfect for storing wine 
and maturing hams and cheese, 
that is now their function; the 
ceilings are hung with these prod- 
ucts, and the floors filled with 
casks of wine. This was the foun- 
famous theatre 
which Pompey gave to the city of 
Rome 2,000 years ago. The Curia 
within the walls was its most un- 
usual feature, and it was on its 
steps that Julius Caesar was as- 
sassinated.

1940 it was renovated, sumptu- 
ously decorated. and restored to 
respectability. It is considered 
one of the most elegant restau- 
rants in Europe. 

Still another restaurant with 
an ancient past is the Casina 
Valadier, whose history begins in 
the 5th Century, when the site 
was occupied by the Emperor 
Domitian’s villa, where the Lucul- 
lan feasts were held. Here the 
tunneled cellars lead to an un- 
derground river and to what was 
Domitian’s swimming pool. Dur- 


ing Napoleon’s time. the famous 


hele Se 


architect Valadier built the pres- 
ent structure, which stands in the — 
romantic Pincian Gardens. Re- 
cently restored and redecorated 
in the neoclassic style, this res- 
taurant is very grand indeed. 


Te old ghetto, which lies rough- 
ly between the Piazza Vene- 
zia and the Tiber, offers some 
first-rate treasure hunting, not- 
ably the Teatro Marcello, and a 
tiny street, the Via del Portico 
d’Ottavia, which already existed 
in the year 4.p. 149. This is still a 
neighborhood of kosher restau- 
rants whose menus feature every 
spring a rare delicacy, carciofi 
alla Giudeo (artichokes, Jewish 
style). made by seasoning the 
vegetable with salt, garlic, and 
mint, then browning it crisply in 
olive oil. The story is told of a_ 
certain Pope long ago who for- 
bade the Jews to grow vegetables, 
permitting them only greenstuft 
that grew wild. While combing 
the fields one day for edible 
weeds, an enterprising person 
found wild artichokes he cooked 
this special way. The result was a 
resounding success, and the Pope 
found it so delicious that he was 
moved to countermand his edict, 
declaring that a people so inge- 
nious as to make weeds delect- 
able should henceforth be al- 
lowed to grow whatever they 
wanted to. 

Isola Tiberina. the little boat- 
shape island in the Tiber that 
stands just opposite the syna- 
gogue, was originally dedicated 
to Aesculapius, the god of medi-— 
cine, and on it stood a temple 
where the sick could come and 
stay until they were healed. The 
temple is long since gone, al- 
though, fittingly enough, a hospi- 
tal now occupies half the islet. 
Leading to it is the oldest bridge 
still in use, from which you can 
see the fragments of a still ear- 
lier one, the Ponte Rotto (broken 
bridge}, which existed in Christ’s 
tinre. 

If you continue across the is- 
land to the opposite bank of the 
river, you will approach 
Trastevere. This is another medi- 
eval part of the city, where the

The Trasteverini are 
a race apart, who consider them- 
selves the only true Romans.
